Macaroni. — Take half-a-package of macaroni and boil it in salt water until per- 
fectly tender. In a baking dish scatter a layer of macaroni, and over this a leyer 
of gratod cheese, alternating until the dish is full. Season with peppej, dOik, and 
butter. Cover with milk and bake until brown. 

Tomato Fricassee.— In a saucepan nut one-half of a can of tomatoes, one heap- 
ing teaspoonful of butter, salt and pepper to season very highly and a pinch of 
baking soda. Simmer fifteen minutes, add three well-beaten eggs and tike from the 
fire the moment it begins to thicken. Pour over toast. 

Veal and Tomatoes. — One or two tender veal steaks, cut inao \. .eces three cr 
four inches square, fry until nearly done, then remove i'rom the fin , One tab!<>- 
spoonf ul of lard, one of flour, an^. one large onion sliced fine. Cook th MH ingredient* 
cratti brown — be careful not to bum ; add one-half can tomatoes, «<ue-half pint of 
boiling water into the nrown ni ingredients, then add the cooked veal ; cook slowly 
for an hour and u -half. If the gravy should thicken too much, thin it off mth 
b.nling water. 

Bmum Mitton P:k.— Fcr this take l§ft>, of scrag of mutton or the piece from 
under the shoulder. Make a good light suet crust, and with it line a greased pud- 
ding bafcin. Cut the meat into neat pieces, rejecting all fat am. skin, add t( thin 
two raw sliced potatoes ; dredge all with flour, season wi.h pepper, salt and a 
minced onion. Fill the dish with meat und potato, and pour ov r it a tnmlaVrful of 
cold water. Cover with a piece of crust, tie ever wilh a pudd.ng cloth wrung out 
in boiling water, acd boil for threu hours. Serve in the baaio.

V/hen restored to 
boiling point skim the surface, staud the stowpan from tho side of the fire, and 
simmer gently till done (a leg weighing nine pounds would tako about two hours 
and fi-half flora the time the water boils) ; garnish with carrots, turnips, and tufts 
of cauliflower. Serve with caper sauce. 

Curry Soup — Peel and slice three apples and three onions, the latter being sli. - ,1 
from top to bottom. Place these in a saucepau with tiro ounces of dripping and a 
lablespjonful of curry powder and fry gently without decoloring for about half an 
hour ; stir occasionally. Pour in two quarts of plain stock and cook for half an 
hour ; add enough flour to thioken the soup, aud boil it for three minutes. Season 
with pepper, salt, and a dash of lemon juice, and serve with boiled rice. 

Otbtku Croquettes. — Oyster croquettes aie made by scalding the oysters, then 
chopping fine, adding on equal amount of potatoes nibbed through a colander, 
with butter, pepper, salt and half a g'll of cream. Shape in small rolls, dip in egg 
and grated bread, place them on a frying basket and fry in deep lard. A good 
way of testing lard for croquettes is to have it hot enough to brown a bit of bread 
an inch square in one minute.

FIELD CULTURE AND GARDEN CALENDAR

JANUARY. 

Kitchen* Garden. — As wii* is usually the hottest," and one of the driest months 
of the year, very little can be done in sowing seeds, but as there are likely to be 
thundershnwers, advant.<i;v should be taken of such, and cloudy days, to plant out 
cabbage, cauliflower, and < clery plants, iherso, latter should be planted in trenches 
about nine inches deep, in the bottom of which there has been three inoht* of manure 
dug in and incorporated with the soil. Water these every evening, if dry weather 
prevails, until they arc well established. Take up and store onions that are ripe, bn 
> -urcful not to bruise them, or they will not keepV'Cut and dry all lands of herbe 
when thov are in flower, cut only* when they are dry.' ' This U the best?month to 
row French beans for seed ; sow also cucumber, vegetable marrows,, md Kpiash, also 
spinach, tomatoes, and radish for succession. Sow lettuce in 'shallow trenches, 
where they a>» to remain, this will facilitate watering, without which Ihey would 
not bo crisp, as 'ihey should be. , If rain falls a sowing of peas and turnips may be 
made towards the end of the month, Sow in beds foi transplanting cabbage, cauli- 
Jli.wer, brocol* savoy cabbage, Brussels sprouts, Kohl rabi. . Keep the soil stirred 
between growing Tjps, wTl "vater copiously — or, i.ot c*t r aU-*-durin ( j dry wpather. 
l'l ant a few shallots. Peg down vines of melons,^ marrows,' &c, to prevent their 
hmug blown about. 

' "^Vlowke Garde*. — Gut back straggling snoots of tea and noisette roses to one- 
third tWr length. Some of the vigorous growing hybrid perpetual* may also be 
slightly pruned to induce a late flowering, lloses may still be budded, and the ties 
of those previously budded should bo loosened. *> Continue to layer* carnations, 
picotees, &c. Cut back pelargoniums, and propagate cuttings. Stake and tio up 
chrysanthemums, penstemons, and other plants requiring it ; also see to the tying 
up of dahlias; if good flowers for show purposes are required, dahlias should be 
judi< iously pruned and the buds thinned. A sowing of balsams, cockscombs, 
portulaocas, zinnias, phlox drummondi, candytuft, and mar gold, &c, may be msdft 
In boxes or beds in a shady place for planting out later >n for autumn and winter 
flowering. Take up ripe bulbs of gladiolus. Gather seeds of desirable kinds of 
nV ,r ers as they ripen. Stir the surface of beds aim borders frequently, especially 
p'ter rain, to prevent weeds getting a start. Pay particular attention to lawns and 
walks, by mowing and weeding, also clipping the edges of grass-bordering t» walks, 
flower beds, and borders. 

Bcsh-housb. — Careful attention to watering and removal of decaying leaves 
will be the main work in this department. Fuschias will , require constant 
attention to keep the thrip in ohook, frequent syringing and an occasional applica- 
tion of an insecticide are the best means to accomplish this, those in pots thst-have 
finished flowering may be stood outside to ripen their wood. Vigorous growing 
plants hi pots, as caladiums, begonias, achimenes, gesnerias, &c, should have liquid 
ynanure once or twice a wtek. Syringe daily, and water-raised beds in which plants 
Are growing by giving a thorough soaring twice a week during dry weather. 

Gmsb-HOUSK and Feamk. —Many of the planta having been shifted to the bush- 
house, this is a good time to effect alterations and repairs if necessary. Attend to 
shading, watering, and ventiiatum regularly. Give the lightest positions to 
gloxinias, crotons, draccnas, tydeas, tuberous-rooted begonias, 4c, and keep fern* 
and lycopoda in the darkest. A!Iaruanda\ oleriodendrom, ciuua discolor, ard 
• tephuotufl fioriluuda ibould be iV tuur U*t, look well after ianote oa tbw 8*4 
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»vnnge freely. Save seed of tho> choicest gloxinias, crotons, and uracenae, see last 
month, propagate at once if not dune. Make a sowing of calceolaria, cineraria, and 
primula sinensis, also the large kinds of mdnulus. , 

Fruit Garden.— Now that strawberries havo dono fruiting 3 -year. old bods 
should be destroyed, dig tha plants under, and p'ant with potatoes next nvjnth. See 
th*t grape vines are sec urely tied, and if oidinm should make its appoankico, which 
is not unlikely if muggy weather occurs, aruJy sulphur at once, as it is cot too late 
for oidi am to do harm.. Remove suckers rain ihe old wood of orange trees, and 
th' f ih« crop if very heavy ; apply insecticide* to the Irees with a syringe if the 
\<l affected with the scale insect. Budding muy Htill l»e done, but should be all 
finished heforfe end of the mouth. Loosen ties on 1 1, om p.ewously budded, fie careful 
in picking fruit for packing, handle carefully, and do not bruise it. This is about 
the best time to trench, and prepare land lor planting with fruit trees or graye vines. 

Field. — Sow Cape barley, sorghum, and imphee for green feed. Maile may 
also be sown for same, and in the warmer p*».rts of the district it is not too 
late to sow for grain if done by the middle of the month, but it would be better 
three weeks earlier, use etirly maturing kind if compelled to sow this month. This 
is a good time o sow another crop of buckwheat— this grain is not grown so largely 
as its me-tts deserve. Another cutting of tobacoo should be fit for harvesting, tee 
last n.o«i.L. Begin to prepare land for lucerne. 

FEBRUARY. 

Kitchen Harden. — This month should tha one of activity in this department, ai 
the greater part of the Darling Downs is invariably favoured with u fair share of 
ruin. Preparations should be made for a large planting of cabbngo, savoys, cauli- 
flowers bruuoli, Brussels sprouts, and Kohl r*oi. AlftO 1 nother trench of eclery. 
Water ns direct < <1 last month. Make a mil sowing of pea:«, early sorts preferable : 
also turnips and lettuce, and succession^ of French beans, as fcba end of this month 
b the latest, it \v:ll bo advisable to bow th jse, two sor uigs may be made, one at the 
Leginuing, and one at the, end of the month Pl.v»t potatoes.

Finish layering carnations, 
pinks, and picotees, pipings of these put in now will root re - *dily. Collect seeds as 
they ripen of desirable sorts of dabbx* and other plants. Take, up ripe bulbs of 
gladiolus; staki «id tie late flower ng one also ■ lirysHnthemums and other tall- 
growing plants. Plant out zinnias, &o., irro'.n in boxes or t>eds for that purpose, a* 
recommended last, month. Sowingof these n ay be made in the borders, also 10-weok 
stocks. Balsams may still be sown. Parish s may now be sown. Lawns and walks 
—see last montr* 

Bush -house. —Th* 1 remarks of last montn will, in tho main, apply to this as re- 
gards watering, &c. Any gesnereacoous plants, or caladiums, showing "igns of 
going to rest, (Atttl havi water withheld fro».i them gradually, and tin y bo allowed 
to go to rest. ^ g'ass frame i- a vi^y necessary adjunct to a bushhous", and to this 
such plants should l*> fefttoved, M that proper attention may bo given to them, ns 
they must be dried grAhiuliy, and not allowed to la come dust-dry. Contin'> 
supply liquid manure to vigorous -growing plants in \ >'-, - directed last month. 
Coutrary to tho generally r oiv e i vrd opinions, many fcrns - int-lutling some of th" 
adiantums— are o»'en benefitted by an occasional supply of weak liquid manure. 
not over-water, especially towards the end of tli^ mouth. 

OUJS-HOUSE AND Frame. — This is a good timu to put in a batch of gloxun I 1 
fuliaga begonia lw?efl for propagatum, select good sound leaves, tqd w>\ \\t>tfl 
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partially decayed. A few cyclamen- should bo potted and started into growth. 
Sow calceolaria, cineraria, primulas, if not already done, as each of these — especially 
the first-named— are liable to " damp off " while very young, they should be pricked 
off into other pots or pans as soon as they are half an inch high. To do this pre- 
pare seed pans web drained and filled with moderately sandy soil, very finely sifted 
ior the top, and pressed hnn, get two sticks the size of a penh older, and make a 
somewhat blunt point to each, then to one make a chisel edge, and cut a narrow slit 
iu it half an inch long, and all is re'idy ; take the stick with, the sb't in it in the left 
hand, and the pointed one in the right, oatch the stem of the ^oung seedling in the 
cleft, to that the tender leaves rest on each side of it,, and with the other stick loosen 
the toil below it and it can be lifted, transfer it to the other pan by making a holo 
with the pointed stick and lower the flfmmillff into it, and pr*..i thi soil toit with die 
dibble ; when all are pricked out, water with a fine rose, and place in a shady place 
for f day or two. I have been thus explicit in explaining how to perform a simple 
operation, bl OGMtcanetU06 of amnteurs asking me so often when told, "such and 
such seedling should be pricket »tf," "how cap T prmk them off until they are 
big enough to get a hold of." If left till then three pp.r^ will iu variably have 
" damped off." 

Fruit Garden. — Gather fruit an it ripens, l>eing careful not to bruise it, if for 
sending away or keeping, ^iafiy^durs ripen best off the trees, and to krow when 
is the pi. >per time to pick tfcm>, just take one of the pears in the hand, and lift it 
Mime!* t.t to relieve the stem ( : ;<9 wdgbt, when, if fit, it will de aeh itself from the 
tree, no eitu^ should b< made fo m*>.e it do so : by cutting the pear open it will be 

d thai the s»-eds are beginning to change from white to brown, which is a 
further indication of its fitnoas for ijrathering. Fruit to be packed for sending a 
distance must be gathered liefore it i* mite ripe , stone fruit especially, as soon as 
anv impression < an be made by squeeaiufv them, if the distance be considerable. 
Prepare ground for strawberries. Thisfmit must have liberal treatment as regards en- 
riching the g ro und . Bonedust is an especially good manure fur them. Rem. ' v ^11 
surplus runners from the plants, and peg down some of the strongest if required 
for extending area under crop. Old plant* are unprofitable, and should be dug in if 
apt done last mon'h. ran gee— see last month. Loosen ties to "rees budded hist 
iik ^nth, and remove thoae budded previously . Anv that have missed me y be re -budded, 
but should be done early. 

Field.— Plant potatoes for *uH crop. Sow (Jape barley for green feed; sorghum 
and imphee may also I*; sown if required early in fr>r mon h. Sow mangel wurzel, 
swedes also may be sown largely (or planted (Mil where they have been raised in beds 
for tliat purpose), also yellow A herd* u turnip. Rye grass and prarie grass should 
be sown this month, if the weather is at f 11 favorable^ the writer has known in* 
stances where both of these have boon covered in by running a flock of sheep over 
the ground instead of harrowing, with marked success, and would recommend the 
adoption of this plan where practicable, especially in light soils. Ht.ve land in 
readiness for lucerne, and if favourable weather occurs at the end of the month sow 
the seed ; distributing it everdy, and harrow fine, m& roll smooth after sowing. 
Many fanners like to sow barley or some other grain with lucerne, but better re- 
sults invariably follow sowing it by itself, though if sown this month two to three 
peeks of barley to the acre would not do harm, 

MARCH. 

Kitchen Gardkn. — Make full sowing of carrot, parsnip, and beet, tho leaves of 
the white beet a re mi. ' esteerr d as i substitute for spinach. Sow both an inch 
deep in drills 10 to 18 inches apart, the same distance for parsnips ; carrots may bo 
sown a little eloser together, for each of these press tho drills with the back of the 
rake instead of drawing them, neither should be more than half an inch deep. A 
sowing of onions may be made, but for the main sowing next month is preferable, 
as many go to seed if sown this month. Onion seeds, like carrots and parsnips, ro« 
ijuiro a firm bed. and the di:lls should L* pressed as advised above. Sow turnip, 
main crop | also leeks, parsley, lettuce, endive, radish, mustard and creea as required* 
Cauliflowers, cabbage, Jlohl rabbi, swode t and savoys may also be sown and 
planted out from pre^u* io wings in ground weu manured. In the warmer part*

Flowkb Garden. — This is the bant month for sowing all kind •• <»t lhanly ftOMUah*, 
biennials and nnr^niiinln, such as diaithus tin mv sorts), sto>-k<, p' ' \ dru'nmo.Mli. 
escholt/.ia, antirrhirinums, asters, pansie*. calliop-js, mi/iionetr*\ c! t.i..a«, god*ti-ts, 
aud many others. Carnations, k<\, which «rore Uyp'd as djr^rjtid, will now l>» 
well-rooted, and may be shifted into beds an 1 bjrdera when: required. Divide 
pensternons and verbenas. Plant out seedlings ruised in boxes or beds, and trans- 
plant any desirable ones trTat have come up self -sown in the borders. Cut back 
lx>uvardit's aud fuchsias that havo become leggy. The end of this month is a good 
time to plant anemonic* and ranunculus, theso— especially the latter —require * 
deeply- worked aud rich soil; the ground should be worked to fineness, and manor" 
thoroughly incorporated with it. Plant the tubers two inches deep and sij (aches 
apart, press firmly aud cover with tino soil; if planted in mixed beds or border-, 
the positions should be carefully marked t<> prevent th"ir being disturbed before 
they show above the surface. Primroses and polyanthus may be now taken up and 
divided, also daisies, these latter are seldom so rhie as seedlings, and for fine flowers, 
seedlings should be raised every year. Plant buffalo grass to cover bare patches, or 
lay turf, as is most expedient. 

Bush-house. — A re-arrangement will be required to be made here towards tho 
end of the month. Many of the more tender ferns and gesnereaceous plants, 
alocasias, caladiums, &c, will require removal to warmer quarters in tho frame <>r 
giass-hous:. See that the drainage of all pots is free. Watering should be dorm 
more carefully, and will be better done in the mornings after the middle of th*< 
month, and less syringing will be necessary. If there aie climbers growing on tho 
hush-houoe (which is too often the <-ase, and is a practise ery pernicious in its 
effects, as the shade cannot be regulated as it should be, and, moveover, the climbers 
invariably root all through the bods and rockery, to the great injury of the plants 
growing therein), a part should be at oneo cut away, so as to make the shade less 
dense. Prune fuchsias growing in the beds, remove decaying fronds 01 ferns, and 
keep all clean and tidy. 

Glass Strttoturto. — Caladiums, alocasias, gloxinias, and begonias that Ml 
going to rest should oe very sparingly watered, and gradually dried off. A glass 
frame, f'-f* from drip, is r.botit the best place to ripen these off, whether they have 
flowered In the bush- house or elsewhere. A batch of cuttings of fuchsia-, should 
now be put in ; and another lot of cyclamens started, pot these on in rich soil as 
they advance. Pot off cinerarias, calceolarias, &c, as they get large enough. A 
sheltered but light poaition in the bush-house will 1m? a good place for these for a 
few weeks. Keep a sharp look out for red spiders, which are very troublesome to 
the grower o? calceolarias especially. Pot off rooted cuttings of pelargoniums, and 
stop any that aae inclined to be leggy. Many of the hard- wooded plants whl now 
req.i J ro re-pottlng, including aralias, hibiscus, ixoras, eranthrmim., &e. Others 
may have a too-dressing of a good compost. Ventilate freely, but close early in 
the evening 

Fruit Oa^DuN'.— Strawberry plants should now be put out in beds of rich sou, 
and tho result w : U rssurcdly be a fine crop of large fruit in spring ; plant 1 1 ixches 
apart in rows two feet apart. Raspberries ought to succeed well in tho cooler part ; 
of the district. It is too early to make plantations, but, where thev are already 
grown, the old canes should now be removed ; and about two or three" to each stool 
of the strongest of the youni? canes left, and tied up for next season's fruiting, 
Apple trees affected with American blight, or woolly aphis, should be syringed with 
a strong insecticide— the most effective of which is kerosine— an .-Hiuls.on of which 
should always be kept on band for use as required. This is more efficacious in Aa A a 
orange trees of the scale than any other insecticide — and they are numerous— wbu >j 
the writer has trk>3, Prepare ground for extending orchard or vineyard si safe i(

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Ymiit. — Thin is probably the best month in the year for sowinsj lucerne— (see 
remark* last month rt sowing). Rye grass and prarm may h» sown- nee last 
month) Turnip* -l>oth Swede and Aberdeen yellow— also mang-ls mav be sown 
early this month in (fee warmer parN only, and ever* there the previous mouth 1- the 
best. Wheat, prepare land for sowing next month. Capo barley may stol bo sown 
for green feed ; next mouth will be time enough to sow for grain. Ta r es or vetches 
may be sown, and if sown with Cape barley, one bushel of each ptt acre will pro- 
duco a heavy crop of good fodder, either green or for hay. Those deeUQttl of mow- 
ing grasses for pasture should sow now A good mixture would be tin following 
in lbs. : - -Kentucky blue grass, 2 ; Timothy, 2 , perennial rye grass, H ; rib grass, 
1 , cocksfoot grass, 10; Prarie grass, 12 , purple fescue, 2 ; hard fescue, 2 , clover, 
1. Total, 401 bs. per acre. It will be seen that I have omitted couch grass, also 
lucerne. I have done this purposely, as I do not think lucerne suitable ; and cou^h 
will come of itself soon enough to eventually outgrow other kinds. 

APRIL 

Kitchen Cardex. — Onions : This is the best month for Mowing for main crop ; 
sow thinly in drills 15 inches apart. Ground that has been well -manured for a pre- 
ceding en. p will be very suitable; otherwise, manure should be applied ; eoot and 
ishes are good special manures. Plant out cauliflower, brocoli, cabbage, savoy, and 
Kohl rabi, and sow as required for succession. Seed of all the Ihassica tribe tor 
sowing between Mar-h hnd September must be imported, as plants from colonial - 
saved seed will run to seed in spring Celery : Plant out and earth up the first, 
planted, if large enough, ehosing dry weather. Celery i« much better flavoured if 
the hilling up is left till it be fully grown ; hold the stalks well together, and fill in 
soil about Minn, taking care tli.it none <reb* into the heart. A good breadth of 
turnips may be sown if desired , also Swede*, and plant out those raised in beds for 
that purpose. Carrots and parsnip* may b<- sown if required, ehosing t';:.» early 
part of the month. Early horn earrol b the hest to sow now. Lettuce and endive 
may be sown and planted out from previouii sowings. Radish may also he sown ; 
the long black radih should be HOWT1 now tor winter use. M Coal-black Parisian" is 
undoubtedly the best, it tectum and mild, aud gio^s toa good size. Parsley may still 
lie sown. In district* not Mlbjci to Iroat, now is a good time to sow peas, but tin- 
end of next month will be soon rnon b w lm<- heftrj frosts occur. Plant out shallots, 
garlic, and leeks. Divide bert) it' not a I read y dene 

Flowkic Gaupkn. — Chrysanthemum.-- See that these ire neatly tied up, thin 
out to produce good bloom*, okI • liqi I I manure it extra fine hloomsare wanted 
Sow pansies, and prick out rVoJO anv ] i m Hi mowing if too thick. Carnation,*, 
pinks, ice, that were layered, cmghl to 1" all w. ll-rooted, and should be taken oil, 
and planted out. It is a good plan to detach them from the parent p!::nt us soon ns 
rooted, and leave them n week oi sohet'oi'- shifting them. Dahlias The hr^t planted 
will soon be done, and should be lifted when they become unsightly . other* will re- 
quire attention in removing dead flowers and tying up Penste/nons, verbenas, fend 
phloxes (perennial) may be divided and replanted, also primroses, polyanihus, and 
daisies. Hardy annuals, biennials aud perennials, may still be sown — see last 
month. Anemones and ranunculus ought now to be planted. Lilliums that have 
been taken ap should now be planted , and Urge clumps taken up, separated and 
replanted. Gladiolus — see preceding month. This is a goor. time to lay down 
turf for new lawns, or to repair bare patches ; also for sowing g ass seeds for sani' 
purpose ; but tuviiug is the best. 

B' sh-housk. — Not much can be done in this department, except 1 effecting anv 
alterations required, and keeping all tidy. Water when necessary, in the morning* ; 
remove live or brushwood shade where it is anyway dense, otherwise the plants wili 
be soft and drawn ; and be the sooner affected by the eold Rem ive the moretendei 
plant* in pot* to warmer quarters under glass, Look lo the drainag* of pot- plants, 
and keep it free. 

Glass Sthucttrks. — Cinerarias, caleeolaria.s, aud primulas should be potted nn 
as they require it. A glavs frame uot too deep i* a better place for them — particularly 
the first-named— than a glass-house until they begin to show flowers , as *h«y re- 
quire to be kept near the glass to produce good stocky plants, othtrwiee they will 
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become drawn. Fumigate on the first appearance of insects. Cyclamens started in 
February will require a shift, another lot may be potted and started. CaUdiums, 
alocasias, &c. — se*> last month. Lav.i started gloxinias, achimones, tuberous -rooted 
begonias, &c, that are now flowering- should have the lightest positions, and be 
supplied with liquid rr>anure twice a w<~5k ; those going out of flower must be 
watered very sparingly, and allowed to dry off gradually, and those quite dried off 
had better bi; hud on their side* to prevent being watered by accident. Continue to 
propagate fuchsias. Ferns that are growing freely should have a little top -dressing 
and be freely watered to encourage them, as they will be useful to supply the place 
of other plants that have gone to reft , those going to rest water sparingly. Venti- 
late freely in fine weather, but close early. tr> 

Fkuit Garden — Push on preparation of the laud for orchard and vineyard. 
Strawberry planting should be proceeded with if not done last month . Raspberries — 
nee last month. This is probably the best month in the year to transplant loquats, 
purple guava, and custard apple, as they get established before the winter sets in . 
Orange Ivees may also planted tbis month, and the same remarks will apply to this 
as to the other three. The autumn rains will probably have indicated where drain- 
ing is necessary. This shouu* be attended to without delay. 

Field. — Wheat may be sown this month, and, as many advocate early sowing 
to avoid rust, everyone should make an effort to .sow, at least, a portion this month, 
to test the efficacy of early sowing in their individual case. Cape barley may be 
sown for green feed , also tares or vetches— see last month. Oats may be sown for 
hay, but for grain, a little later *m be preferable. Lucerne may still bo sown, the 
earlier in the month the better. Clover : Now is a good time to sow. Grass seeds 
may still be sown— see last month. Maize should be harvested as soon as fit, and if 
the stalks be stacked under cover, or lied in bundles and stacked, so as to throw off 
the rain, they will afford a large amount of feed later on when feed is scarce. Stir 
the soil between and thin out Swede* and other turnips sown last month. 

MAY. 

Kitchen Garden.— Continue to plant out all kinds of cabbage, brocoli, Brussels 
sprout-, Mftyt, Kohl rnbi, and cauliflower , also lettuce, endive, leeks, and celery. 
Sow for succession »• .cuired cauliflower, cabbage, and a small quantity of savoy ; 
also pickhng nbbr.ge, letuoe, radish (loritf turnip and black), mustard and cress : 
a iso endive, t if up, and parsley. Thin advancing crops of turnip, carrots, beet, &<• , 
tad <B warm 'tuitions a sowing of carrot. Beet and parsnip may be made if re- 
quired. Continue to sow onions largely. Spinach nay sHIl be sown ; the pri'-klv 
H best for mowing now. Peas A K**>d .-.wing of these, also broad beans, s^ocid br 
made It the end of the MB *h. Asptrnjfua- Cut away the stalks, taking cp.re D'/. 
to drop the seed about, hs it is likely Iv ' eoome a nuisance, and gather any it is de- 
sired to save. The beds and paths l>eiween should be cleared of weeds, kr.d a r/od 

oatuig of maiure applied, to l>e forked m next month. Plant garlic, sh*tllots, and 
potato onion. This is a good time to plant ouions for seed. Divide herb rxits if 
not already done. Globe artichoke should now have a good dressing of man ire and 
the beds dug. Old sti Iks and decaying leaves shovdd be removed, and nev planta- 
tions made if required ; it is readily propagsted by suckers. Rhubarb ar.d seakals 
may be planted now ; the latter is the beet planted in threes, 15 inches '.part, each 
dump of three to be 3^ feet apart. Rhubarb should be 2\ to 3 fee* apart each 

way. 

Fiwek Garden —Clip hedges and edgings ot box, rosemary, zc , at once, il 
not done, and fill up gaps with cuttings if no plants areavaUabie. C'«n santhemums 
will now require attention in removing dead flowers and keeping thom neatly tied 
up. Mark the best, with a view to propagating them, and thr woedy ones to bo 
weeded out. Cut down dahlias as they finish flowering, and lift the roots and store 
them in a dry place free from frost. Hyacinths and tulips, iparaxis, ixias, &c, 
should now be planted. It is not too late for anemones and anunculus— if eound 
eorms and tubers be obtained. LiUiums ought now to be pla ited. There are many 
fine lilliums, and one of the bet is L. Auratum (tba golde.i-rr yod lily of Japan), 
which oau now be obtained at a very lo* price, and she old be in every garden 
Tartar* many newly-introduced lUlium* nn d itythitf .kw Ian desirable a c'aat 



of plants m deserving of a trial to prove its merits. Propagate penstcmons, by 
division and cuttiugs , also divide pen aial phloxes, daisies, polyanthus, violets, &c., 
if not already dour. Bouvardias : See last month. This is the best time to plant 
nod transplant camellias, azaleas, and all other evergreens, and thn oartifl in the 
i. i t,h vKa rr-jttor. Continue to how pansy seed as required. Sweei peas, phlox, 
fJrummond candytuft, silene, and other hardy annuals may be sown for raring 
flowering OouUBsnoe i 1 nkaa a>nes, but do not prune the whole of tho bash at 
sate, hut apart, at tntcwisof 3 weeks, wh'ch will prolong the flowering, especially 
in the case of hybrid p<ipetuuls. Make new lawns, and repair old ones wheru 
uecessary by laying turf or sowing seeds of suitable grasses. 

, liusn-HOUSB.— Proceed at once with any alterations necessary; and if not 
sheltered from the west and south-west, some protection should be provided before 
the ond of the raont'i. Remove all plants requiring glass protection to the frame, 
us frosts may be expected any time after the uaiddlo of thn moDtb, in any part of 
the district, and earlier in the southern parts. Any climbers growing over <be 
structure should be thinned at once if not done , remove all decaying loaves. Water 
sparingly and keep the whole place tidy. 

Glass Sthuctuiiks.— Continue to pay attention to oaladiums, gloxinias, 
Mhimenes, and tuberous-rooted begonias, as they show signs of going to rest, us 
directed previously. Que careless watering after they have gone to rest would have 
it disastrous effect. Cinerarias, primulas, and calceolarias : See last month. The 
first and lastnamed shoul be syringed frequently, but primulas should not be watered 
••vor-head. Keep these iu u light position to prevent being drawn. Fotoff fachjriM 
as soon as well rooted, and continue to propagate. Shift pelargoniums into large 
potfl as the pot fills with roots, but do not ovcr.pot them. Cyclamens : See last 
month. 

Fbuit Gaiiden.— This is also a good month for shifting and planting orange 
nid lemon trees, also loquats and other evergreens. Strawberries: New beds may 
-till bo planted, and it is advisable that all shoidri be planted this month if a crop of 
truitis expected in spring. All runners should now be cut away from the old 
plants, and removed or dug in. Some growers— and oven some old gardeners — cut 
uM the old leaves of tho plants at this season, and have not been surprised to It mo 
ihni thu plants have not done, so well in spring where this system has been foil ,w. <1 
Do not rtmove the old leaves, but leave that to nature. Where the beds won, wHl 
mulched last spring as directed (seo August), it will generally bo sufficient man u. ntf 
if the decayed mulch bo forkedin between the rows, otherwise good decayed manui* 
should be applied to all old beds and forked in, being careful not to dig too close to the 
plauts , deepdiggingisnot necessary. If it is considered that the decayed mulch is not 
«urticient enrichment. a sprinkling of bonedust should be applied, this is a splendid 
manure for strawbeiries. Raspberries : Make new beds a 1- onco, and remo\e tape) 
tluous suckers if not already done. .This is also a good time to plant blackberries 
tho Himalayan is about the L"st for orop, and is also a good si^e. Hast< 
the preparations for the general planting by trenching, draining, &c, if not y- 
fmished. Any trees affected with-American blight should have attention ; if on I. 
n spot or two is affected, daub it with linseed oil ; but if affected to a greater extent 
syringe with kerosene emulsion. j 

Fibld.— Wheat Those who have land in readiness should lose no time in »« 
mg ; early sowing is one of the best safeguards against rust, thin seeding is also i 
be commended. Two to three pecks of seed is sufficient in rich land, such ts 
generally selectei Xor wheat.' Barley and rye may also bo sown for grain ; >ui 
another sowing oi tho lormer for green feed. Oats may be sown for either hay ■ i 
grain ; if fo** hay it should be sown thick to prevent it being too coarse ; 2 bush' 
to bushels per acreaocordingtotherichnessof theland. Vetches may still besown 
See April, Peas : It is surprising that, in a climate such as we have, no one seem- 
attempt the growing of peas. There is a great and constant demand for boilm 
peas, at prices that would pay better than if heat or barley, and laud that will pi 
duoe wheat will produce a crop of peas. The end of this month is a good time I 
•ow ; tow 1 inch deep in drills 2 feet apart and etir the soil between the rows until thy 
begin to flower ; after which they will need but little etteatioo till tuue to bai i < 



Onions may also be sown largely. This is another crop which should more largely 
br> grown in the field, seeing that tons a re annually imported from the south. Pumpkins 
should be got off the ground without delay and stored. They will keep as weft out 
of doors as in if not knocked about, but they require to bo placed off tho ground— 
the bed of a stack is a gwxl plane for them. ■ 

JUNE. 

Kitchen Gabdin, — Continue to plant out from seed beds all kinds of cabbage, 
cauliflower, broccoli, Brussels sprouts, Ad*. ; also Swede, lettuce, ace, as directed 
last month. Onion a gown in April will now be big enough to transplant ; thin 
them in drills and plant out thinnings. Do not plant too deep, only just deep 
enough to give them a hold. Thin ail advanoing crops of carrots, parsnips, beet, 
turnips, &e., as required., and keep the soil stirred between them, especially after 
rain. Asparagus beds shoo 1 '! be attended to if not already done. Cut down and clear 
away the old stalks, give a vy dressing of thoroughly decayed stable manure and 
Fork it in ; but do not dip d< p enough to destroy the crowns that are now forming 
for next year's crop. Clear away old stalks of rhubarb and seakale ; also globo 
artichoke, if not done, and give the beds a good dressing of manure. Old roots of 
rhubarb should be taken up and divided and replanted in deeply dug and well- 
nauured ground, three feet apart. Sow peas — early and late — for succession ; also 
•road beans, both Windsor and long- pod. Transplant leeks, when large enough, 
nto shallow drills ; dibbling them in lj inches deep. A small sowing may fag made 
>f cabbage and cauliflower if required. Lenormana's short-stemmed cauliflower, or 
Dean's early snowball, will be the best to sow now, and St. John's Day, or largo 
Vork cabbago. Sow lettuce, radish, and turnip (white stone) as required for suo- 
?ession. Stick peas when 3 inches high ; and keep the soil stirred between advancing; 
, rops of all kinds. 

Flower Gaiudkn. — As this is a month' during which all kinds of plants, whether 
lociduous or otherwise, may be safely shifted, it follows that it is about the best for 
titering and reforming beds, borders, or the general re-arrangement of the wbeia 
.-arden. Before commencing such, a plan of what is inteuded should bo prepared 
i nd definitely decided upon. All gaps in edgings and hedges should be filled at 
>ace. Plant out paiunYs, daisies, phlox drummondi, &c, from reserve >*ds. 
V nother sowing of pansics may be made. Herbaceous perennials, miflfl if jhfctf 
> onstemon, &c, may still be divided, If not attended to. Cut away old stems of 
hrysanthemums, and divide and plant any it is desired to propagate. If n mo- 
uths of every plant wero dug out every year— leaving the young growth — and the 
rest thrown away, the result would be better flowers than are produeed at present. 
Take up and store dahlias if not already done. Prune roses (see last month), and 
out in cuttings of those it is desired to propagate. Make a first planting of gladi- 
Jus. Narcissus, ixias, sparaxis, freezias, babianas, and hyacinths should be planted 
tt once if not done, Amaryllis and hippeastruras may be divided and replanted. 
Stir tho soil about anemones and ranunculus. Divide and replant lily of the valley. 
■ iv c lawns a dressing of fine, well -decomposed manure, and rake fine. Propagate 
shrubs, &c, by layers and cuttings. 

Bush-house. — There is little to be done in this department just now, except ro- 
moviug decaying leaves and keeping all tidy, and effecting alterations, if such are 
required. If dry weather prevails, raised beds made up with logs or stones, should 
ha"e a good soaking of water about oner a fortn'ght, always watering in the morn- 
ing, or plants growing therein will suffer materially. 

Glass Structures. — Some of the earliest potted -off cinerarias will now be 
t hrowing up their fk.wers, and these may be put into the greenhouse. Keep a sharp 
look out for aphis <n those, and red spiders on tho calceolarias, and fumigate on 
their first appeal an ot, Slugs also are fond of these plants, and require looking 
after. Cyclamens ought now to be flowering, and should be distributed in promi- 
nent positions in tho house. Pot on fuchsias, and continue to propagate. The 
scale insect and the mealy bug ar" invars bly troublesome at this time of the year, 
and crotons, draea?nes, '.*lerodcndrrne, stuphanotus, huyas, &c, will require frequent 
attention iu consequence. These require a moist haat at this timo of the year, but 
where only ono greenhouse is available for everything, it often becomes a difficult 
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matter to give each plant the treatment it requires. A batch of gloxinias may he 
started in a seed -pan, to be potted ofl Inter on. Water sparingly, but let nothing 
suffer for want of water. 

Fruit Garden. — Ail kinds of dendu'ous fruit trees may be planted thi« mnn'h, 
being careful rot to plant too deep. ¥<y careful observation the dnptli the tree has 
been growing can bo seen and it should in no case be planted deeper and not quite 
•o deep in newly tivrwhed ground, as it, is sure to go down. Apple, peur, peach, 
nectarine, and aprieot tires .should be 20 to 24 foet apart. Plum and quince b9M 
may be planted 1G to 18 feet apart. The quin-cunx style of planting is better than 
the rows at right angles, because a treo always grows round in the head. Pruning 
of all the deciduous trees should also be proceeded with this : \onth. Cut away all 
cross branches chafing others, shorten back long shoots of the preceding season's 
growth, and thin out where required. A treatise on pruning would occupy more 
space than the limits of a calendar will allow. No one ought to start pruning with- 
out some knowledge of the fruit -producing wood of every kind of tree. Attend to 
strawberry and raspberry beds at once, if not already done, as directed last 
month. v | 

Field. — Wheat : If the sowing of thia has been delayed, it should be proceeded 
with and finished at once. Barley : Both Cape and malting (Chevalier) may be 
sown for seed, and the first-named tov a late crop of green -feed. Vetches may also 
be sown for the same purpose, or for hay, as previously remarked. It is better 
mixed with barley. Oats and rye should also be sown now. Onions may still be 
Bown— earlier the better— see last month. Opium : This is a crop that might be 
grown by farmers having a family of children who could gather the crop ; it is 
tedious work for adults. Sow tho seed by dropping a few grains in patches a foot 
apart ; in rows 2{ feet apart, and thin te one plant in a place. A rich soil is re- 
quired to produce good results. Peas may still by sown- -see last month. The 
blue pea is most in demand for boiling. Flax is another crop, which it is hoped 
will soon become generally grown, both for its seed and for hemp. In considering 
a probable demand for any product, it must be borne in mind that, given a product 
capable of being produced in quantity, a market for the same will bscreatod thereby. 
Sugar mills are not erected before the cane is planted largely ; neither will flax refill 
or unseed oil miili b«j erected before 't is practically demonstrated that flax eau be 
grown proriVbly. tanners try it, and prove it, and co-operate to erect a mill if &o 
one else has enterprise to do so. 

JULY. 

Kitchen P«JttB*-< Asparagy. beds should now have a dressing of salt - and if 
nol attended toinoilierrespeotf:, directed, should be done atonce Giobeartichok. m 
should have all the superfluous shoots taken away, leaving only three to the strong 
plants and two to the weaker ones. Atter.d to rhubarb al:w>, as directed in previou* 
mouths, without delay, not done. Towards the end of the mouth the crowns of 
seakalo may be covered up for blanching. If it is required to force them, long fresh 
stable manure should be used , otherwise, any kind of litter, leaves, or sand will d<>, 
so long as it excludes the light. It is a good plan to place a Ln;o flower-pot over 
the crowns — a large drain-pipe will answer the saiiie purpose— and cover it with the 
Utter. Earth up celery' as it gets fit, always chosing dry weather for doing «<>. 
Sow peas for succession, also broad beans. Sow cabbage— ea^ly York and St. 
John's Day are two good sorts to sow now, the E. Y. will be cut as the latter comoa 
in fit to cut. Turnips may also be sown towards tho end of the month ; earlj six - 
weeks is a good sort to sow now : also red American stone. Thin and transplant 
onions ; and plant out cabbage, cauliflower, and lettuee in showery or cloudy 
weather. Lettuce and radish may bt sown, ehosing a light, well -drained, and warm 
situation. Keep the soil open between the crop* by frequent stirrings with the hoc. 
Stick poas as they require it. 

Flower Garden.— Hurry on any alteiations to the beds, &o., so as to get them 
finished as soon as possible. Plant out from reserve beds as required. Edgings and 
hedges— see last month. Finish pruning roses. Plant gladioli largely. Finish the 
dividing of herbaceous perennials if not already done. Give anemones aad ranun- 
culus, also lilliums, that are advancing in growth, a mulching of decomposed cow • 
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duag or other manure. Tie up tree carnations, k . Camellias may still be planted : 
old plants * ill be much benefitted by a dressing of decomposed immure ; and, if dry 
woithcr prevails, they should have a soaking of water ouce a week, eepeeilOy khot€ 
that are flowering. 

Bush-iiolp ., — Not much can be done in the bush-house at present, oxcept 
keeping tidy All plants in pots should be looked to regularly, to keep the drainage 
clew, and see that they are free from worms, and also wee ihut none suffer from too 
much shade. 

Glass Structtoes.— The remarks of last month will apply generally to this 
Cars should be taken not to fire up too mueh in the evening and early night , and 
then allow the tires to go out towards early morning, as it is at this later period 
that heat is required to keep out the frost. Propagate ooleus ; and fuchsias may 
still be put iu. Do not give these latter artificial heat— a cold frame is the best place 
—and if the plants be syringed frequently, and the fr^me closed early in the after- 
noon, tlmy will grow strong ; and keep free from that pest of fuchsia growers— 
thi.il>. Cinerarias, primulas, &e. : See last month. Pelargoniums should nowhava 
theii final shift, being careful not to over-pot. 

Fruit (Jardkn —Pruning of deciduous trees should be finished this month. 
This is the best month for pruning grape vines, and cuttings i f these should ba 
made at the end of the month, as may be required for extendi ag vhe vineyard. 
Those starting new vineyards should select for planting sorts that have been already 
proved iu their district if possible. New sort, should be placed on trial before being 
planttxl largely. Proceed with planting of all kinds of friut trees, so as to get it 
done as speedily as possible. Do not expose the roots of tho trecR to drying winds. 
As soon as they are unpacked, they should all b* 1 laid in by their roots, which should 
be covered, and then the trees taken out one at a time as required for planting ; 
stake and tie firmly as soon as planted. Mulch strawberry and raspberry bods with 
stabh manure or other suitable material, and, if a long spell of dry weather occurs, 
they should have a soaking of water, as this is the most critical time for strawberries 
especially. 

FiKi.m — In light ground grain crop* often present ft ftickly yellowish appear- 
«noe. This is owing to the land not being sufficiently firm about the '-oots, ami all 
such should bo rolled with a fairly heavy roller ; or, bettor still. a mob of sheop 
driven slowly over it. and if they eat it down, it will rather improve it, by causing 
it to stool out, Hum injuie it, especially in the case of wheat If it is intended yot 
to how wheat, it should bf spring wheat, and should be sown as early as possible. 
Barley and oats, also rye, may yet be sown if pot in early. At the latter part of 
tin month potato planting may "be proceeded with in the warmer parts of the dis- 
trict ; but, as there are sometimes very heavy frosts lato in August, it is risky to 
plant too early where severe frosts occur. Opium poppies should be thinned before 
they get too large ; keep them free of weeds. Cart out manure in drv weather on 
land intended for mangel or tobacco— both hungry crops— spread and 'dough it in ; 
when, by cross -ploughing and harrowing next month, it will be in fine heart for so wing. 

AUGUST. 

Kitchen Garden. -Where the autumn sown crops of carrot.*, parsnips, and 
beet were too small to last, no time should be lost In making a sewing, otherwise the 
sowing may be deferred for a time. Peas and broad beans h&r]y long-pod or 
mazagiu should be sown at this time) for succession ; also turnips ; early six weeks 
is a good sort, This is a good time to sow onions, especially the silver-skin, for 
picklmg, audit j! is , .'ijiw-' I 1o supplement the aut iimn sown er«>p, it should be 
dene, if possible, at once.

Stake and tie young frui' 
trees, and any old t r eos having rnoss and lichen ihonM be si raped with a blunt kmf* 
or ruriehw instrument, and washed with a strong insecticide, one of the best for ths 
purpose being mlphurel of l\m*, which is made by Ixjiling together Ml*, lima (un- 
hiakedj, I nibs sulphur, and 10 gaUowi of water for 30 minutes, to be diluted with 
four times its bulk of water. ^ 

Fiklo. — No UM should be lost in planting potatoes, the earlier in th»> month 
lbs better, except in the very coldest part* of the district. It is getting rather Ut«

OaiTOte, p.irsnips, and boot, if a 
good sowing of these be made this month and m-xt, and unnf n< i in February oi 
March, and i small sowing in May, a hu j»ply CM he kept up for the whole year. 
Peas : Another sowing may be made, sow early sorts only. Potato planting s-hould 
be finished at once. Hweet potato, :- ma* be plsnte 1 U Boon as vines can be got. A 
few pieces of tubers placed on sonv slightly heating material -a he ip >f decaying 
weeds, for instance, if nothing better can be got— and covered with a little soil, 
will soon provide vines for planting Sow radish, lettuce, and othe, salads is re- 
quired, also turnips — early snowball is s good sort to sow now Kai t h up eelery, 
and stick peas as they advance. Cabbage: As this is the " sin - 4 wm boi " of the 
vegetable garden, a small sowing shi uld be maO 1 to provide plants n>r noftflfiriott. 
Seakale - As the orowns are cut, the litter aid coveting should be removed from 
iln.ii;> the roots, and used for covering up another latch ( r blanching til 1 all is 
covered. Cut asparagus as it becomes fit. u hit h is before the top bflgtm to open, and 
when not more than si* inches high. R«nt earth nuts and pop- corn. a..-, sugar maue 
Flow KB (tabobn. — Tlie annuals pown in autumn will now be th>w. ring freely, 
and if good judgment ban been displayed in their lelectma and arrangement, a gay 
appearance will be the result. If they have not been properly thinned, it will be 
bettor to thin them even now : and this should be done by Ottttfttg tie m I lean out 
::t the root, rather than by pulling them up. Any reserves may m plante<l out in 
showery weather. Half-hardy and tende" annuals may now bo sown B open 
gnmud. Continue to plant gladiolus for sneeessional flowering , tie up thd earlier 
planted ones as they require it Plant dahlias, and put a stake to each, to prevent 
their being cut up when hoeing. Hyacinths, tulips, ranunculus Ac, ofM not be 
allowed to suffer from want of water. These, as well as anemones, if in an exposed 
position, should be sheltered from the mid-day sun, also from heavy rain. Pelai - 
goniwas: See IrtKt month. The lower branches of these may be pegged down 
instead of tying them tc sticks, and this will give a la tter effect. Put sticks to 
otd tie carnations, pieotees, &c. ; mulching these with decomposed stable manure 
will be beneficial at this time, as it will aiv to pansies Camelias will BCm t 
making their growth, and any requiring pmning should bo attended to in that 
direction, and all the plants should have a little manure forked in around them, or 
be mulc-hed with manure. Pay strict attention to roowiug of lawns, clipping of 
lyings, and wealing. 

Bush -uouse.— - Many plants may no\- be removed from the frames into the 
ush-houh2, and a geue/al re-arrangement will be : i u , Any potting not st- 
nded to, as directed last month, should be done at once ; as should also the supply - 
ig of arhee for tne plants to stand on. Repair any bare places in the roof of do- 
ll mm ; but no « 'mbing plants should be allowed to grown thereon 



Glass Strhctures. — Tin repotting e* many o! the n|in(i will now require to 
be done, if not done already. Start another lot of gloxinias, uchinn nes, and 
tuberous-rooted begonias ; also ealadiums. OtotOUfl and dtuOEBM* vhoold be tfOi :y 
syringed, and kept in Die ITBWMit pari of the house In taring OUi their eolourj web.

Fruit Garden. — The planting of nrangti and all ot h •;■ trees should nowoe 
finished, aud the digging of vmeyards and orchards accomplished. See that siiaw- 
herry bods are kept mulched. Mulching', in this ease, answers a two-fold purpo-e ; 
it, keeps the roots of the plants coo!, and prevents the evaporation of moisture ; and 
also prevents the fruit being gritty through being splashed bv heavy rains. Attend 
to trees affected by lichens, \c. See last month. Proceed with grafting 

as the stocks attain tin condition necessary for the operation. Grape vin<^ in.. • in- 
grafted at the end of the mouth. Remove superfluous thoots about the old wood of 
vinef, and attend to orange trees iu the same din ctiou. The pruuiug of orange 
trees may be comrai OOod at die end of the month. 

FiEin. — If the planting 1 of potatoes ha been delayed, it may still be done, but 
should be done early. Mai/e may be sown, ftlflO sorghum. Tito latter part of the 
mouth will be soon enough to attempt it in the colder pattfl of tin district. Lucerne 
may still be sowu, the earlier the better. Mangolds (or mangels) may be sown, also 
carrots ; S«e last month for both Tobarvo • Prepare the laud for pi; uting out this 
crop by manuring, ploughing, tad harrowii;g; the land should be rh-h and well culti- 
vated. Plant on' a I soon a> I he plants are fit to handle. Seed may now be sown 
wheie the plants are to remain, and the plants Ihiuuod a- directed for Opium 
poppy. Buck whoat may bo sown after the middle of the month. r**okovoi grow* 
ing crops of lucerne, and if any dodder is observable, < hip a eh ir space all round 
outride of whore the dodder has reached, and burn brushwood on the patch to de- 
stroy the seeds of the pest. Dodder cannot spread longer than it has lucerne to cling 
to; it' the crop is badly affected plough it under, aud do n.,< crop tin- land with 
lucerne again for at least two years. 

OOTOBBR. 

KrrcnEN Garden. — Sowing of Fretich beans (boA runners and dwarf), squash, 
'narrows, cucumbers, pumpkin, melons (both rock and water), egg-plant, tomatoes, 
I apMeums, and chillies may l>e made as require*! ; also Lima beans. This is a de- 
licious vegetable, and dos< rves to be more largely grown than it is h t present. Beet, 
carrot, and parsnip may also be sown. Plant peanuts popcorn, and sugar maize. 
A small sowing of turnip may be made if requiml, and another lowing ti MUM 
nhould be made for succession. Lettuce may be sown, and during the nex; foar 
months it should be >.own iu shallow drills where it is to remain, and if dry weather 
prevails it will need f n quont waterings ; as will also most of the other crops. The 
white summer cabbage b ttuco is a good sort to sow now. Asparagus must be out 
as it becomes f.c, if. a Buooession is required. Thin and atL' the soil between nil ad- 
vancing ■ rops often. If dry weather p* raifa crops of all kinds v- ill be gr.-atly b-ne 
fitted by ljeinflr mulched with short titter, h-aves, or any similar Material. A thick 
mulching of -owdung on rhubard beds rrfll greatly assist the production of a good 
supply of large stalks. Stick peas and hill potatoes as they require <t. 

Flovfb Garden. — Contiinie to sow half-hardy and tender annuals to take the 
place of bulbs that have now done flowering. These may be talo n up and put into 
a box with soil to ripen, or laid in the soil in an out-of-the-way place in the border 
for th ■ same purpose. Particular i are should. b~ taken to preserve the nanu s of the 
different sort*, aa it materially assists in their rnmgoineru when planting again in 
autumn. Plant more dahlias and gladioli, and tie those of the latter eomi ig into 
flower. Plant out varieg;:t,ed planN propagated under glass for ribbon bOKtH OS 
carpet bedding. There if not so much of this dv>ne as tin -e might be where glass is 
mailable for propagating the quantity of each required ; but, uo doubt, o ptooarkmi 
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water supply tag much to do with the scarcity of this kind of bedding. Camelias 
shou d be attended to, m; directed last month, if not already done; also beds 
of pansies, carnations, etc. Roses should now be making a grand display , mulch 
with d'Xjompose 1 stable manure, and look out for aphis, which are generally trouble- 
some at UkM i ! n i -md syringe the affected narts with some gfaod insecticide. Hot 
water is a good thing #or these, and it is surprising how hot water can be used with- 
out in jury to iheplan*s — t»M it and prove it. Mow lav n>, andchpeyigii^frequentiy. 

Bush-housl. — The principal v-ork here now will he watering and syr&ging 
Any epiphitical ferns growing to the posts or wall mu^t nut be neglected. In dry 
^ eatlur they should have a good watering, at least, mm a week. If there are 
climbers growing ou the structure — a bad practice as previously remarked— tlioy 
should be kepi thinned out, and net allowed to got too deusu in any part. Any 
plants not repotted should he attended to i t oeoe, and, as fuchsia*, and many other 
plants can now be brought in from the green- ho ise or fiame. there should he 
nothing wanting to make this one of the chief attractions of the garden. Give 
flowering fuchsia a iicjuid manure. ^ 

Glass Stb t ;cturks. — Particular attention will no.v be required to shading; 
lime- whiting the glass on the underside is one ot the best methods adopted. Pirn* 
ing the glass is objectionable on account of Lho dirhVuuy of removing all, or } art ef 
it, as required, in autumn or winter. Water should bo fmeiy used in the green 
house, not only in watering and syringing the plants, hm on the floor aim sides of 
the house itself. Keep cinerarias and primulas in the Lightest positiu.i of thehou>o, 
and as they go out of flower they should be placed in a irame or sonc our-of-the- 
way corner to ripen their seed ; but previous to their goiut, out of flower, the bvist 
should be marked, and tr. i saved from these only — the rest thrown ;<way. Th.se 
remarks will also app^y t" cilceolarieas, but, if attacked by red •spider, i is better 
to destroy plants a. id all at once, (rive ornamental foliage, and climbing j an La 
also a light position, i nc give air freely. Ferns, c.aladtums and alocacisi should bfl 
kept moii?t and in a du ded position. Pot up mother batch of tuberous -looted 
begonias, gloxinias, and achimen<"»s. end repot sny requiring it into rich light soil ; 
those coming into flower should have liquid manure once a weak. Tot on oolpus in 
rich soil. Remove fuchsias to bush-house, 

Ffiurv Garden. — Proceed with th* pruning of orange trees. Loquat trees may 
also be pruned as soon as the fruit is off. Look over all fruit tr« es.anddisbnd where 
necessary. This will save a lot of winter pruning, as well hs prsvenl wasn of energy 
i u the par of the tree in growing wood th.it is not PSquir*^ Trees ton | ha\eset 
their fruit too thickly should be gone ovci l.\ the end of the month, and the fruit 
thinned where necessary. Remove superfluous shi>ots from vines, and where tyi.ig 
up is not pr.ietised, the shoots should be stopped three joints tbovs the hurt bunch < f 
fruit. Where tying is practiced it should be attended to. The vine- sh-mid ho 
su'phured a>i a pr $v *nU $t*P4 to oi.limn ; proper beHowi being u-ea with which to 
apply the sulphur. Of the several makes ol sulphnrbellowB, u Barnes 1 P.-tent ' u 

.undoubtedly the best. Keep down weeds in orelmr.l and vireyur.l l,v fceqttt&l 
hoeing. Remove strawberry runners to prolong 'tie fruiting, keep the plant-, 
mulched ; sls n raspberries, and remove superfluous suckers, keep the I SUM ti. d up. 
Look over grafted trees, loosen the ties, and remove any shoots starting on the stock 
below the graft. 

Kruno —Maize should now be | ot in without delny for the eavly crop- Msizi 
will nav for good cultivation, even m seasons when it is cheapest, the oett return 
per acre from hind that has been deeply plouyhel, and after cultivation at', n led to 
ina husbandman-like manner will inwiriabh hat greater than from land -imply 
skimmed, and the < top neglected iftotwarde. Bead should he i irefallj select 9d for 
each sowing , taking the middle portion of the best shaped and Ulgest cobs. If this 
practice was universally followed there woaw be le*i ogntpnunt* oi mai/e not pay* 
ing to grow. Sorghum an 1 imphee or Firmer'.. Friend may be sown , iK< peat] 
millet, broom millet, and teosirte. Tltis latter will, withoni doubt, produce more 
fodder from ouc seed than any othc known plant , as one sc< 1 will, nndei humr. 
able conditions, pioducc enough to feed the most voracious working buiiock for 2i 
hours. It should be howii thinly in rows, at kftftft, four feet apurt. Sow soedb ol 
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pumpkins and melons ; also buckwheat. The silver-hulled is much better than the 
older kind, and more productive. One bushel of seed per acre Anil be sufficient. 
Lucerne may bo sown if the Tyeather is favourable, and at this time of the year it 
w ill germinate very quickly. See last month re dodder. Hill potatoes, thin grow 
iog crops of mangolds, carrots, &c. Peas, if sown, as advised in June, will now be 
lit to harvest. 00 not leave them to get fully ripe in the pod before cutting, or t"u- : v 
will shell out in hrndling. They should not be knocsed about too much in harve st 
ing; they should bo turned frequently after cutting, and ultimately carted to tli 
barn and thrashed. The haulm, if stacked and kept dry, wili be eaten by cattle In 
a time of scarcity. Tobacco will now require constant attention ; finish planting 
out, if not done already, and keep free from weed. Those sown in the field will te- 
quire a little soil drawn up to them as they advance If any are eaten off, search 
should be made below the surface of the ground, in the vicinity of the plant, and a 
brown grub will most likely be found. Destroy these : they feed at night, hence their 
having to be searched for. Look out also for caterpillars, which destroy the leaves 
in the day ; these will be found on the undersiue of the leaf. Opium should now be 
collected : wore the captules in th?" evening, and in the morning collect the con- 
gealed juice. All that is required to collect it with is a knife to remove it from 
capsules, and a piece of glass to scrape the opium on to, turning and kneading it 
daily till fit for market. ;? 

9 NOVEMBER. 

Kitchen G-lbben.— This is often a very dry month on the "Darling Downs, and 
ui^ess the weather is more than usually favourable, little can be done in the way of 
sowing, unless water is availah'e. If the weather is inclined to bo showery, and it 
U necessary to sow through failure of previous sowings, a small sowing may be 
made of carrot and beet ; albo turnip. Spinach may be sown as required for succes- 
sion (the round spinach is best for surnn.-r), alao New Zealand spinach. Lettuce : 
S«e remarks for last month. Lina and French beans, marrows, cucumbers, 
tomatoes, &c should be sown as required for succession ; also sugar maize. 
Asparagus .should now be allowed to grow, as there should be abundance of other 
vegetables without it. It may, b- —/ever, still bo cut without much injury to the 
planta. Earth-nuts may still oe plant*- 1 as may also sweet potato vines. Full sow- 
iugs of cabbage and cauliflowers shoidd now be ruad fc: autumn crops. A sowing 
;>f celery should ab*> bo made. Stick Lima and oth»;r ru.jucr beans at they require 
it. Water copiously when necessary, ana stir the soil between the crops often. A 
loose soil is nearly as good as a mulch. Glol>e artichokes ; Thestalkftof these should 
be cut down after the heads are cut for use, and a good dressing of long stable-dm 
placed around the plants, and they will produce another nop later on. 

Flower Garden. — Roses should be looked ove- frequently, and the dead flower- 
removed ; long straggKag shoots of noisette and tea-scouted roses snould be shortened 
Syringe, as directed last month, when ever aphis become troublesome. A coating ol 
decomposed manure on the beds will be of great service m keeping up a supply of 
good blooms. As most of the spring -flowering bulbs will be past flowering j th j 
should be taken up and laid in comparatively dry, soil to ripen, keeping each sort 
named, and separate. When ripe they should be put into bags with sawdust, and 
aept till wanted in autumn. Put stakes and tio up lilliums that require it ; stpko 
and tie dahUus and gladiolus, and plant out any that are left unplanted a! 
either. Continue to sow and plant out tender annuals. Keep carnations, 
neatly tied up while flowering, and any that have done flowering may be layered. 
Lawns and walks should have frequent attention in mowing the on* "and woeding 
the other. Rosemary and Thyme edgings will -equire clipping ; as will aso Privet 
;md other evergreen hedge*. Three tuues a year is not too often to clip these to 
maintain a met appearance. 

Bush-house.— Keep hydrangeas well uppbed with water, and SM that no 
otJiers suffer. Continue to give fuchsias liquid manure. Repot plaats as they re- 
miro it. Water freely, and syringe freely also. Many of the fuchsias, a* they go 
I of flower, may bo planted out in th«i borders. 

Glass Htklotubbs.— L removable shading is used insteadof whitening the {-lass, 
Ml must be taken that plan's are not scalded through n burstof sunahineon partially 
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cloudy days ; irreparable damage is often done by such an occurrence. Pelargoniums 
as they finish flowering may be stood outside to riper their wood, or planted out in 
the borders. Gloxinias, gesnarias, achimenes, &c, showing flower should bo sup- 
plied with liquid manure once a week at first, and later on twice. Tuberous-rooted 
begonias, oaladmms, and alocacias will also be benefitted by a little weak liquid 
manure. These should have a plentiful .supply of water, and even if oaladiums arc 
stood in saucers, and these kept full of water, they will yet mi all the tatter for it. 
They should not be stood in water after repotthig until they have m irlv filled the 
pot with roots. Repot or top-dress any crotous or draca i-as that require it, and 
syringe these freely ; never allowing the air to bo hot a ml dry where these plants 
are placed if it r an be avoided, <>r the result will bo ill-health and attacks of insects. 

Fruit Gakden. — The grape vines will now require constant attention, in re- 
moving superfluous shoots, tying, and stopping the shoot*. Any tha' have set more 
fruit than they ran mature without distri ssing them should have the fruit thinne 1. 
Sulphur on the first appearance of oidium, or if done as a preventative is still better. 
TIrin over-abundant crops of atone fruit, and, in fart, alt fruits ; remembering that 
six cases of prime fruit is more valuable than ten of small inferior fruit. Hence it 
pajm to thin in more ways than one. Strawberries: Unle.-s a plentiful supply ol 
water be given if d:y weather prevails, as it usually duos this months, it will be 
impossible to keep them bearing at this time. Run the dutch-lux over the be«is fre- 
quently to destroy weeds, aud keep the beds well mulched. Where plenty of 
material can be obtained for the purpose, it will pay to mulch around all kinds of 
fruit trees now. Look over orange trees frequently, and remove suekers — or rather 
shoots— from off the old wood. Syringe with kerosene emulsion if affected with 
tho scale pest. Budding may be done if the bud- are sufficiently inatureu, and the 
weather favourable. See that young trees are secured to their shakes. 

Field. — This will generally be a busy month for the farmers, and one of anxiety 
to many, as harvest time is to the farm* » all the world over. Many farme*.- know 
when to cut their grain cropn, and many do not. To these latter, I would say that 
wheat that is cut as soon as the straw below the ear turns yellow, and L of ore the 
grain burdens, will make more flour than that left to get fully ripe before beine- cut. 
Oata, for grain, should also be cut while it has a green appearance, and it will not 
then shod out in harvesting. For hay it should, 0# course, be cut as soon after 
flowering <b s the weather will permit. Barley and rye require to be ripe when cut. 
There should be no delay in carting to the barn or stark after the grain has ripened 
in the sho^.k. Sow mai/e, imphee, and sorghum as land becomes available, and uso 
tin scarifier J •urHer of some) between growing crops when the weeds are ouly 
small, as. it is almost, impossible to destroy them when allowed to get big. Buck 
wheat may still be sown ; also pumpkins, pit and other melons. Potatoes should 
be dug as soon $j the lops begin to wither. If left in the ground after they have 
ceased to grow, they are r.ot to start groving from tin eyei niter a shower of rain 
1 ireoeding a dry speli. Tobacco -.viU require constant attention ; r« move any lateral 
shoots that »tart. and pitch oil tho top of the plant ween it has made nine or ten 
le.ives— seven or eight h aves is enough to leavo on a plant. Continue to collect the 
opium crop : See lust mc nth. 

DECEMBER. 

KncnEN Gaet/kn. — As the remarks of hv-t mcnih are equally applicable to 
this, it would be useless to rope it them. All the fteedfl mentioned last month may 
also be sown this if circumstances require it. In addition to oaVbupa and cauli- 
flower, sav..y.., brocoii, ai.d Brussels sprouts miiy bt nown. Celery should be ftOWfl 
at once for first planting, if not done last month, another sowing of rock melons 
should be mad«>, and theac will trive a succession of fruit to the cud of the season. 
All marrows and squash should b- < ut b. fori 'hoy begin to ripen, or the vines will 
cease to bear. Frencb beans muse i:lso be gathered, whether wanted or not, for the 
a«ino ruinn If dry weather pr..v>J- c pMitiful supply of water must be given 
to al 1 gv wing crops at least onue h v< '\ ' «mS for cucumbers and salading three 
tiim* * week will not be too often. A f ■iteriug twice a week is better than a 
i-prinkling every dty. 

F t -ow^b GiBDSjr.— Contiaue to aow tender aantvla, such as eockioombs, 
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tmaranthu?, port jlaccas, &c, and thin out .previous sowings. Take up at once 
autumn and winter planted bulbs that have witheml. dry them properly, and store 
ti. an for next year, unless previously done. Propa h best pansies by cuttings 
and carnations, pinks, &c, by layers. Some garcL dvise, and also practice 
cutting the layer on the under side when layering, but i have found it a better plan 
to cut the layer half tl ough on the upper side. It can then bo bent up without any 
to*r oi breaking right off, as it is very apt to do when cut on the under side. It 
may be as well here to explain that the cutting half through is necessary to insure 
success in layering ; the returning sap beii:g intercepted — or perhaps I should say 
its return being interrupted, it causes a worty excrescence to form on the semi-de- 
tached half, which, in a fow weeks, emits roots, in the same manner as an ordinary 

uttiug, only that success is more certain under ordinary circuraftanoes. Tie up 
gladiolus and dahlias.

Do noL remove a leaf from 
erot' v>cuttings wlen putting them in to strike, as they st rike more freely with their 
leaves on. As soon a" the old plants break, they ehou I be repotted, removing as 
much of the old soil as possible without breaking the all. Look after mealy-bug 
and the scale insect, as they are apt to attack cissusdiac dor, allainandas, stephanotus, 
&o. Keep tMe hi a free state of growth, and syrii ge freely. Shade, water, and 
give air liberally. ' 

Fruit Gardex, — Budding of all sorts of fruit trees may bo done now, and any 
nudied last month should be looked over, the ligatures looseued, aud any that have 
Deem missed should be rebudded. Young trees that have boon budded, when the buds 
tave taken, may be pa tially headed dowr, and if the bud starts a vigorous growth, 
■he stock may be subsequently cut, back to where it was buddod. In the case of older 
rees, it will ba better not to hoad them down till late winter, or when the sap begins 
m rise freely. Many old trees that are not worth the ground they occupy may be 
nade to pay by being .bu l led with sorts known to bear well in the district. Grape 
vines: See remarks of last month. Thin over-abuadant crops of fruit, and rub 
• If superfluous shoots us they appear. 

Field. — The sowing of mai/e for grain should bo finisher* withojt delay, 
^orghum and imphee may be sown for grain, oi grt .u-feed ; maize may also bo sown 
for the same purpose. A sowing of Capo bar'.ey may be mado at the end of the 
month for an early 0700 of !jrreen-feed. Harvest buckwheat aad oiher crops as they 
ripen. Onions should be taken up us they ripen, and dried a fe"* duys in the sun 
befpre putting into bags for market. Tobacco will now be fit to Cut. It should be 
lnft on the ground for an hour or 80 to wilt before being gathered, and taken to the 
drying shed. If, after cutting, the ground be stirred about the plants, thoy will pro- 
duce another crop 'oiuore the end of the summer. Lucerne and other hay crops 
-h ■mid bo <ut whin in tiower, an 1 not allowed to dry too -cich on the ground. Hay 
i i tde in cocks keeps its leaves ruv ch the best.

IBgftf*! ami egress ovorthe Main Range, a large amount of traffic necea- 
sarily passed through it, passing out to the Western districts then in process of 
dcvelopmea-, and occasionally as many pa thirty or forty bullock teams 
have been seen in one encampment on what is now known as tin Murt Estate, behind 
the present Royal Hotel. In 1858 the population of Toowoomba was considerably 
increased, and [arming on a small scale was carried on by several persons. On the 
proclamation of the - pat at ion of the cob my in December, IS")!), Drayton and Too- 
woomba and the surrounding suburbs extending northerly as far as Crow's Nest and 
west to Cambooya were formed into an electoral district, returning one mem- 
ber to Parliament.

Perhaps in no part of Queensland is agrioull ore, outride sugar enne growing, 
a-lvau'dng more ste uiily than in the Too WO >mba district, and the s<:enery along the 
HightieuU Road, and on the roads branching <>!f to Cawdor, Meringdnd.iu, and 
Glencoe, i> beautiful in the extreme— the well cultivated farms as fur a* < lie eye can 
extend affording every indication of progreHS and prosperi'y. The dairying 
industry is extending in all directions, ami it is quilt a sight to set), in many 
districts, scores of milk cart* daily wending their way to tho ereainei i«H. 

Toowoomivi has thirteen places of public, worship— the Church of England (2), 
the Church of Rome, Wedeyan, Presbyterian, Congregational, Baptist (2), Primi- 
tive Methodist, Lutheran, and Independent German Church (3). A Jewish Syna- 
gogue has also been erected.

C, Corfe is. the head master, A Aiecaanios 1 Institute and School 
of Arts has long been nstabUshc I, and a now buildiuy in uonno lion with the institu- 
tion wras erected at i eo^ oJ i$, 50ft The School of Arts property, which was formerly 
lield in trust for the fe&wn by Messrs. James Taylor, W. FI. Groom, and Mini tiu 
Boulton, iu handed ovi t En trust by deed to the Municipal OouncU by tho expressed 
u : of the Trustees, subscribers, and gener al ratepayers of tlie Municipality for 
ednoatioua] purpose trntf . It Is now governed by three members of the Municipal 
Council, with the Mayor an chairman, cj: n/fin-, and six committeemen chosen 
by tie subs ribers. A Technical College is established in connection with the 
Bohool of Arts, aud is the means of imparting technical knowledge in various 
branches of industry to a large number of students. 

The o mmercial importance of the town is r ecogn ised by the hanks. The follow- 
ing bankiny institutions have branch \stabli-hments in Toowoomba : — Ban 1, of New 
S iuth Wales, Australian Joint Stock Bank, Gommexual Banking Company of 
Sydney, Union Bank of Australia, Queensland National B*nk, and the Royal Bank 
gf Queensland. The Toowoomba Permanent Benefit BuUding unc* 
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Society is one of the oldest and most valuable instil utions of the town, and has been 
the means of enabling hundreds of workmen and others to erect their own homes 
and become their own landlords. In this Society thousands of pounds of local 
money have been invested which return good interest to the investors. It is well 
and ably conducted, and commands general confidence. 

The town is tolerably well supplied with water, which is laid on to most of the 
Btreets of the Municipality. The cost of the waterworks was £20,000. The money 
for the works was obtained on loan, and tl repayable in annual instalments 
extending over 40 years. The water rate covers the cost of management 
and maintainance, and provides the money for the annual payment of interest and 
principal. £1000 was voted by Parliament as a loan to the Municipality for the 
erection of swimming baths. A handsome and commodious structure has been 
erected, and the baths are now open to the public, under the superintendence of Mr. 
li. Boyce. 

The public hospital is at present under the dual control of the Government and 
the subscribers. It is supported by voluntary contributions, and partly by State aid. 
It has accommodation for 30 male patien's, 12 female patients, and 8 
children. The number of admission:- during the year is 600. Tl' average 
number of patients in daily during the year is 45. It is managed by 
a committee of eight members four QihotQa by the subscribers and four 
nominated by theGovernment,andisund« r the sup- -rintt ndencenndmanagemcntof Dr. 
Freshney, as resident surgeon. There is also a complete staff of 1 mini d female nurses. 
The average amount of voluntary contributions [g |>90Q per annum. The old hospital 
buildings v.ero converted info a public school, and a new hospital erected at a cost of 
£9,500, exclusive of £1000 paid lot the site. The .pounds are beautifully laid out, 
and the fine collection of ornamental trees give the institution a bright and cheerful 
appearance. The hospital is built with an easterly aspect, and has ;>0 acres of land 
attached to it. It is one of the finest sites in the town. There is a separate residence 
for the house surgeon, and patients can be privately treated in private wards if they 
fQ desire on payment of prescribed fees. Complete quarters for the trained nursing 
staff have been erected, and the whole establishment has been thoroughly equipped 
and renovated. In commemoration of the Diamond Jubilee of Her Majesty tho 
Queen, it is proposed to erect a new wing shortly, to be named " The Victoria 
Wing." A Hum of £750 has been locally subscribed for the purpose, and the 
Government endowmont will be £1500— r£2 for every £1 subscribed. 

Tl o Ladies' Benevolent Society is one of the standard institutions in Too- 
woomba. It is well managed by a committee of ladies who bestow much time and 
labour on thei r work. 

The industries of the town and district arc progressing fairly in spite of hard 
times. There are two flour mills, four steam saw-mills, one foundry, two large and 
extensive breweries, withmalting-houscs attached, tin-plate working establishments, 
boot factories, cordial and steam aerated water manufactories, coach -building estab- 
lishments, wheelwrights, three tanneries, two extensive fellmongering establish- 
ments, five priuting offices, and soap factories, while soverallargeBrisbanecommerciai 



attached, ss in course of erection, and gives promise W extend the barley growing 
industry of the Downs to an unlimited extent. A contract has also been concluded 
for the oreotion of a third flour mill in Russoll-street for Mr. Francis Kates, formerly 
M.L.A. for Cunningham. 

At Oakey, on tho Dalby railway line, are situated the works of the Hogarth 
Moat Preserving Company, whose meats have obtained a high repute in tho 
European as well as in the colonial markets. This is one of the largest establish- 
ments in the colony, and employs a large number of hands. 

The Gowrio cotd mines are situated near the Gowrio Crossing, on the Western 
line of railway. The output of coal is nearly 10,000 totis per annum. 

Toowoomba U alfco the central depot of the Southern and Wostern railway lines, 
and trains lea vo daily for the south -wostern, western, and north-eastern districts. 
The Sydney express mail train also passes each way through Toowoomba daily, Satur- 
days excepted. Trains ioave daily for Sydney, Melbourne, Adelaide, Brisbane, 
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Ipswich, Warwick, Dalby, Roma, Mitchell, Charleville, Pittsworth, Crow's Nest, 
Cabarlah, Oakey, and Jondaryan. Through trains from Toowoomba to Charleville 
leave every Tuesday and Friday at 9.50 p.m., calling at all the intermediate stations. 
There is an excellent and well provided refreshment-room at the Toowoomba station. 

A branch railway from Toowoomba to Crow's Nest runs for a distance of 30 
miles. This line has opened up a large agricultural district, and also assisted the 
development of our timber resources. In the Crow's Nesi. district there are thousands 
of acres of the finest pine forests to \te found in all Queensland. The climate of 
Crow's Nest is exceptionable beautiful, being situated on the ea.:t" n watershed, and 
is sheltered from the westerly winds. A few miles from Crow's Nqst is a beautiful 
waterfall, while the country around comprises some splendid scenery. Game is in 
abundance, and the district is one of the best shooting preserves in the colony. Frosts 
are seldom experienced, and the result is that garden produce in the eastern slopes 
can be grown all the year round. Here also the dairying industry is rapidly extend- 
ing, and butter and cheese sent regularly to Brisbane. 

Another branch line from the Overall Bridge on the Warwick line to Pitts- 
worth, a distance of 17 miles, haw been constructed. This connects another large 
agricultural area with Toowoomba . Pittsworth is steadily growing, possesses some 
or the finest hotels in the colony, has several stores arH receiving depots, and is fast 
assuming the proportions of a prosperous town. Being m the centre of a largo 
grazing district, monthly sales of stin k are hold, and buyers come from all quarters 
to make purchases. Quail are in abundance, and there is a large field for sportsmen. 

The public institutions of Toowoomba are the Post Office, Telegraph Office, 
Land Office, Railway Offices, Works Office, Court House, Gaol, and Industrial School 
for young girls. A large and hand.-orue two-storey block of public buildings has 
been erected in Margaret-street. The ground floor tfl occupied by the Public Lands 
and Defence Force Departments as offices tor the various officers; and the upper 
storey for the holding of the Assizes, the District Court Spittings, and the ordinary 
police business. There are also offices and retiring rooms for the judges, counsel, 
magistrates, jury, witnesses, and the various officers of the court. The whole block 
is surmounted by a clock tower, sixty ieet in height, in which is fitted a large four- 
faced clock, purchased in London at a cost of £2o0, which chimes the quarter hours, 
and the striking of the hours can be hoard all over the town. 

An Asylum frr the Insane is in course of erection at Toowoomba at an ultimate 
cost of £100,000. The ijst section is completed, the contract price being £2S,7»0, 
and is occupied, and two additional ward* have just been finished at a cost of 
£12,C00, and £3,600 have been voted by Parliament for new kitchen, laundry, &o. 
Generally it contains from 200 to 250 male and female inmates. Dr. Hogg is the 
Medical Superintendent, and he is peculiarly well qualified for the office. The 
Asylum grounds comprise 160 .ores, and an additional 100 has been purchased as a 
grazing area for the cows of the establishment. The new wing has been com* 
pleted, and a kitchen and laundry, to be worked by steam power on the most 
approved modern principle is iu course cf erection. A r other wing, at a cost of 
£10 000. will shortly be proceeded with. 

A Town Hall has been l«Llt and furnished at a cost of £ U00. The hall is one 
of the most handsome and collodions in the town, and has a gallery on the northern 
end. Suites of rooms have been supplied for all the officers OX the Corporation, and 
there is a special room for the Municipal Council meetines, aud a stroug-roo^u for 
the preservation of all deeds, books, and paper.-. 

Toowoomba has a public park of 70 acres, aud a portion of it is now laid out as 
a Botanical garden, and made a heal thy place of recreation from funds supplied partly 
by the Legislature, aud partly by the Municipality. It is now vested in the Muni- 
cipal Council, who have now the management of it. There has elso been reserved 
a most beautiful spot on the Main ltange. mule: Picnic point, containing 112 acres 2 
roods, for recreation purposes. It oommand one of the grandest views to be seen in 
Australia. 

There are three Masonic Loo f re% three lodges of Oddfellows, A. O. Foresters, a 
Rechabite Society, several Blue Ribbon Societies, and two other benefit soc ieties. 
The Ciiledonians and Hibernians have each a society. There is also an exigent 
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Firo Brigade, managed by H Board, consisting of representatives of the Government, 
the Municipal Council, and the tire insuraiiv oompsuio*.

It is noted for its splendid but tor, 
which is made i i large quantities, and attains the premier prices in the metropolitan 
market. A large cheese factory has been established here, and the cheese manufac- 
tured is pronounced of excellent quality, and commands a r^ady sale. Dairy farming 
is conducted on a 'arge scale, and one of the largest and most successful dairies is 
that of Mr. Thoniat: Allen, one of the pioneers of this industry, who milks daily 1 "'0 
cows, and who has shown what steady, persevering industry ami indomitable courage, 
in the face of difficulties, can do. A visi f . to Greenmount will amply repay the 
visitor. There is an excellent and well conducted hotel, under the personal 
management of Mr. Charles Bell. A few days can well be spent hero, not only in view- 
ing the beautiful scenery and farms and dairies, butalsointishingandshooting. West 
from Greenmount is Clifton, which is steadily growing as a town, and possesses four 
public-houses, some of them two stories, several stores, a State school, a bank, and 
places of worship. Tho subdivision aud sale of the Clifton Estate has not only 
largely increased the traffic returns of the railway, but has led to the formation and 
growth of the Clifton township, and added value to all tho surrounding property. 

The Government have purehas< d H.-adingtou Hill, under the provisions of tho 
Agricultural Land Purchase Act, and this beautiful estate will be shortly thrown 
open for selection. It will form another agricultural centre, and will give the town 
of Clifton, which itadjoius, a large accession of business and increase it* importance. 

Jondaryan township is situated on the main Dalby line, about 30 miles from 
Toowoombu, and is a steadily improving locality. It is the outlet for all tho sur- 
rounding farming and grazing selectors, and contains hotels, stores, and othor bu £• 
ness places. Within a short distance is Jondaryan head station — one of tho largest 
tiheop-rearing properties in Queensland. 

Highfields, in addition to its agricultural resources, has vast quantities of 
timber, which gives employment to a large number of hands. It has four strum 
saw nulls, and supplies the district for miles around with the most valuable timber. 
A branch railway from Pengarry Junction to Crow's Nest, via Meiingandan and 
Geham, has been constructed. The traffic on this Hue is fairly satisfactory, and, as 
population increases, it must prove of great value to all the surrounding localities. 
It is now more than paying all its working expenses. 

I iifton, on tho Warwick iir.e, has now assumed the proportions of i. town. It 
has several hotels aud stores, places of worship, a State school, and a School of Arts. 
Several private residences have also been erected. It stands in the centre of a large 
agricultural district, and is daily increasing in importance. 

YVyreema, on the Warwick line, is the outlet for the recently-purchased Wect- 
brook lands, and will soon become a station of considerable important. 

Emu, K'ng, and Spring Creeks, Ba.:k Plains, North Branch, Bcauurabn, Pitts- 
worth, Southbrook, Crossbill, Clifton, Urubirom, Meringandan, Gomorau, and the 
various Homestead Areas, form the most prosperous agricultural settlom ,«nts j u 
Queensland, and the same maj^pe said of the districts of South Warwick. Wheat, 
barhy, oats, and lucerne aro Hwn here in large quantities, and the hay, when 
pressed in bales, is sent by rail to the Brisbane markets. It is hero that the . n>- 
bred Leiccstei MM and lambs me placed in lucerne paddocks, and. when in condi - 
tion, are despatched by rail to the markets of Toowoomba, Ipswic h, and Brisbane, 
,vhcivthey realise Munetimes exceptionally high price,. Tjj \ , uutt recognised that the 
Mill development of such magnificent lands as v*o have on the Darling Downs, will 
m a great factor in restoring prosperity to the colony. The increased pri<!e of 
■wheat has given a great stimulus to tho wheat industry, and double the area of land 
it* this year placed under that cereal. Give*, a favourable season, it is estimated 
a million bushels of whoat will bt produce*! this year. 

The A grioukural Land Purchase Act of 1894, which enables the Government 
of the day to purchase land, suitable for close settlement, to the extent of £100,000 
pel annum, has been put in force on the Darling Downs, and several large areas at 
Wcstbrook, North Toolburra, aud Glengallan have been purchased These areas, 
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amounting to about 30,000 acres, have been surveyed, and thrown open foT selec- 
tion, and have nearly all been taken up. Other purchases are to follow, so that it 
will not be long before the whole of the magnificent Darling Downs ai e covered 
with smiling homesteads and a prosperous rural population.

The soil is classed a.-- nlaek soil, with a depth of from 4 to '20 feet. Good water 
is procurable at a depth of from 33 to 36 feet. During the last few years the town 
has maie rapid progress, and some large and creditable buildings have bees erect. 1. 
Much of the surrounding land was resumed by the Government from the owner of 
Goomburra, and sold ins-nail farms. It is now peopled by a sturdy class of farmers, who 
are cultivating the most of it, and are fairly prosperous. Wheat is largely rtowii, 
and. when not damaged by rust, some magnificent r<. turns are obtained. Maize and 
lucerne are aho extensively cultivated, and heavy crops are the rele.

Range, tad ftlnifttt surrounded hy the ri \ > r on winch it i*. situated. The itrstti are 
hiM'id. well farmed, and remarkably olean. Two pn t *1 i* • squares, oe< upying a cen- 
tral position, are tastefully laid OOl and planted with ornamental trees and 
slurb*-.

Perhaps no town in 
Queensland hai -.uttered to such an extent from the evils of land monopoly as War* 
wick. In justice to the townspeople, it must be stated that they struggled man- 
fully against the inroad* of &quatterdom. These struggles, however, uvailed only 
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to a slight extent against the squatter, aided 6J he was by corrupt administration, 
and time serving officials. Warwick at the proa eat day is acfaafiy hanwpeil in \jf 
extensive private holdings, yielding moderate return to t ho proprietors and tho 
minimum of revenue to the colony.

Tlcn are two State Schools — the Warwick West, con- 
teining two separate* departments, and showing i total average attendance of four 
hundred and fifty children; and tic Fast Warwick mixed school, showing an 
average attendance of one huudrt d and forty pupils ; a denominational school con- 
nected with the Itoinau GathoHc Church, sliow ing an average attendance (J f thr.-.^ 
hundred pupil- ; and private seho >ls make up the number of educational estah- 
uahnx ata.

Other mimv , \ /., PI kedalo Silver and Copper Mioet, 
Silver < r own, 6ic, are in course of development, and extensive machinery has been 
purchased of tie- ]nt,-t desigus to th< roughly piovu thi rifaMfiot, Ap .it from tho 
mining, the squatting stations around the township are noted fof tin- high-class wool 
produced, and tl.e brands of Measr- 1 F. White, I'.racker, Ounn. J.awson, and 
McLeod, have always figured amongst the highest in the list of tb L < Loudon wool- 
brokers. Tobacco h-af is grown in the district, principally at Inglewood and Texas, 
and the Queensland supply is principally obtained from those localities and 
manufactured in Brisbane. 

One of the advantages of tho district in the fruit growing industry, winch is 
msking rapid strides since its introduction, aud through tho adaptability of the 
climate, tho hardiest European f i ni< h . m he wutfy gr own, more particularly at pies, 
plums, pears, grapes, aud vegetables of the eh icect description that do not grow so 
well through the heal in any other portiwn of Queensland. 

The climate is bracing at all seasons ; cold in the winter ; but the average 
Summer heat is from 75 to 80 degrees, and always cool nights, and the medical 
faculty throughout the colony strongly recommend tlm district for a health resort, 
the water, more particularly, hsfflg W impregnated with mineral as to be as dear as 
crystal, and to invalids has a most l>eueficml effect. 

The schools are well uttonded, and about 300 to 400 robust children attend daily

TOOWOOMBA. 
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Roma. 

JjflbllE town of Ronm is ;>18 miles from Brisbane, and 2 1 S from Toowoomba, situ- 
2 ated on the South' r;i and Western Railway. Its population, according to the 
census of 1891, is 1,6-30. It is ii thriving town, mid does ii considerable amount of 
business. It is surrounded by several large stations, but its t'uturc prosperity and 
advancement must largely depend on the cultivation of the .-oil: and in 1 Ids n speet 
it 1ms nothing to fear. The land is QBOtiestioiiabiy of first -(.■•hiss character and 
quality, and is well adapted for grapes and fruit trees of ail descriptions, in par- 
ticular the orange. A large influx of settlers has taken place during the 1 J .st few 
year>j. Many of them have come from South Australia and Victoria, attracted 
by the glowing reports of the remarkable fertility of the lands in the Maranoa dis- 
trict, for the cultivation of wheat. This cereal is now firmly established, and the 
staple agricultural industry in the district. With a steadily increasing land settle- 
ment, and cultivated areas, the future of the Maranoa as a great agricultural centre 
is assured, and the time is not far distant when Roma will be recognised as the 
central town of Western Queensland. 

The climate is warm and dry during the summer months, and the rainfall not 
reliable ; bonce grain crops are uncertain, although wheat is grown in large quan- 
tities There is a dryness and healthiness in the atmosphere al Roma quite distinct 
from the const districts, and which is regarded as a safeguard against ur.y violent 
attack of rust, although it must not be expected to be altogether tree from it. But 
it has an exceptional climate for wheat cultivation, and the most should be made 
of it. 

The vine flourishes at Roma luxuriantly, and there are several vineyards of over 
30 acres iu extent, and others varying from 1 to 20 acres each, while large ureas have 
heei nlaoed under wheat. Vine-, oranges phims, aprh ots, peaches, andothei fruit trees 
hi;\e Deen largely planted recently by selectors OB homestead areas. The vines in all 
these vineyards are healthy, and yield abundantly in favorable HOfllOTig With the soil 
and climate peculiarly adapted for wheat and the\ ; ue, tic re is a bright future in 
store for Roma. Energy and capital are required to develop its resources, and 
there is certainly no lack of the former, judging from what has already been 
uchieved. 

Roma is well supplied with stores and hob 1 1, All the buildings, both business 
and private, have a solidity about them which indicates the confidence of the people 
in the permanency of the district. 

A flour mill, with machinery of the very latest improvements is in full work, 
being a branch of the Queensland Milling; Company, a large firm of millers estab- 
lished in Brisbane, whim has proved a groat boon to the district. 

Roma was it corpora, e.[ on the 36th May, IS 07 ; it lapsed in 1876, and wns re- 
incorporated in 1876. Since then a great m;-ny substantial improvements have been 
effected by the Corporation. A loan of I'i.oOO was obtained under the "Local 
Go . ernment Act of lNjs," and has been expended in macadamising the principal 
stri ct of thet.'vn. Large sums have also been expended in recent metalling the 
aide streets. 'I he estimated area of the Municipality is 10,000 acres, mid the 
rateable value of the property is £64,000, The revenue from rates nntt to 
£600.

A Publication is deemed a Newspaper when consisting wholly or insubstantial

— provided : (1) It is priutod and published in Queensland ; (2) it ha- the full title 
aud date of publication printed lit the top of the first page and the whoh- ir part of 
the title and the date of publication printed at the top of every subsequent page and 
of every table of contents and index ; (3) It is published in parts or numbers at in- 
tervals not exceeding me month. 

A supplement to a newspaper is deilned as follows: — A copy of the daily or 
weekly issue of the parliamentary debates published by the authority of Parliament, 
or any publication consisting wholly or in substantial part of matter like that of a 
newspaper, or of advertisements printed on a nheet or sheets or consisting wholly or 
iu part of engraving, print, or lithograph illustrative of articles in the newspaper, 
or of literary matter (the letter-press of the same being printed in Queensland from 
type set up in Queensland), or from stereotype plate mado therefrom and havi- g 
the printer's uame thereon, and, further, having the title and date ii publication of 
the newspaper printed at the top of every page or the supplement or nt the top of 
every sheet or side on which the engraving, print, or lithograph appears. 

Evoiy newspapt"' shall be sent without a cover, or in a cover open at lioth ends. 
There shall not be in or upon the newspaper or cover auy communicative • ■leu-acter, 
figure, letter or number except the words " New spaper only M or a mark to indicate 
a report, article, or paragraph therein ; the printed title of the newspaper, the 
printed names, occupations and phi es of business -A the printer, publisher and 
vendor thereof, and the name, occupation and address of the person to whom it is 
sent, and the name of the person sending the newspape r ; nor shall auything be BO* 
closed in or with or accompany the newspaper or cover. Every newspaper shall he 
folded or covered in such a manner that the title of it may be recognised. 

All unregistered or irregularly posted newspapers and all newspapers, having 
any matter which is not a supplement accompanying them, shall be treated as 
packets. 

Newspapers must be posted an hour bofore Vie time appointed for closing mails. 

Books.

Treatment of Snake- Bites. 

The following plain and simple directions for the successful treatment nf Snak^ 
nites -should be borne in mind by everyone. Tho great point is, < f oont*e< imme- 
li.ite cx(i>ion and a copious flow of blood from the wound Stimulants are 
valuable iu all cases. If excision has been neglected, th°n much depends Ofl ffhring 
dotM of stimulants, the best of which is the strongest Liquor Ammonia. 

The following directions must be carefully attended to : — 

Immediately suck the wound well for ten or fifteen minutes, and tie a tap-* or 

strieg tightly round as near as possible to the ton and betWMfl if' and 

tbele art. (N.B. — Sucking is perfectly cafe, unless there be w rati lies >r 

euts os tin- lips or tongue.) 
Take bold of the bitten part, and with a sharp knife cut a piece of flesh not 

larger than a sixpence, or else cut open a bitten part freely, and sqni §| i 

out hs much blood as possible ; but in other cases eucourap. the bieodi | 

by )>athmg the wound with wann water. 
\tirr the wound has bled freely, apply a little Liquor Ammonia to the wound 

u i«h coHo; wool, or soft rag, and apply a poultice of powd« red ip.

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The patient must, on no account, be allows* la sleep until ( ut of danger Walk 
him about gently in the fresh air, and keep up hiH spirits with cheerful 
encouragement of success by those urouud him. 

If the sick pers.ni * head has become deranged or heavy, the doses must be given 
every twelve minutes, unt 1 '! the bead becomes well, and. after all, small 
doses mutt be given every four hours until all the bad symptoms disap- 
pear. 

If the bite be given by a whip snake, or one that kills quickly, the doses must 
lie larger, and they must bo given more frequently, until the patient gets 
letter. 

But i\ the bite bo given by a carpet, diamond, or some other slow killing snake, 
then about 20 drops must be given thres times a day to a grown-up 
person, but this must be increased if the bad effects of the poison get 
worse. 

If the bitten person be just on the point of death, this medicine should always 
be given as it has frequently cured people in this state. 

When the person has lockjaw from the effects of the poison, or when his head is 
very bad, it should be help up, and ths bottle placed under bia nose for him 
to smell. 

When the medicine hei been ofton used, the strength of the remainder be- 
comes less; therefore more drops should be taken. This riu^i not be for- 
gotten. 

The bite of the Centipede, " rantula, Scorpion, <&c, may be cured in a few 
minutes by tho extern! .pplication of the Liquor Ammonia , and, if neces- 
aary, it must be given internally, as abovo directed. 

All animals may be treated as directed above, but the dose 1 mst be proportioned 
to the size of tho beast ; for instance, a full-grown bullock, cow, or hur*e 
will require a good tablespoonful of Liquor Ammonia, mixed with a pint of 
oil at least. 

Numbers of lives have been saml by the injection cf the ammonia into the 
principal vein of the arm by means of a subcutaneous syringe, one of which should 
be in possession of every station, homestead, and family in each district of the colony, 
as they can now be had at a reasonable price.

If ammonia is not av3ihible, give any other spirit ; half a tea^puunful to a 
cnild, uid a teaspocuful to an adult, mixed with throe parts of water. 

SUNSTROKE. 

Sunstroke is caused by over-beatinj: the blood It is not necessary to W exposed 
to the direct rays of the sun to have eunatroke. An atUck may come on durinp the 
night. 

To prevent sunstroke, tho bodv sho lid be loosely clothed, and the head and back 
of the nock protected with some white material, 'iu.e diet should be simple, and too 
much animal food should not be eaten during hot weatner, aud all alcholio dr.uks 
should be avoided 

When sumtroke has occurred, lay the patient in the ooolett place pro- 
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rurablfli remove his olothing, and douce him all over, but t'speoiali? over head 
and spine, with cold water. The bowels should be well moved with an enema, if 
procurable 

Note. — This treatment muet be continued until consciousness return* and fever 
abates. 

CHOKING. 

When the food becomes impacted in the throat so as to prevent breathing, it '8 
aim* 4 always in th * mouth of the windpipe— the find opening in the throat imme- 
diately behind the tongue. In those ( uses the mouth should be opened to the widen* 
extent, and in the case of children, kept open by inserting a pi .cp ot wood hetwoeu 
tlie front teeth, sufficiently thh k to prevent luting. The two forefingers of any per - 
100 should then be introduced, one in eaeh side of the mouth, and pushed over the 
tongue until they come into eontuct with the substance causing the obstruction. The 
points of the finger or fingers sh< uld thou be irot under it, and the suhstance ex- 
tracted. It will assist the operation if the tongue is grasped !>y another person in 
the folds of a towel, and held out of the mouth as far as possible. There is nothing 
h> prevent any intelligent person adopting this simple expedient, the mouth of tbs 
windpipe being much more easily reached than is generally supposed.

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How to Keep Typhoid Fever Out of Houses. 

From a summary of facts presented nt a meeting of the National Health So- 
ciety, 44, Berners -street, Oxford-street W., on June 13th, 1872:—- 

FACTS. 

Sewer Gas, while escaping into a house, will under certain circumstances, pro- 
duce Typhoid Fever, and will, in all eases, create an unwholesome atmosphere, 
I ausiny feeble health, diarrho;e, dyspepsia, kc, in those who stey much in doors. 

Typhoid Fever poison enters houses through openings into sewers or cesspools, 
or through foul drinking water. 

The pipes through which Typhoid Fever can enter are the discharge and waste 
pipes of each sink, water-closet, and bath, or the overflow pipes of the watei 
i isterns. 

PRACTICAL RULES. 

1. All discharge pipes should be thoroughly tapped. 

2. If overflow pipes of sinks, baths, &&, open the discharge pipes, they must 
pntei nboir the trap. 

3. The connection of the house-drain with the street sewer should always be 
trapped, and if possible, disconnected from the sewer by means of an open trap. 

4. Every water-closet pipe should be ventilated into the open air from below 
the trap of the closet, but the ventilator must not open near a window . 

o. The waste-pipe of cistern should iu any ease, without any exception, be 
carried direct into the open air. 

6. Rain-water pipes should not be connected with the sewers, but shall end in 
t he open air, over or near a gully trap , the same remark holds good of sink pipes, 
wherever practicable. 

7. Thus, if possible, no pipe but the discharge pipe of the eloset should be con- 
[!■ '.il with the sewer. Even the soil pip ) can be disconnected when it pusses into 
the open air, in a back yard for instane". IK 1 provided there is w Wffl ltfit fall to 
dear a syphon on the sewer or cesspool side of the disconnection. 

HINTS. 

Tf you do not know a careful plumber who can a ^ ortain that tue alxive arrange- 
ment exisi in your home, ask the Health Oflicer of your district to recommend oue 
to you. 

Unless you are positive there is no possibility of the entrance of sewer gas into 
your house, you must keep open a sufficient number of windows, day and night, iu 
m11 seasons, to secure ventilation. 

Ever householder, whether rich or poor, should irive personal attention to this 
matter. Health is too important a thing to be entrusted to subordinates. 

N.B.— A trap is, in effect, whatever be its form, a lied in tho pipe that wild hold 
water.

4. Pocket-handkerchiefs should not be used, and small pieces of rair en - 

ployed instead, for wiping the nose and u.outh. Each piece, aft. • 
being once used, fdnuld be immediately burnt. 
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5. As the hands of nurses of necessity bono mo fr^uently soiled by thn 

secretions, a good supply of towels and tvo basins, oi ,n containing 
water with Condy'.i Fluid or permanganate of potash, and another 
carbolic soap and water, should be always at hand for the immediate 
removal of the taint. ( 

6. All glasses, cups, or other vessels, brushes, towels, used by or about 

the patient, should be scrupulously cleaned anu disinfected before 
being used by others. 

7. The discharges from the bowels and kidneys should be received on their

Typhoid Fever. 

. , ITS TREATMENT AND CURE. 

Major-General A. Ellis has forwarded trie following letter to the Jfk.k l.nne 
Frpirs.i :— The prevalence of typhoid fever and the interest which !i attache* 1 to all 
matters concerning its treatment induces mo to send you the enclosed interesting 
memorandum from the late Sir William Gull, M.D., given to me two years af er bt 
was in attendance on the Prince of Wale* durintr his illnes- in 1S72. It has been 
Hugtf-sted that its publication may prove useful, which must be my exeus3for 
troubling you. 

1. Typhoid fever is a disease which runs a more or less definite course. It 
cannot be stopped or cured by medicines. 

2. The chief tiling to be done at the outset of an attack is to send the patient 
to bed. so as to save strength fro a the beginning. 

3. No strong purgative medicines are desirable. 

4. As the fever develops, and the strength grows less, light food should be given 
at short intervals— i.r., water, toast- water, barley-water, milk and water, light 
broths (not made too strong or too gelatinous). 

5. If there be restlessness or much agitation of the r.erves, wine (port, sherry, 
or claret) or brandy in moderate doses at short intervals. This must be directed 
medically, bat in general it may be said that the amount required is that which in- 
duces repose and sleep. 

t, The bowels may be left to themselves. It unmoved lor twer -v-four 
or thirty six hours a lavement of warm water may be necessary, but this will be 
directed medically. 

7. The restlessness or wakefulness in fever is l>est, remedial by the ca-eful 
giving of wine or spirit with the food or in water. Sedatives such as opium are 
inadmissable — mostly injurious. 

8. The bedroom to be kept at a temperature of t>2deg. to r.ideg. 

v - f > Great care necessary to keep the bed elenn and sweet. This most easily 
dune by having a second bed in the room, to which patient can be removed for two 
or three hours daily, whilst the other It thoroughly aired, and the linen chan^ l. 

10. All fatigue to be sedulously avoided. X<> u.-itors admitted, and no other 
person but a nurse and one attendant to help her. 

11. Fatient's room never to be left un.n lemb d for a moment, as in the delirium 
of fever patient might jump from bed and injure himself. 

12. As to medicines and the treatment of complications, the immediate modioli 
attendant must be responsible a 

13. As it is probable that the discharges from the bowels in typhoid f- ver km? 
be ; source of contagion, it is dcrirablo that before being thrown down the oil hq| 
they should be largely mixed with Condy's fluid or some other disinfeetan*. On 
the" f*me principle, tho strictest cleanliness rau.it be observed in the sick room.

Prevention of Infectious Diseases. 

The N< m Booth Wales Board of Health has issued cards containing the follow- 
ing directions tor preventing the spread of infectious disoases —

When smallpox, cholera, diptheria, measles, typhoid or scarlet fever has broken 
out in a ROOM mi hist thought should be to prevent its spread. 

Separate the sick, without deh\y, trom the rest of the household by removal 
where possible, or bv >nplete isolation at the top of the house, with a sheet well 
vetted frith disin t er t an t hum. oxa side the bedroom door. 

2. I'll • tot i • sleeved should s light and airy, and should have a fireplug. 

3. Rcmovt at ouc i all it itur that can be spared, and anything that m;iy 
harbor dwt, dirt, or ini'octioa. 

( . ( live strict Ofdi n that no communication bo held with the sick room, except 
through the nurM or tomf authorised person who has had the disease. 

.'). Examine h<»us» -,lram> and water-closets, sinks, dust-bins, and any possible 
Source! of nuisance | r.-iu.-dv defects and disinfect freely. In times of epidemic the 
. ■w. rs should ladtfnfeoted. 

B. Look to KMHM ol water supply, house cisterns, water- bu its, pumps, fee., 
f r impurities and contamination by sewage. Water which is clear and pleasant to 
the taste may si ill be charged with sewer poison. 

7. Children living in an infected hous> should not attend schools oi visit other 
houses. 

N. Person- recovering from scarlatina should on no account be allowed to mix 
with their fellows until several baths have b( en taken, and the peeling is com- 
pleted. 

'.). The borli. s of persons who have died of fever are infectious, and should be 
ci.refully isolated. Tin 1 / should be buried with the least possible delay. 

Jn the si< k room nothing ran replace fresh air, bght, and cieanliness. Scents 
ar. useless. Remove all superfluous furniture, carpet, curtains, hangings, &G , set 
everything in order, and clean up. If the room is not isolated, hang a sheet before 
thi door outside, and keep well wetted three or fowr times daily with Condy's I'hnd 
or oarbolk acid.

Fluid to spit into ; and where there is no fire to burn them, a large basin to receive 
the squares ol* -used in place of handkerchiefs, also some disinfectants | her the 
uteusils.

Pour disinfectant freely down sink 1 - an<l 
i,vat< r-closets. In scarlatina, oil the body when the skin is peeling, twice daily, and 
use warm baths with soap. When sickness m come to an end, disinfect the room 
and all that has bee*, in contact with tho invalid.

M*JhU0*& s Ponder : A com- 
bination uf sulphate of magnesia and tar acid. j+ 

Chloiideof Lime.— Must be kept dry. lib, a srallon of water for utensils, 
sinks, w.r.f. drains, &c. loz. to a gallon of water for linen, which must not be left 
long in the solution before being wrung out in fresh water, a* it is corrosive. 2oz. 
to a gallon for washing furniture &c, but it is apt to leave dampness. 

Chlorine Gas. — Poisonous and irritatinir to the lungs when used in excess. For 
an unocctipiod room . Close fireplace, window.*, &c, as directed under sulphurous 
acid gas. Pour over a quarter of a pound <rf black oxide of magnesia in a dish, 
placed high, half a pint of muriatic acid (spirit of salt), and leave for six hooru. It 
bleaches, and is apt to make white-limed walln sweat. Useful for cabs. 

Oond/s Fluid. — A teaspoonful to a pint, or i wineghiusfui to i gallon of water, 
for utensils, skins, floors, &c, for garglinjr, washing the binds, for baths, 'or adding 
to drinking water, and for linen, which should be veil soaked and rung out in clean 
water ; ir allowed to s f and for a very few minutes in solution of this strength it is 
diseolorei. To remove stain, steep," before drying, Li water containing salts of sorrel 
l«z. to the gallon. When the pink colour is lest the fluid is inert. The solution is 
useful for vaporising in an occupied room. 

Oreen Copperas (Sulphate of Iron).'- lib. thoroughly dissolv3d in a gallon of 
water, for drains, &c. A teacupful of this solution shoaM be poured into the utensilf. 
before each time of using, and a pint down the w.c. aftet MM visit. 

rfphurous Acid Gas. — Poison. For unoccupied rooi s. Where windows and 
flrerjl Hd have been securely fastened with paper and peste, break from half a 
pound to a pound of brimstone into small pieces, mix with live coals in a pipkin or 
on a saucepan lid, supported over a bucket of water by a pair of tongs, close up the 
doov and leave for five cr si t hours. Clothing fihould be spread out on ropes, fee. 
It bleaches, and is apt to burn into sulphuric acid, which render clothing damp md 
rotten. 

Othr disinfectant*.— Charcoal, dry earth, quick lime, chloralum, perchlorir.e of 
ii-on, chloride of zinc (Sir W Barnett'* fluid, a winegkasful to two and a-half quarts 
of water for general use. Poison V Chloride of soda, a teaspoonful toapirtfor 
soaking linen, (shloride of potass (Eau dc Javelle). 

HOW TO USE THEM.

In England, under the Sanitary Act 1866, penalties are i<'< >> i raw — A a per- 
son wil.ully, and without pr per precautions, expose himself or others in njublia 
when s\ ffcring from dangerous infe<;tious disease, if a person enters I public < <>u- 
veyancc while suffering ftom infectious disease, withou* lirst iufonning the owner 
or driver of the fact. If an owner or driver of a public conveyance does not at once 
provide for the disinfection of his conveyance, after it ha." to his knowledge conveyed 
an infected person. If a person, without previously disinfecting them, gives, lends, 
sells, exposes, or transmits (except for disinfection) any cloths*, bedding, Arc, which 
have been exposed to infection. If a person knowingly lets any house or room in 
which a person suffering from infectious disease has ueen, without having thoroughly 
disinfected it to the satisfaction of a qualified medical practitioner, as testified by a 
certificate signed by him.

Multiply the suuare of the ^irth expressed in 
feet by five times the length, and divide the product by 24 ; the quotient is the 
weight nearly of the forequarters in imperial stones of 14lbs. avoirdupois. To" 
example, if the girth be 6 ftet, and the length 5| feet, we ahull have 6 by 6 equals 
36, and 5| by o equals 26i ; then 30 by $0J equate 04o, and this, divided by 2l t 
gives 46 stones exactly. It is 1o be observed, however, that in very fat cattle the 
foraquarters will be oue-tweutieth more, while iu those in .a very lean atate they 
will bo one-twentieth less than the weight obtained by the rule.

following year, inclusive ; and, within such of the said districts as are in the portion 
of the colony south of the southern boundary of the Central District, as defined in 
the first schedule to "The Real Property (Local Registries) Act of 1887," shall be 
from the first, day of September in each year to the thirty-fir.it day of March in the 
following year, inclusive. Under the Prc^imation of December 5th, 1894, the Act 
was to be in general operation from September 1 to March 31, but now it will be 
observed, a distinction is made between the North and South portions. To put it 
plainly, the Close Season for the birds mentioned in italic* in the above list is : In 
the Districts of Burnett, Darling Downs, East Moreton, West Moreton, and Wide 
Bay, from the first day of September in each year to the thirty-first day of March 
in the following year, inclusive. As regards all other birds specified (see first list) 
the Act is in operation during the whole year. (See Proclamation July 18, lP9i.) 

The reserves, parishes of Crow',- Nest and Douglas, Counties of Cavendish and 
Ai'bigny, parish of Emu Creek, County of ( ' tvenish, parish of Douglas, County of 
Aubigny, are for the protection of thu following birds only :— Tailegalla or Scrub 
Turkey, Bronzewiug ard all Wild Pigeons, Emu, Regmt Hird, and Ouail. In these 
reservct the dtatruutiuu uf the birde wwutioned ib prohibited Jmu>y the whole year.

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Spraying Fruit Treas. 

R, JAMES LANG, the well-known fruit grower in the Haroourt district, sup- 
plies the following information by request to the Government fruit expert of 
South Australia : — 

My orchard ia situated on the slope of a hill, and consists of 30 acres of fruit 
trees, 20 acres of which are apples planted from 10 to 30 years, and are therefore 
average sized trees, be-iring from G to 10 bushels per tree, old trees bearing as much 
as 26 bushels. The spray pump is attached to a 50 gallon cask and fitted with 2 
hoses, so that with one man to each hose and one pump and drive the horse 2 rows 
of trees are done at a time. It takes on an average I hour to charge and spray the 
contents, the 3 men doing the 20 acres of apples in 2h days, working 8 hours, and 
using about 1000 gallous of the Paris green mixture. Thp r. -t <>f 4 sprayings is lens 
than £7. addition to the 4 sprayings with Paris green i give 1 spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture and 1 with fish oil, soap and kerosene emulsion, thus spraying 
the orchard G time* in all. 

A always assist in the spraying myself to make sure that it is properly done so 
that there are only the 2 men to pay. The wage ruling in this district is 10s. to 
l.)s. ptr week and found. 'Jhus : Two men for 2| days at 2s. Gd. per day, lis. Gd. ; 
6-k lb. Paris green at Is. per lb , Gs. t>d. ; total, 19s. 

This is the actual money I pay away for 1 spraying of JO acres of apple trees. 
Of course, the borne is always on the place so 1 allow nothing extra for its use 
Four sprayings thus ccst me £ i lit, I put itd< wn at 17. so that if everything was 
paid for then would bo a suthVient nun-gin to cover it. 

It is about ~> years since I started spraying tor apple scab (Fusoieladium dendri- 
llesm) and used to spray the fruit and fruit trees 4 times; the last t wict mixing 
Paris green into the Bordeaux mixture. I found that the 2 sprayings with Park 
green were rot sufficient to keep the moth m check, so last year I sprayeV ( times. 
1 am now quite satisfied that the grubs were reduced one-half to whai they were in 
the previous year. It ia now 1:' years since the moth made its appearance in my 
orchard, and I have kept it fairly in cheek by bamh.uring the trees. Still, it was 
gradually gaining ground until last year, when it got its first decided check. I will 
now have a big try at clearing it out altogether. 

1 may say that my crop of apples this past season was considerably over 4000 
bushels, arid am fully convim M <1 that had I not used these means to cheek the moth 
there would have scarcely been a sound apple in the orchard. 

Feeding Poultry. 

M LTHOUGffi much valuable information has beeu given on the uibject of feed- 
ing poultry in the last few years, they are often mismanaged |q this respect, 
the reason being that seven poultry-breeders'out of ten consider their birds are fed 
properly if sonm hard corn be given them t\$o or three times a day Another great 
mistake is made by many people, who think that any quality of foocidoen for poultry, 
and therefore they give thoir birds any poor stuff they come across, and this is more 
especially the easo with farmers, who only feed with poor, thin com that will do for 
nothing elae. There are aleo many who uever give their laying f owls meal, as they 




consider it would only be a waste of valuable food ■ hut th's ll also a great mistake, 
as fowl, fed once a day un meal ujl produce at lent t tli-rty to foity more eggs per 
bird iu the \t»r than otln i s kepi um'er li'-e cjiCUttlntanooi that "ire only fed :m hard 
grain. The reason of thi* is that ih i h'.rd corn take?* a certain Um9 to g< t snaked 
U9 the crop and ground in the giz/.a:'.. while soft meal pa into the BJ stem imme- 
diately, h nd affords the fowl noui ishri.ent at uuee. thereby enabling it to c< nsume 
(or turu into flesh and eggs) more fund than if fed on hard corn only. It will, 
thereloie. be seeu by the above remarks ih t it pays best to givo ioft meal once a 
day, anu this bent given in the mornirg. and may consist ol ' 'arly any kind cf 
meal — siu h as barb y- meal, oatmeal, buckwheat meal, et< mixed with fine and 
coaise pollard, middlings, or "sharps." The quantity of pollard used depend ! 
greatly upon tlie other meal, but it will gom-rall y be found that one part of barley- 
mcai w ith one part of tin.- and one <.f ooarw pollard makes a very good mixture ; 
btlt the best way is always to h«ve mUiei. nt coarse poilaid o„- '•shaips." so that the 
meal mixes easily, that is. Wt'hout >ti< king together iu soft, doughy lumps Pea- 
meal may be used o. . a ionaliy with pollurd fur a chaiu"\ and sweepings lromainill 
also make very good food, as they contain a Luge quauisty of flour. 

Tho meal should always be mixed with hot water, or hot skim milk is better, 
and given warm, especially in the winter months. Care &0uld be talc . ant to mix 
it too wet, as it is Lot at all good for the fowls when it i* sticky and clings to their 
beak* 

Any scraps, etc., can he mixed with the meal, and in the winter, if there are 
not many .scraps, it is durable to buy some liver, lights, paunches, or tripe, an 
give to the fowls the last thing before they go to roost, as they will then eat 
ravenously of the meat. Tf. h .wever. if is driven with Of before their corn they will 
eat the meat and refute their i her fttod, r l he lights, etc., must. ©f course, i boiled 
aud the water in which ihey are so cooked should be luted to mix the una!. 
It is more convenient to usi granulated meat in the soft food, aJ that does not re« 
(jiiir3 boiling. 

Any vegetable ret use. ttuch flx small 'potatoes and cabbages, or pieces of fat 
meat may also ha u.*e 1, is w hen tnree to mixed up with good meal, they wake a 
ii t-rate food. Turnips, nan gold wurt/u , — in fact, nearly all vegetables— may he 
used in the same way, especially in the winter, when greon food is scarce. 

Biscuit-meal is one of i he best things that can be uaod, given alone, or occa- 
sionally other meals mixed with it When this incui i iot used, a little oyster Abet] 
mixed witli the general meals helps them very mu'h, as it rot only furnishes 
mats rial for nicking the shell, but assbts In digesting the food, If the fowlsdo not 
have time in some form or oilier ii w eakens the laving birds very much, and often 
causes them to lay shell-less egga. When this o QUOt they arc apt to break betel 
the fowls can pass ♦hem, and then the fow]| often die or are ruptured for life; but 
more often they ate found .lead oa the m si or underneath the perch iu tlie morning.

Experiences in Dairy Farming, 

JTjfHESE are tak< u from various authorities of practical experience. It does not 
Z pay. as a rule, to beep a cow which does not givs an average of oOOOlbs. of 
milk annually. The greatoat tare sliuuld bo give to the selection of the sire, as the 
value of the milkii ; atrnijt largely depends on him. Between film and eiaht years 
old is the most profitable period of a 00 f, and tone, do not. develop into good milkers 
until their aecend or thud calves. Qentla treatment of cow* is necessary, especially 
when milking ; rough usage shortens the supply, ami dt OTcaae a th « butter fat. To 
ens'. re regular supiply )f inilk. it ahould be n ran red that cow -s calve at various 
'lines of the year, so that full advantage can hi taken Cl high prices in w inter ; hut, 
to do this properly, winter feed must be aecured. Ik -ides, cows calving in the. 
.spring do not maintain their supply BO well a- those coning into mill: during winter. 
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It ban been conclusively proved that cow , calving iu the wimer give one-third r.^ore 
inittt wi*Mu their milking season than those calving in spring. Also, that winter 
calves are more easily reared, the proportion of lo*a unt being u tenth of ttlat with 
npring calves. It is always better for a cow to calve before thivo years old, other- 
wise they will put on fWh, and givi Ic-ib milk. In geuerul, cu*s begin 1o dry off 
naturally about two months beforo calving, but it ie well to try them once a day or 
once every other day. It is authoritatively st"ted that the proportion of fat ob- 
tained in the milk of any one cow cannot be increased by any particular feeding, 
and although there are many sceptics on this point, yet experiments in Holland, 
Denmark, and America contiuued over a number of years, all go to prove its truth. 
Nevertheless, gooo rational feeding u*id proper care will make astounding increase 
in quantity : therefore, feeding propr rly ; s a matter which cannot possibly be over- 
looked if success is to be obtained. The limit of a co v should bo found out and fed 
to that limit, any food given beyond it is simply wasted. Lucerne i> one of the beet 
fodders, and although some other plants are highly favoured, yet lucerne, by reason 
of its easy cultivation, is reckoned one of the best. The following table shows the 
food values of ditforei t fodders ;—

If the cows are sick, or cold 
or wet, the butter fat is also reduced. Iu autumn thero is more f*t in milk than in 
the summer months.

Asparagus Culture. 

^[NSTANCJLS are known, writes E Molyneux, where Asparagus beds have given 
I satisfactory results for 50 yearn. Certainly 30 years is not too loug to expect 
them to flourish under suitable conditions. Almost any kind of toil may be made 
to grow Asparagus by suitable preparation ; bttt a deep, friable lot m, with a porous 
subsoil, is usually preferred. Where the soil is naturally wet, or oven heavy, and 
consequently retentive of moisture, it. ought to be trenched a yard deep, and raised 
nine inch?s above the natural level to ensure the root* agiinst premature decay. 
Asparagus cannot be successfully grown to a situation that is in any way shaded. 
An open position, away from high walls or overhanging trees, is preferred, as ail 
the sun possible is necessary to ensure success. 'Asparagus is usually plant. d in 
bee's four feet wide ; this size admits three rows of plants, one in the centre, and the 
two outer rows ten inches 6 on the edge. As trenching proceeds the surface km I 
should be retained in the same position. If the soil one loot below is heavy in 
charaoter it is advisable 1o remove the worst of if. using an equal bulk of roadside 
refuse and deco yed vegetable mutter, thoroughly > r >i\iug this with the surface soil. 
The beds ought to be prepared fully two mon? befftro planting to al'ow the soil to 
settle down to near its natural level. One month before planting fork iu nine 
bt@3»M below the surface a liberal dressing of f iniivurd manure. If more beds than 
one are to be m -de alleys two feet wide should ho allowed between thorn. This 
npaoe can be profitably employed during spring and early summer iu the growth of 
cauliflowers or lettuce, the rich nature of the Noil being just suited to these quick 
growing vegetables. If Asparagus is required quickly two-year- old plant* should 
be employed, but where time is not so much ia objeol plants raised from seeds give 
sati --factory results. Everything should be in ret dfalU when the crowns are re- 
ceive I from the nursery, the surface of the bed raked fice and the rows marked out, 
as exposure of the thick, fleshy roots co dryiug triads is must injurious. Choose a 
dry day for planting, mark out the rows, thou with a upade throw out tire soil three 
inches d. ep, and sufficiently wide thai the roots can be spread evenly, keeping the 
crown of the plaut in the midd'e of tho row. Cover the roots with gome friable 
com :iost. such as road grit and decayed vegetable matter, or old plotting soil to 
which sand has beeu freely added* Serum the soil to the tow over the ipeew] com- 
post, and rake tho bods level. A distance of Lfi tncheo should be allowed between 
tho plants in the rows. Tho beds must bo kept free from weeds. Cutting' should 
not begin until tho second season, but little then. Asparagus receives a leriom 
check to growth and maturity if, as sometimes is the case, the 4 : grass " is much 
blown about, and consequently the crown of the root injured. Each strong stem is 
wcrthy of a stake, or diort Pea sticks thrust in tin grouud at intervals will afford 
the plant useful support. "When the stem* are thoroughly ripe, they should be cut 
down to within a oruple of inches of the soil. With a fork lightly break the sur- 
face, and cover with throe inches of half decayed stable manure. Some persons d'.g 
out tie soil from the alleys, ttfttatg it t » cover the manure. This, in mv opinion, is 
not a g*ood plan, as many of the rcota ato injured in the alleys The manure affords 
ample protection a gains: frost wi' uout the addition of soil. A sprinkling of com- 
mon salt over the beds when raked down in the (.prim'' will prevent weeds nud other- 
wise act ben 'ficially. Liquid manure is e good stimulant for Asparagus wheu in 
full growth. Too many c intinui cuttiug Asparagus longer than is good for the 
plants.

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Tuberculosis. 

TN The Jr/riailtural Gazette of New South WaIm there is a 1 >ng reprint article, by 
X Julius Nelson, biologist, ou the suppression and prevention of tur.-uvuln.sis, from 
which wo take the following extracts : — 

THE DANISH METHOD OF ERADICATION OF TUBERCULOSIS. 

This method, bused Upon extensive experiments by Pr. f. Bung, in voluntarily 
adopted without government compulsion, the stilt- interest of the farmers being 
sufficient stimulus. Iu this work mVi are ten steps to be taken. 

1. The hard is inspected by a veterinarian, and ai! evidently tuberculous animals 
are at onco removed and carefully slaughtered. 

2. Tho remainder of the herd is tested with tuberculin, ghen free by the 
Government, prov.ded the farmer agree* to foLow, rigidly tne remaining steps of 
the process. 

3. All cows that react, and all adult animals of little value that have shown 
"vkluiil reaction, are carj+'uUy .slaughter* <1 tinder inspection. If the beef seems to bo 
prime, the careass is marked as having been slaughtered as tuberculosis beef. Those 
who buy it secure it at half-price, and, of course, if it is thoroughly cooked, it io as 
safe for food as any beef. 

4. The remaining reacting animals are carefully Wtipariftd from thenon-reac'.Sng 
::: ihnals, cither in a separate building or in the opposi'.e end of the same building, a 
complete partition being at once construe- ed between tho two divisions. The parti- 
tion is mado of matched boards, and is papered. There is n > potting left by which 
air can pass from one compartment to the uthc-r. T.ie drainage is so a r ranged that 
nothing can soak beneath this wall. If possib e, a separate • •. f attendants cme 
for each division Where but one man iniik« nod cares for all tbeoo * •*. lie serves the 
sound division first, then he changes bvonIkUM and outer garou ets for social 
clothing us?d only when with the reacting ilirttioo. 

5. Both compartments are cleaned and disinfected as follows i All manuro and 
litter is lemoveU and burned or treated with gcrmicid<s. The floor, walls, and 
ceiling are wiped with a wet rag, frequently rimed in disinfectant solution. 
Then the entire interior is sprayed with one of the following solutions, either a, b, 
or c : — 

(a) One pound chloiide of lime in I gallons of Wiiter. 

(b) One half gallon crude sulphuric acid -'ovly mired with \ gallon crude 
carbolic acid, then slowly diluted with 2'» gallons of water. 

(c) In a wooden tub put 8 gallous warm water, add 1 oz. of corrosive subli- 
mate; let stand a day to thoroughly dissolve. This is a powerful poison. 
It must not be used in contact with mental instruments, bur cult bo 
applied with a brush. All parts that can be reached by the tongue 4 of 
the animals must bo rinsed off with puro water after this disinfectant has 
been applied. 

When walls and ceiling are dry they are whitewashed. (Corrosive sublimate 
cm be added to the whitewash.) 

6. All the milk produced by tho reacting animals should be he." ted to lSo 3 F. 
before use. No milk should b« given to the calves without this Pasteurisation pro- 
cess unless its purity is undoubted. 

7. All calves dropped by rou ting cows should bo put with the non-reacting 
division before they gei a chance to Kttokle the r mothers. For V e first da) they 
should receive their mothers' ooioetfu n uolkj after lotting it to N9° F. 

8. The sound hen! should be boated a BCOOt) i ttflM H itJiin a Year, ami all react ing 
animals removed to the rfther divi-i'>!>. 

9. In buying k new cow she should be tcs'el at once, so as to know in which 
division to place In r. 

10. The reacting I. ml should be indu ced by phy>i. ll examination at len-t 1 m » 

a year, to discover \» w*j oaeel bate teoMie ■-<> advanced iu t*berculo*if M to th&w 
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physical signs of the disease, w$HB they should be sou t to the slaughter house as 
tuberculous beef. 

By this method the unsound herd vill, in time, be wiped out, but not before it 
has replenished the sound herd lo its original dimensions. Of course, if only a few- 
animals are found tuberculous, it will not pay to go to the expense of keeping a 
separate herd ; but when dealing with a consid'-rable number of prize animals, 
whose qualities are worth propagating, it will undoubtedly pay to follow the Danish 
method. It is simply a question of w hich is the clnaper course in the end, to t ry 
to raise a sound herd from an unsound one by observing rigid rules, or to get rid 
of all Ihe tuberculous animals at once. Each farmer must determine this for 
himself. 

At any rate, to keep one's herd free from tuberculosis, after it is once purified, 
or even to thoroughly purify a herd, requires junt Ihftt careful attention which iri 
necessary in applying the Danish method. Thu met nod is in itself a most remark- 
able educator, and the principles that underlie it are part and parcel of the general 
biological principles that interest all intelligent breeders. It is certain that if our 
people are left in ignorance and without this practical education, that in spite of a 
wholesale slaughter of tuberculous animals, it would be but a few years before the 
herds of the country would again have become as iufectex as they are now. 

WHiT TO DO TO KEEP TUBERCULOSIS FROM DEYELOi INO IN OURSELVES. 

If we have no guarantee that the milk we are using or are giving to our chil- 
dren comes from a purified *erd, it should oe placed over the fire and heated to 
170 ° or 180 ° F. In the absence of a thermometer, it is only needful to see that it 
stands on the fire b>uu enough to form a thin skin over its surface, and that little 
bubbles of steam gather beneath. This heating, it stopped at this point, does not 
produce " I oiled " milk. Boiled milk, if not scorched, is greatly relished by many 
people. While it is true that raw milk (like raw eggs, meat, oysters, ike.) is more 
easily digested than that cooked, this is not sufficient reason lor limiting 1 us to its 
use in the raw state. Cooking will also destroy other bacteria, which are always 
present to e greater or less extent, tlu ugh these are usually harmless. Milk, even 
when cooked, is the m >si perfect of foods and the safest. 

Consumptives will, of course, ueed fat to kno,v that their sputa contain germs, 
to cause them to disinfect or bum their expei toi ttions. They will cease to live in 
daikened rooms. They will insist on having the carpet* removed and never more 
have their looms swept, but will always have the dust wiped or washed off. Cold 
air is much bettSf than warm for consumptives, who should elso keep away from 
health u resorts," brcar.se these, as well as the hotels, cars, fee., used by the patients, 
soon become badly infected. Of course, a properly-conducted sanitarium is not open 
to the last objection. As to diet, it is important to greatly increase the use of fruits 
and fatty foods. Nuts are excellent. Fats are readily digested if a liberal amount 
of Iruit and salt be eaten at tho same time. These points may also be worthy of 
attention in preparing rations for cattle. 

Peeple who wish to keep from getting consumption should not expose them- 
selves in places where the ventilation is inadequate. If they should dress as one 
does when about to take a bug?y ride, they will be able to sit in any sort of weather 
in aay place, with windows opei: Our public, halls and railway coaches in winter 
time are efficient death-promoting agencies. It is also important io screen all food 
that is not to bo cooked from flies, us these insects may cany aU sorts of germs. 

TilK CONTA0I0US.VK88 OF TUUKRi I'LoSlS. 

Any disease produced bv genu*, is contagious, infectious, and "eatcleug." In 
such disease there are special ways in which the germs are transW-rred from a patient 
to a healthy person. Wo have learned euough about consumption to know what 
constitutes exposure to this disease, SS no one knows at any one time to what, extent 
he is exposed, and as this disease takes a long time to develop, it is quite difficult to 
eonneot any particular case with a particular aet of indiscretion. ITuuer the eireum 
stances, people in general have »»* 7i«j positive belief that consumption is really a 
contagious disease, th^ugl' this has been definitely proven by scientific experiments. 
Many coincidences of exposure tu the germs of consumption with development of 
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this disease, which would be of unuertuii. vab.e hs proof of con in riousness if taken 
by themselves, are very Wl^JuMn when viewed in the light of the knowledge that 
this disease is a germ disease. In this connection one bit of positive evidence out- 
"weighs hundreds of merely negative instances. As the care which people will 
exercise in dealing with this dilMM will largely depend on tlx- firmness of their 
belief in its nontagiousness or its infectiousness, efforts to establish this belief are 
of value. Hence we shall p ooeed to tefer to a few instances recorded by different 
writers. 

In i860, Chauveau fed M scrofulous " products to cattle an 1 produced "scrofu- 
lous" (consumptive) disease. Bollinger feii the milk of tuberculous cow* to 
guinea-pigs aui tuberculosis devel :pod in them. One way of testing milk to see if 
tubercle gerxs arc present is to iuject a quantity into the abdominal cavity of 
guinea-pigs. Even wheu the germs are present, in M few numbers as to be 
incapable of demonstration by mien scopie examination, the inoculated animals 
become tuberculous. Ernst inoculated milk of tuberculous cattle with sound udders 
into guinea-pigs, and half of the inoculated animals became tuberculous. Mttk 
from these cows fed to a number of * wine caused half of them to become tuberculous. 
Drs. Stalker and Niles separated three calves from their mothers at birth, and gave 
them mixed milk from several tuberculous cows, and always heated the milk 
that one calf received. This animal did not. become diseased ; the other two became 
tuberculous. Dr. fiLhroeder found that oue sample out of nineteen, secured from the. 
general milk supply of Washington. D.O , produced tuberculosis wh?n inoculated 
iuto a guinea-pig. Dr. Ernwt found tnrec out of thirty-six sample-* Off Boston milk 
to be similarly in ieotiou- l\-»f. BfeJM placed two healthy bull-, with the reacting 
division in his experimental Mf£, and within a year they too reaeted when injected 
with tuberculin. Comet iueoulftted truim-a-pigs uith dust from me rooms occupied 
by consumptives, and compelled other gu In .. • p._: s In breathe such fliwt, and pro- 
duced tuberculosis in the expei-.no n« d antiailn it is a gen* i d thmn \ ition that 
wheu cows occupy tho .same stalls and do not intermingle that tuberculosis spreads 
from tho diseased animal to its nearest neigh hou >- first ; wiuh- in case tho stalls are 
used indiscriminately, the enti-e herd is .rregularly affected. 

Many infants die of bowel troubles that suggest " feeding tuberculosis." It 
hns in a number of cases been found that the milk receive I as the ^ole food by such 
infants was received either from h consumptive (tone, moth'T. or tuberculous COW. 
In Dr. Ernst's extensive correspondence with phvsieians on the subject, he found 
eight PWN reported in which infection was conveyed from mot her to child, eleven 
cases of transfer from cow to infant, and sixteen (MM where this mode of infection 
was suspected. Veterinarian! are bettor situated toob«ervew»< h eases than ordinary 
physicians. Dr. Stalker repot to that five young people in one family died of con- 
sumption during ' wu years, and th- ir fcttJ 6Sl us h:td been free from such disease, and 
investigation of the herd belonging to the family shewed that it contained seventeen 
tuberculous cows, and other had previously died of tuberculosis. 

Cases are on re< rd of the, ncrUdrOP of non-tuborculuus mothers, both human and 
bovine, being uuiveu by foster-mothers who were tub* t -•ulous, and who had lo>t 
their own offspri • g from this -lis: use. The previously-healthy young, under these 
circumstances. In gin tt on< i to pine away and finally die from tuberculosis. Prof. 
Bang reports that tube cuhui horses are rare except in Denmark, where the unique 
practice prevails of feeding these animals with c w's milk. Where pigs are fed 
with milk from tuberculous herds, they show a large amount of tuberculosis. A 
case was reported ' > the l'ari^ Ae idensy o* ' ! in- 1 of an outbreak of consumption 
in a girls' hoarding st honl. Five eirh died from intestinal tuberculosis, and 'his 
led the physhian to MteftOi t the feel H" foo d that this school had been supplied 
with milk from a cow with a tuberculous udder. 

In concluding this \ iY i'o!c paper Mr. Nelson adds : — " Other inttMtfei will bo 
found reported by tlm differeuf uathois who have treated fhis anbjeot " ; and ho 
gives a long list of works published in Europe and America during the past thirteen 
years. 
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Fruit-growing in Queensland. 

[By A. H. Bexso:;.] 

TN most of the orchards that I have ffattrf in this colony I have noted that many 
% varieties* of fruit* have been planned in soils and flfirtlftotl that are entirely 
unsuited to thnr growth, mul now that the planting season is at hand I thiuk that 
a few notes dealing with this matter will be of value to those who intend planting 
new orchards this s< asou, and alco to those who have established orchards. My 
remarks will be especially applied to the southern coastal districts, and will be con- 
fined to those fruits that I consider to be of the most v.. lue commercially for the 
district, but I trast that, in addition, they will bo of more or less value to the colony 
generally. In the first place I may say that, in order to grow fruit successfully, 
that is to say to make fruit-growing pay. it is essential that no fruit should ho 
grown on a commercial K ale nnltll it is thoroughly adapted to the soil or climate, 
or unless it has some special quality, such as '.arliness, lateness, non-liability to 
disease, hardiuess, or special productiveness to roenmmend it, so that the choice of 
varieties is, therefore, of the greatest importance. When fjgit is gt own simply for 
home use, a much larger number of fruits can bo planted, as the object is ruoro to 
produce a continuous supply than to grow only thee kiln's of fruits which do best, 
so that many varieties of fruit can be planted iu the home garden that it would be 
useless to plant for commercial purposes. In order to deal with ihis matter as con- 
cisely as possible, I shall treat the various fruits weparately, but briefly, and shall 
conclude with a few geueral remark. 

CITRUS FRt'ITS. 

No land is suitable for growing citrus fruits unless it has good, natural 
drainage. Stagnant water accumulating round the roots, whether retaiued by a 
clay subsoil, or arising from any other cause, will kill any citrus tree, and even 
where the stagnant water only remains for a short time, more or les* damage is 
done, the fi«ie fibrous roo»s being scalded and destroyed, the foliage V omes of a 
sickly yellow colour, and insect and fungous diseases of all kinds in Tease rapidly. 
The best soils for citrus fruits are free hmms of medium texture, and ire friable and 
moderately rich in organic matt< r. Heavy, rich volcanic soils are not the it oat 
suitable, but free volcanic soils answer well in the case of oranges, lin citrons, 
and mandarins, especially if given a green crop manuring of cowpeas occasionally 
to keep up the necessary organic and nitrogenous matter iu the soil. The varieties 
of citrus fruits that I recommend are : — 

1. The Sweet Orange. — In choosing an orange tree be sure and see that it is 
worked on sweet orange seedling stock, not on a sour orange, common lemon, citron, 
or other citrus stock, as in Queensland there is no doubt that the best stock for the 
orange is the orange. See that the tree is well grown and well worked, and that it 
has good fibrous roots, which should never be allowed to dry out. Choose a good 
type of orange, preferably a tree that has been worked from a seedling of proved 
merit ; thht is to say a seedling that is of vigorous aud healthy growth, that is a 
good and regular bearer, that produces a good-flavoured, thin-skinned fruit, that is 
as free from seeds and rag as can bo obtaund. Such trees will, in my opinion, be 
tho most profitable to grow, as I am by no mean-: certain that many of the hi h- 
( lj.^s oranges «)1 Kurope and the United Matis that have been introduced into tho 
colonics during rcceot years are likely to be a commercial success here, and i would 
rather advise that v >' stick to those variettet of proved merit that have originated 
here, and which are consequently adapted to our climatic conditions than that we 
should plant a lar^- number of untried or only partially tried varieties, which, 
though they may be no doubt of special mi tit in the districts or countries in which 
they have originat ed, may not turn out R sin c» — here, as even though they may not 
do so iu sufficient quantity to render ihcm a i rofi table variety to yrow. I *vould, 
however, advise tnut a few of the b< -t knows varl< ties of imported oranges, suoh as 
the Washington Navel, Mediterranean Sweet, Jaffa, i.c . be planted, to te«t their 
suitability to different districts, when • if proved satisfactory— it is au easy matter 
tu iuereaw the number of the moat suitable variet/, mid gradually reduce thone 
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varieties which are not suitable. I do* not advise the planting of seedlings to any 
extent, especially iu the itxliMirimina " manner often met with, as there is no 
uniformity in the crop pro iu -o n m >st important consideration wheti packing and 
marketing the fruit, hut rather advise propagating from seedlingtt of approved merit 
as previously described. Should it, however, be desirable to set out a seedling 
orchard, then too great care cannot be excreted in the choice of the fruit from 
which the seeds are obtained, and of the health, productiveness, &c, of the tree 
from which the fruit is obtained, as the law of Nature is for liki to produce like, 
and therefore the greater care you take iu the selection of your Beeda the greater the 
chance that you will produce good fruit. 

2. The Sour Orangft. — Though there are many varieties of tie sour orange I 
am doubtful whether it u wise to grow more than one or two of the best types of 
Seville oranges, which is the variety most esteemed for marma'ade manufacture. 
The Seville is a very vigorous and hardy grower, and d^es well n any good citrus 
soil, and in my opinion there is no reason why we cannot producf it at a price that 
will eompa'e favourably with that of any part of the world, and this being so 1 do 
not see anything to prevent our star- ug marmalade on a large scale, as soon as we 
have a supply of fruit, as with cheap fruit and cheap sugar tiere should bono 
reason why we cou'd not turn out a firs*- rate article that woiid hold its own iu 
the markets of the world. 

3. The Mandarin or Noble Orange. — The mandarin requires a similar soil to 
the orange, and should be worked on seedling mandarin or sweet orange stocks. 
There area large number of \ arieties differing from each other in minor particulars, 
owin p r to the largo number id - ><Kllings that have been raised in his colony— in 
addition to the usually fM*yiktted varieties - some of which show considerable 
promise. The mandarin does especially well her*?, and should De planted in every 
citrus orchard, taking care to exercise the same care in the selection of the trees that 
I recon mended in the ease of the sweet oningc. 

4. The Lemon. — Fiom what I have seen I do not oc n«i ler the lemon worthy of 
very extensive culture in Queensland ; though good fruit can no doubt be obtained 
in some cajes, as a rule the trees are too vigorous in their growth, and produce 
coarse-skinned, inferior fruit, often malformed, wabby, or more leas gummy. In 
planting lemor.s here I would choose poor but well-drained soil, plant shallow, and 
depend on mulching to retain moisture in the #oil, rather than plant in good 
citrus soil. In place of planting the lemon. I strongly advise planting the lime, 
which is a fruit much b"tter suited to our climate. 

5. The Lime. — One lime, the Tahiti," stands out far and away ahead of any 
other variety, and it is a fruit that should bo grown in every privato garden as well 
as planted in commercial quantities. It is noarly as large as a good quality cured 
lemon, is a larger bearer in fruit all the time, seedless, and has very thin skin. It 
is of a somewhat straggling habit of growth, and requires cnr- ful pruning in conse- 
quence, otherwise the branches ire apt to split off . It is a fruit that I can strongly 
recommend, as I feel that as soon as it is well known it will become one of the most 
profitable and popular citrus fruits. 

6. The Citron.— This fruit grows to the greatest perfection, stands great neg- 
lect, e:.d is a heavy bearer; but in order to produce large fruits, which are the most 
valuable for peel, special care should be taken to choose a warm and well sheltered 
piece of good land, with facilities for watering the trees during a very dry spell. 
The price of citron peel has fallen very much of la'ce years, but, notwithstanding 
tl.i>. I Ix-ii-vo that we can produce citrons at a price that should erable us to turn 
out peel at a profit. 

7. The (jomquat. — This little fruit does very w< 11 in any good citrus toil. It 
is a heavy bearer, and is usually in food demand for preserving and jam -making. 
Other varieties of citrus fruits, though interesting to amateurs, are of little com- 
mercial value, and are not worth troubling about, as wl en grown there is little or 
no sale for them. 

The Mango.— In any district that is free from frost there is probably no fruit 
tree that will grow better, stands more neglect, and produce heavier crops of fruit, 
lu aliuual uuy kind pj idl, th»u the waiigv, wfckfe I huvo hoard termud, aud with 
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good reason, r } i i ■ apple of Qneeneland, Though t b r; mango will grow well and pro- 
OttM I quantity of Iruil even in poor rooky soils, still in order to produce the best 
returim a good or medium quality eeS >houU be oh neon. Manguc*- are usually rained 
from m • d in tld.s country, owing to tic difficulty of propagating varied >h by-any of 
the oniiuniy met hods employed fur the propagation of oth i fruits, mm 3 as a conse- 
quence a very lurge mu.ihei of absolutely worthless varieties are raised and planted 
out every year. I strongly advise all iho.»e who pOTOOV? planting mangoes this 
seasou to obtain their trees froin reliable nursorynie.i who have laiscd the seedlings 
from stones taken from .selected fruits, instead of purchasing trees anywhere, which 
have prohHhl}- been raistd from stone* obtained froffl any kind <.f fruit which, when 
they come into beaiinif. will produce fniit that is absolutely valueless. We have far 
too many inferior ma n goes already— stringy, turpentinv, or carroty abominations, 
fruit that is unsaleable iu QjM* upland, and which im ■* created a vt rv unfavourable 
impression in the southern market*. The mar. go that we bhoi Id grow should 
poiiBBi the following qualities : (!) Richness and uaHoecy of flavnui ; (2) fineness <«f 
flesh and absence ot flbvc ; (:>) a sfiowv •ippem unce ; (1) a medium to large size with 
a small stone ; (5) a vigorous and pro 'active tree, Such a fruit will be a credit to 
the colony, and will (tell on its merits anywhere, whereas inferior fruit is unsaleable, 
and not worth growing. 

Cnpfctrd Apples. — Oood, free loams are the best soils for cu stare apples, and the 
situation should be hs free from trot as possible. Ob'ain good wor <ed trees rather 
than seedling-;, as the latter are apt to produce very "seedy fruit, and there is no 
certainty of the ettdHnyi coming true to iheir parents. Unly those varieties that 
are 1 holiest flavoured, freest from seeds, and that are good and regular bearers 
should be planted, and for I hose there is a fair demand, but nothing to warrant any 
extensive planting, n^ the fiuir is only of value for dessert purposes, and. as far as 1 
know, cannot be utilised in any other way. 

GuavHS. The fe .. «f that are planted the better, and of the many varieties the 
black or strawberry guava and the ye'.'ow or gooseberry guava are about the best to 
grow. All varieties are very liable to bo attacked by the fruit fly, and at present 
they form one of the very best breeding grounds. A few plants are all very 
well for home use, but there is no market for the fruit if planted on an exten- 
sive scale. 

Piues.— A perfectly drained soil, free from frost, is essential for the profitable 
culture of pines. Stony land, when well manured, answers wel!. but no sou having 
a cluy subsoil, or that retains any stagnant water in ihe soil, is suitable for growing 
pirns. Extra care in the preparation of the land before planting will bo found to be 
money well spent. Select strong, healthy suckers taken from those that, produce 
the most and best, ft nits, instead of taking the suckers indiscriminately. You will 
find that it will pay J ou well to do so. If we are to make pine-growing as profit- 
able as it should be, and wish to establish a good export trade, we must grow 
nothing but first-class pines, and to grow hist diss pines we must select our 
suckers, and not allow our plantations to deteriorate by over-crowding and over* 
cropping. 

Bananas. — The soil for bananas, cannot well be too rich, especially in the case of 
the sugar variety. Deep, friable loams, rich in organic matter, and free from frost* 
or strong cold winds, are the most suitable for the growth ot this fruit. The 
Cavendish or dwarf l>anana will grow in much poorer soil-;, but, if it is to be profit- 
able it requires to ho gfOWn g""d rail, a,s the size of the fruit n d of the bunches 
depends largely on the quality of ho soil. Ah in the 0fl*e oJ pines. | recommend a 

oareful leleotion of suckers, taking ♦•special care to obtain them from perfectly 

healthy plant*, and from thos* that produce tin- Urge*! fiuif and bunches. 

Strawberries. — Though somewhat deficient m flavour, strawberries do very well 

iu Queensland, noising imo bearing early and producing heavy nrope of fruit. The 

firmest and b» st thtvt urcd fruit is grown '.n failv sireug land, hut i ood crops can 
ho grown on quite sandy soil. Obf in Btroftg runners, not oW plants, split up, and 
plant a new bed con \enr, as it is not profitable to allow the plants toremaiu more 
than two years, many growers preferring to set out fresh every year. There are 
bcVLful locally raited vuiiutiu* of cuiihiduallu mutt, of which i'iun'o Prolific io ouu 
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of the IhM that I I. an«l of the older varieties there is paobably none b Her 

than Troll >p's Yi torn* : still, it is ah. ays a good plan to p'mt a few roots of as 
many varieties m can I»h obtained, as you never know which strawberry will do best 
in any parti uhr *>oil till you have tested it. 

Peache-. < >nly plant varieties of Chinese origin, and oi these only worked trees 
of tlm most approved sorts, that ripen early, and so escape the fly to a certain extent. 
An India* riatnate planting of seedlings has resulted in the production of a ma-yj of 
worthless rubbish that is of no value to the owner, and is a grand breeding ground 
for the fruit fly and other orchard posts. Peaches of Persian origin are uncertain in 
any of the OMMtJtl districts of tlie colony, but grow weli in the highlands and suit- 
able soils of th* in t» i i« r, wnero ♦here i ) sufficient rainfall for their growth. A few 
select, peach noes should be planted in every orchard, but I do not advocate any 
extensive planting of this fruit on the coast. 

Plums. Only plums of the Chickasaw (Wild Ooof e) or Japanese typo are suit- 
able for planting on ibe coast, and of these types only the very best should be 
planted, stub us the Wild Uoose, Kelsey. Burbunk, and Blood Plum, though the 
lastnamed is very liable to destruction by the frui' ily. In fact all varieties of 
plums, excepting perhaps tho Wild Go'\se. which « »f t escapes on account of its early 
ripening, are very liable to be more or less destr veil by the fruit fly. 

IVivj.-.nrions do well in most .soils ; a collection of several varieties should l>e 
planted |o Rfl to oxtmd the season over as long a period as possible. Seedless 
varieties are usually prefei n d, though personally I consider several of the smaller 
varieties with seeds to be of superior flavour; still the large se« Vx- * varieties are 
the most saleable. 

Grapes.- Good, free loams or loams with gravelly —or rotten rock — sunsoil are 
suitable |§f grap«w. VanVit s of the /Vmerican origin do well, though several 

European rtrM stoat) be grown sn ret*, fully. Of American varletlec tin following 
are worth grow ing : — Goethe. Ums, Othcllt>, Niagara. Iriiproved Isabella; and of 
BoropOM, Blank Morocco, Black Prince, Black Musc.it of Alexandria, Lady 
J)ownes. nr.d GlOS Colmar ; but in addition to these there aro several other varieties 
that do well. 

Figs, - Only plant a few. They are too uncertain, wet weather during the 
ripeniug m ison d ■ troj ing ibe crop. 

Al promised at the commencement I will conclude with a few general remark*, 
which aie applicable tc fruit-growing in ev<vy part of the colony. First : Do not 
start too big an >rcbard ; but what you do pl,.nt well, and look \\ell after. Second : 
Plant only .ew varieties, and those that are suitable to your soil and climate. 
Third: Obtain good plants, well rooted. Fourth: Do not pm..L trees that have 
been raised in ' he Southern colonic* ; bu* which are totally unsuitable for tropical 
and semi-tropical Queensland. Fifth : Plant the trees carefully, but do not set 
them too deep ; plant as neatly a* pissible at the same depth as the tree stood in the 
nursery. Sixth : Examine rhe trees curt fully for all insect or fungous pests and if 
any are found stamp them out at once, as a little care at planting-time will keep 
the trees cl-an. and savo a gleet deal of future work. Seventh : Cut back hard 
when planting, training all trees to one main stem, loin, to 2ft. high, and allow 
, four, or five branches, evenly bal mic d, to .-tart and fonn the future head of 
tho tree. Heading back at planting is the only w r ay to produce a strong and 
symmetr i''al tree, ;:nd the neglect of sorting the trees properly accounts iu a large 
measure for the ill-grown, untidy, straggling trees one sees so often in our 
orchards. Good pruning is essential to the production of good fruit, and good 
pruning stirta by heading the tree back properly when planted. 

Feeding Chickens. 

TlY ROM Mr. SutclihVs newly-published book ou artificial incubatiuu and its laws, 
Jr we make the following quotation : — 

For tho first twenty -four hours at ltast, the chicks do not require feeding, tho 
yolK absorbed at hatching time aupplyiog all thu uouriehnieet weeded during 
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that time. After the first day, feed every two or threo hours for the urst week, 
gradually lessening the number of mculs a day to threo by the time '.lie chicks are a 
month old. The first and hist meals should always bl as early and as late as pos- 
sible, in winter it being necessary to give these two meals by lamp light. 
For the first day or two feed the chicks on any of the following • — 

1. Hard bailed egg (the infertile ones removed from the incubutor will do very 
well for this purpose), chopped ih\f>, shells included, and mixed with an equal 
quantity of stale breadcrumb*, the whole moistened with milk into a friable 
condition. 

2. Coarse, dry oatmeal. 

'S. Stale bread alone, or moistened with milk 0* water, may also be given. 
After the first few days any of tho lollowing foods may bo given, the more they 
are varied the better ; — 

I. Coarse oatmeal dry, or moistened with milk. 

■'>. One-third oatmeal to two-thirds hurley meal, scalded with boiling water, 
and mixed into a crumbly oonditi >n. 

<i. Five parts oatmeal to one i f boiled rice, mixed as the fast. 

7. Boiled rice mixed into a friable s 'ate with meal. This is a specially good 
food for checking diarrh'i a. 

Aeeustoin the chicks early to crushed wheat, afterwards giving them the grain 
whole. Bran is very indigestible, and irritates the bowels, unless well scalded to 
soften it, then it forms an excellent bnno-fornung food Animal food. choppi d very 
Hue, should be given in moderation fnm tho ftr»t wee!:. It' the chicks are not pro- 
vided with a grass run, green food must be supplied without stint. Onion tops, 
cabbage. let t me, and m-t t 1«j leaves are specially good. 

Chicks do not eat much at a meal, but. they t ar often. Give them regularly as 
mu' h as they will cat, then tako up tho ten aind. i till 'he next meal. It is a good 
pluu to keep a box of ground bone always accessible to tho chi< ks. Sharp grit or 
sand shouM be scattered OB the food, and a dry du st box should be pro\ided. Lime 
water added to the drinking water is beneficial. If there tute any signs of leg weak- 
ness from rapid growth put a teaspoonful of citrate of iron and ammonia in eui h 
quart of dri'. king water, or a few rusty nails will even i> n •> we r the MUM p u r pose . 
The .date of the droppings is a good test, of health. When they are of a biowni.-h 
colour, capped with white, the chickens are thriving. 

Pigs That Pay. 

KINDNESS PAYS. 

j 1NDNESS is just as necessary -with pigs as with other animals. Only those 
i\> who have had experience know what a trouble badly treated nigs aie, and 
what losses they frequently cause. Some leading breeders go so far as to say that, 
in addition to kindness, and cleanliness, it pays to groom pigs, tfi this results in the 
conversion of a sullen ill-thriving animal into a gentle, contented, and iprek fatten- 
ing one. There is no doubt about it that pigs are very fond of being petted, and 
that a considerable advantage would be derived from regular daily manifestations of 
friendship on th« part of the person who feeds them ; but farmeis, iu general, could 
hardly be expected to go so far as grooming their pigs. 

YOUNG HOARS. 

After being weaned, the young boar should be allowed plenty of exercise on 
the pasture. Its develops Ids growth and strengthens his constitution. Imme- 
diately, however, t hey begin to notice the sow s they should be kept in their styes, 
and only allowed liberty when the sows are locked up. Every large breeder should 
ke. p his own hoar, if the boar is a good one — an I a bad one should never bo kept 
— tho cost of food h i I management will, as a rule, be repaid by the receipts for tea 
service of sows, owned by breeders not in a large enough way to keep a boar. Small 
farmers, who only kerp two or three brood sows, will novel obie< t to pay five 
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shillings for the service of a good boar. I have kuowu as much as ten shillings 
being paid, but this was only in exceptional e meu. 

DRYING OFF THK SOWS. 

The* average farmer considers that in drjiog off a sow there is nothing to do 
but separate her from her litter, and allow her tu dry without assistance. This is a 
wrong course to pursue, as it interferes with the milking qualities of the auimal. 
In order to bring about a proper drying off the food must be changed. Theulianxa 
in her food must begin for a month or two previous to the day fixed upon for the 
removal of the litter. Reduce 'he supply of food gradually, and avoid as far as 
possible rich milk-producing foods, lly this means her milk «upply will have begun 
to shrink before the youngsters are removed, aud then in a few days she will drv ott 
without any trouble. 

SOWS SUFFOCATING TIIKIR YOL'NU. 

Some sows have a habit at farrowing time of lying 1 over find crushing or suffo- 
ot'.n»r their young. It seems 10 be an inherent fault that c uinot very well be 
remedied. Fixing a projecting rail around the stye somc'imes sets as a preventive. 
It is noticeab'e that some sows hre mosi. careful in all their actions among their 
newly-bira offspring, while others Hre invaiiably so stupid that they seldom lie 
down without hurting or doing some damage to them. I»y selecting sows from 
herds that are known to be gentle and rear their stock kindly, this costly failing 
amongst breeding pigs wou d be avoided. It does not follow, however, that the 
best mothers are the best looking pigs. Crossbred sows, hs a ru'c, are the gent!, it, 
especially those which have beeu bred from sows without a pedigree, arid from a 
boi!r that has a pedigree. The common bred sows are usually successful in having 
larg» litters, and in taking care of them, too. Having plenty of freedom, and 
natural, wholesome food, makes them good mothers. The high bred sow, being 
kept very much in confinement, and uot sufficient change of food, invariably develop* 
into a bad tempered animal. 

HOW MANY LITTERS A YEAR. 

The number of litters a year to be expeciei from a pig is a debatable point. 
Tb." period of gestation la sixteen weeks. This being so. somo breeders obtain five 
litters in two years. It is easily possible of course, but tt<e system is a wiong one. 
if you value the sow. It is too exhausting. Excessive breeding soon manifests 
itself in the weakened constitution of tho young pigs, aud when once the impression 
g;ts abroud that the pigs you breed are not souud anl strong, buyers will bo very 
chary about purchasing. Two litters a year are quite enough to expect from any 
sow. The breeder who attempts to obtain a higher average will have pigs coming 
in at all seasons, instead of at a particular time, as they should. 

AT FARROWING TI M I . 

Lots of writers on pig-breeding, men who have only the theoretical knowledge 
of tho businesp, give exhaustive details of the proper treatment .>f the sow at farrow- 
ing time. To be brief, my opinion, as one having many years' practical experience 
in the breeding of pigs, is that sows at farrowing time are best attended to when 
not attended to at all. If they have comfortable warm ar.d dry st>es, not much 
bedding, and not much food during the previous twelve houvs, they can be best left 
alone, without any assistance whatever. Of course, cases will occur where assist- 
ance may be necessary, but, of all animals, tho sow is th°> one which requires the 
leas'. Some men make a groat fuss over the event, but when they are pres« ut they 
very frequently bungle the business. 8trangers should be rigidly excluded from 
the presence of the farrowing sow. Strange voices will be certain to unduly excite 
her. If anybody must go to the stye, let it bo the person who usually feeds the 
sow. 

If a sow. after farrowing, suffers from constipation it will bo necessary to give 
I mild purgative in her food. This complaint is one which must not be neglected, 
as, in serious cases, it may result in inflammation and death. 

When sows are physically incapable of feeding their young, suitable food will 
have to he provided. If the sow is not a good milker, the results will quickly bo 
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noticeable on the young pigs. They will begin to squeal, look si< kly, and fallacy 
in condition. The host of milk-producing food must be given to the how, such an 
wanned milk, thickened with a little br;m, oa tm o * !, and pollard. The young pigl 
should be encouraged to purtake of this food. If the sow, frotn the very first when 
there is not much drain upon her, proves a good milker, the young pigs, for the 
first fortnight, should get warm new milk, thickened with either pollard or ground 
rice. It will not take much t > Keep them going until they get strong, but while 
young thov must be kept tinn ing, as if they get dwarfed during the first three 
weeks they never afterwards recover. 

CONX'Ll DIXO ITEMS. 

It is not generally known that pigs have a great partiality for anything in the 
shape of coal, and that coal conduces to t he maintenance of a healthy condition. 
Salt is also necessary, yet how seldom is salt given to pigs. A quantity of cinders 
or iin.dl oOftl . mixt d with a little lime, if ycu like, will bo eagerly partaken of by 
pigs if left in a clean corner, when lin y can go to it whenever they like. Clean 
water should always be kept either in an iron or a wooden vessel, within reach of the 

If a ft ung pig dies whilst the litter is with the sow, it should be removed at 
ouco and buried. Leaving the body about may cause tho sow to eat it, and when 
once tho habit is acquired it will be almost impossible to break her off it. — 
«' Radiator " in Melbourne U\chl>j Tim h 

How to Graft. 

A RE T ARE yourself with a sharp knife, a small wedge, a saw, a ladder, cionsand 
X wax. Cions vdll keep best on trees. Cut as wanted until the buds begin to 
start, then cut, store in cellar covered with damp MMffc You are now prepared to 
gruft until apples set. 

Graft cherries very early, splitting limb. All limbs must be split before sp.p 
starts. After the bs-rk peels, all thick-barked limbs should be set under the 
bu'k. 

Cut tree shape of umbrella, not too far in or out give room for grafts to grow. 
Cut eion to a thin one-s ded wedge ; be careful to take tho outer bark off from point, 
then insert, by peeling bark from wood with point or knife ; cut side to heart, two 
or more in each limb ; nick bark back of cion if very thick ; spread wax on all cute 
and a little down the limb back of eion. 

When limb is split make a true wedge by cutting both sides, leaving Ride next 
to heart thinest. Have three buds to every cion. Trim the sides of the split 
smoothly, insert, keep inside bark even. Put ©n wax end it is done. 

Loss should not amount to more than one in live. Leave on two or three small 
limbs and nil twfgfl to keep the tree alive. 

To make grafting wax : First get your rosin, beeswax, kettle, linseed oil, and a 
pail nearly full of cold water. Pound rnsin into smal. pieces. Shave beeswax (the 
size of a large hen's egg to a pound of rosin), put in kettle with enough oil to wet, 
melt, being careful not to get it afire. 

Drop a few drops into "the water with the stick you have stirred it with. Now 
oil your bands, press the wax between thumb and finder, thin as a wafer, snap when 
cold ; if it breaks add oil. stir ; try again until it will bond. Turn tho wax into the 
water. Oil your hands, when cool enough pull. Add beeswax to toughen, rosin to 
harden, and oil to soften. Try it. You will not bother to woigh much. 

Value of the Leghorn. 

'"tffTTE vegard the Leghorn, of which the Brown variety is the best, as tho leader of 
W W tb* various breeds of puro bred poultry. We accord it this position on 
account of its great cominerciul value. The merit or value of all pure bred poultry 
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should, we think, be based on utility. It is thi fowl in w-hich there is the most 
money for the practical poultry keeper that should be accorded the first plai e iu the 
list. In the Leghorn we have such a fowl. 

Keeping hens for their eggs pays better than ntfaiog fowls far the table, and it 
is as a layer that the Leghorn takes the front rank. Statistics show that the 
average number of eggs per hen from the common fowl* do not ex< eed ninety eggs 
per annum ; whereas, the Leghorn, particularly the purely bred Brown Leghorn 
hens, average one hundred and fifty eggs a year, while seme Leghorn hens have 
been known to lay fully one hundred aud terentj -five in three hundred aud sixty- 
five days. This great excess In eggs from the Leghorn over the duughill is sufficient 
to impress even the most sceptical in favour of the Le-rborn. 

Any person that keeps hens for their eggs should keep the best layers. This, 
of course, is realised to a large extent, also the fact that thi Leghorn is champion of 
the egg basket, heuce the ever increasing popularity of the Leghorn. As a 
vinter layer the Leghorn is as good as any of the larger an 1 more he ivily feathered 
breeds, provided she is housed properly. A goo 1 house, aud a comfortable roosting 
lace, together with proper feeding, will cause the Leghorn to lay and to lay at a 
ig profit all winter, regardless of the woither. 

The objection that somo peoplo raise to the Leghorn, because it does not sit 
about the back door and wait to be fed. is a good trait wn think. It is more natural 
for fowls to forage and hunt up at least a guud portion of living in suitable weather. 
This the Leghorn will do. But it i>< not a wild, rest lens few 1 if treated kind!) . It 
is quite as domestic as any other and will stand confinement as well, aud lay iu 
small quarters as well, or better than any other bioed. 

Taken as a whole, we regard the Leghorn as the most valuable pure bred fowl 
we have to-day. 



Breeding Sheep for Export. 

A V ALU AISLE REPOKT OX EXPERIMENT' . 

SfUUS following report has been forwarded by the New South Wales Chief 
1 Inspector of Stock to the Minister for Agrenltrre in Sydney. In OtdirtQ 
afford sheepowners reliable information as to the most suitable British sheep to put 
to merino ewes for the production of crossbred* for freezing and export, the J Ion. 
the Minister for Mines and Agriculture decided to carry out a series of experiment! 
with the different kinds of the sheep on the Experimental Farm at Bathurst. With 
that view, in the end of May, 18 ( Jo, a Lincoln, Shropshire, Southdown, Dorset Horn, 
and Cheviot'ram was put with forty merino ewes ; and the fifty- seven crossbred fat 
wethers made up of these erosSwS, exhibited as non-competitive at the Metropolitan 
Show, were what remained of the weathers of the drop of that year. They con- 
sisted of nine Lincoln and merino, ten Shropshire and m< i iuo, fourteen South Down 
and merino, nineteen Dorset Horn end merit. o, five Chevt aud merino— a total of 
fifty-seven. 

It was the opinion of the judges of the sheep competing fer the pi izo offered by 
the Hon. the Miuister for the best pen of export sheep, and of all the sheep breeders 
who saw these Bathurst sheep on foot that they were admirably adapted for export 
trade so far as ago, shapes, weight, and quality were < oucernod, and that their con- 
dition was very prime. Some of the judges were greatly taken with the Dorset 
Horn crosses, which were remarkably well-grown, good shaped, robust sheop, 
while the South Down, Shropshire, or Cheviot <ro>ses wero preferred by some of 
the other judges. 

This, of course, was only one step towards arriving at an opinion as regardi 
the different crosses ; they had still to bo judged when killed as well as when alive ; 
and besides this two very important questions n orme 1 to be answered — 1. Which 
of the crosses had the best-paying fleece? 2. Which of them would be preferred 
as far as regards the mutton iu the London market As to the value of the fleeces 
carried by the different crossos, that will be best ascertained by having them fell - 
mongered and the wool and pelt of each cross valued \>y an e\j> if ; and as regards 
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the value of the mutton of each description, that will be ascertained when the report 
of the London salesmen is received. 

While it is believed that the object of tie test will in this way to a very con- 
siderable extent be attained, and valuable information supplied for the guidance of 
owners in determining the breed of English hheep which they should put to their 
merino ewes, the experiment conducted as it has been will also bring prominently 
under the notice of our sheep- breeders another most important matter. That is tho 
absolute necessity of finishing off our fat. sheep with lucerne or some other cultivated 
food if they are to bring i nil prices in Loudon. Although these sheep were in f%ir 
forward condition in the end of January last, they would not have been nearly so 
prime as they now are if they had nut during tho last eight or nine weeks had somo 
cultivated food in the shape of a very little oats and meal and what they could pick 
up on a seeon i growth of sorghum on which they were turned in for so many hours 
a week. The cust of the oats and meal did not exceed 4d. per sheep. 

If, therefore, wo are to obtain a fair share cf the frozen meat trade in the 
British and other markets of the world, we must be prepared tocompece snccesgfully 
with the New Zealand and Argentine shippers. To io that we must produce first- 
class fat sheep at an early age by crossing suitable merino ewes with well-bred 
E'.glish rams of the best sort, and to do that we must give them some cultivated 
food to make them really prime; and as reg'irds thai again there is an endless 
variety. We are not confined to turnips and English grasses, although these can 
bo grown in some parts of tho colony. Wo have !uconi3, rape, dun oats, wheat, 
and rye, and Mr Coleman has given a good object lesson in regard to this poiut by 
topping the Bathurst farm sheep up (which any farrier could do) on the second 
growth of sorghum. 

With fairly good natural pasture only a comparatively small share of cultivated 
food would be required if it is of the right sort, and the additional expense would 
not be great. It would be considered less than tho difference in the price obtained 
for dheep so finished ; while there would, as in the case :A the sheep now under 
consideration, be a great saving in the time required in making ready for market. 
Treated in that way well-bred crossbreds would be fully ripe at eighteen months ; 
while, if they had tho na'ural pasture and received no cultivated food, they would 
t»ke five or six months longer at least in bein<.' nt for the English market, and would 
bring, perh.ips, -',d. per lb. less — a very serious difference. Such a case as this is 
very undesirable, but it is very much worse in the case of the m?rino wether, which 
is kept till he is four years, weight G lb. or 8 lb. less than the crossbred, and brings 
Id. per lb. less in that market.

The sheep were killed and weighed and inspected, and all who saw them 
acknowledged that as a lot they could not possibly be better as regards form, quality, 
condition, and weight. The London limit for first-class crossbreds is from oo lb. to 
65 lb. Taking the five different '.needs, their average weight por sheep war; lb., 
an excellent weight for one year and five months, pud the average weights per sheep 
of each of the five different crosses wc-o as follows : —

The Lincoln and merino were rather uneven in size and light weight*, for the 
Lincoln cross was a comparatively small Lincoln. Their average weight is l/l lb., 
juM up to tho minimum of tho standard fixed for crossbreds. They aro fairly 
entitled to be classed as prime. 

Tho Shropshire uud wcriuu croas hud ovtrytbiug that wa& dwircd ■ regard* 
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condition, shapes, and quality, but wore rather heavy. They would on that account 
htve been better killed at least a month earlier, whijh of course is in favoui of them 
a?) a cross, as the earlier the maturity the better it pays the breeders. 

Tho South Downs and merino averago weight was excelbnt. and the quality of 
the mutton could not bo surpassed unless it bo so by the ( heviot. Next to tho 
Welsh the 3outh Downs brings the highaol pel M of any English mutton in the 
Londor market, and sheep of the weight of thi^ clas-i and in as good condition ure 
bound to bring top prices in that market. 

The Dorset Horn, which is principally used in England for breeding lambs, is a 
strong robust breed of sheep, and is supposed to b n in offshoot of the Royal or 
George III. merino flock, commenced ab:mt a century back. While this cross is 
entirely new to Australia, or at least to this colony, * is nut an uncommon oue in 
the United States, and is looked upon tin re with considerable favour ; but it has yet 
to be tested in the London market. It is a very shapely sheep when killed, and tho 
judges who liked it alive were confirmed in their opinion on seeing it wheu 
slaughtered. Tho sheep of this orosa are good doers, and though standing some- 
what high on the log, as regards form and shape they are very good indeed. It is 
to be noticed that their averago weight is the highest among all the crosses. 

The Chevoit and merino may also bo termed «• new CRMS, for alth >uglt Cheviots 
have more thai once been introduced into this colony, no importations have been 
received since tho export trade in fro/en mutton was initiated. They make a 
superior broad -framed, small- boned, short-legged cross, with a very high quality of 
mutton ; but the wool ia coarse, especially in the breech. They weigh exceedingly 
well for their size (their averago weight is 55} lb.), and are a very hardy, good- 
oonstitutioned sheep. 

Tho opinions expressed by all the owners who saw the sheep on the importance 
and »'aluo of tho-»e experiments in cross-breeding in ; tiated by trv Minister for Miuos 
and Agriculture were very decided and outspoken, and they were greatly pleased to 
learn that it was his intcntioi. to continue and extend thorn The thanks of tho 
department are due to Mr. Alderman Penny for the trouble he took in seeing the 
sheep propci ly slaughtered and dressed. They were placed in the freezing- 
chamber, and will, of course, be frozen, shipped, and reported upon along with 
those entered for competition. 

Combine Poultry Business with Dairying. 

NE of the most perplexing problems in ma icing any business upon the farm 
profitable, is how to keep capital and laboui economically employed during the 
en tii j year, says Prof. John A. Myers, in Jersey Bullet ir. Then; are often months 
when the farmer is virtually idle, owinur to oilOV mstances considered largely beyond 
his control. His skill in managing the farm is shown in his ability to keep his 
labour profitably engaged and mm capital const antlj' aril advanlageously invested. 
In other words, drought, tain, mud, winds, and hot weather must not para- 
lyse the operations of the farm. If they do. tl.o farmer must pay for delays, either 
in actual cash or redo nod pro!;-. 

Perhaps the most eatisfaetei y method of preventing losses from such causes is 
to have several enterprises under way upon the farm, so that the waste products of 
one operation and loss time may 1 e utilised in another. 

If we apply this principle to the dairy and poultry occupations combined, we 
make a most happy uoion ; an 1 1 h ive often womb red that our dairymen do not 
place more emphasis upon poultry as a soure I of income. 

The poultry business requires no l u ge amount of capital, and labour upon tho 
farm that would otherwise be idle can \,-rv largely be utilised in earing for it. The 
uamo families that take the dairv products will be only too glad to get. the poultry 
supplies, so that there is no addi : sal tXPOttei in market* g the supplies. Every 
hen, pionorly cared tor. OH) be txpected to pay the owner at E nt |1 net per year in 
oggp, aod considerable additional, either in the bum ol eg^n or of chickens raised 
for sale. Considerable poultry ott be kept very largely upoa what would other- 
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wise be was,e of the dairy business. Tluttprmilk and skimmilk fed to hens will 
pay hotter than used any other way with which I am acquinted. There are waslea 
uhout the dairy stable* which cannot be utilised in any way as effectively as by 
poultry, which pick i<p the last grain, whether in the manger or in the manure pile, 
und convert it into profit. 

Poultry properly handled give* the farmer a certain and amp'e incon.e at the 
time of the year when cbiirymen >.;•• gete rally most anxious to have the d< ficieuohs 
of the dfdry msdo gool; and there is le ver a time in the year when poultry pio- 
ducts ma\ 1 ot fad a fair market. 

Much of the mixed fowl for d n'ry cattle is admirnbly adapted f r feeding 
poultry ; little additional building is nertssnry : no additional help is required. 
The capitfll invested in poultry Bfttl be withdrawn in a few days by the su e of the 
poultry ; the waste product* of the duiry are converted into profit, and the combina- 
tion of the poultry industry with the duiry btisiuesa is the most natural, the most 
attractive, and perhaps the most proStfcbla adjunct to dairying that can be thought 
of. 

It is only a step from a gen >ral poultry busine«^ to the fancy poultry business. 
Fur myself I prefor the egif- producing varieties to the all-purpose fowl, or fowl that 
i ptciii'ly adapted for killing aa m.:*.;. In the long run i think the egg-projueers 
)i profitable that the meat producers; but t lint i-, a question of taste, and tho 
is not to keep any fowls upon the farm that do not pay a profit to the owner. 

man who expects to secure both qualities in a chicken, is like I he man who 
n iiitw a good beef and a good dairy cow in tho same animal. It is bett to deter- 
mine what a man wishes to do am' work to that end. 

Handy Carcase Hoist. 

JfTHE hoist hero illustrated is suitable for sheep and pigs as well aa caltle. Tho 
L timbers are 4in. x 4in., 14ft. long, and faster ed together near the top, are set 
fit mly in the ground Eight feet from these place another pair like tue first.

Many of our 
orchards ar<> starved to death, Potash is tho }ni. « ipHl ingredient in apples mid 
peaches, while nttfomn predominates In pears. The orchardist must bear such 
fact? as these in mind when fertilising hit or"hards. 

It iti i u i t only a httle special knowledge to succeed well with most small 
fruit**, and no man is better position to master this knowledge and to make good 
use of it en hi own n<\ount than is the avirage farmer. 

The most impoitan re<piisi:e to p©Rr culture is good, well drained soil, riant 
standard"* twenty -ciirh fott apart. No grain crop should' be planted amoug the 
trees. Most varieties .should be picked early, even before they are fully ripened. 
Ripen them in u cool, chirk room. Plant only first-class trees. Give good culti- 
vation. Train can fully while young. 

Pruning, Grafting, and Budding. 

[By W. J. Au.v;:., Fruit Expert.] 

(From the Ayr {cultural (Jazell: of X>tc South li'uhs.J 

WlHOl'GH each kind if fruit requires a somewhat diherent treatment, peculiar 
Jfc to i f «elf. for producing it in tho highest state of perfection, t till the principal 
conditions are applicable to all. 

Soil varu s so itiui h hi pai ts of this Colony that tho oichardist cannot he too 
careful in selecting land whi< b has proved to be well adapt* d for the culture of 
fruit. The red loam U considered O0O of the best iu the Colonics; hut then- is a 
rich dark soil, particularly it Ooast*] districts, w hero fruit-trees do exceptionally 
well. (Jrent care must he tak< u in attending to tin- draining whcre\cr necessary. 
'J recs planted in light soils, with a gravelly subsoil, will generally grow aud bear 
well without, any draining ; but where < lay gUDAOihl are encountered, d.ainai/e will 
have to receive mote attentic... as wet. sour su"gy land is very injurious to tn m, 
and if not properly drained, will very often cause the trees to die. 

Such oils may be suecesssfully drained by inserting pipes at a sufficient dopth, 
aud at regular distanc v.sn an to carry ell any sin plus moisture, and thus alter the whole 
nature of tho ground. Water no longer stagnate*, tho s< il is made warmer, tho 
sun's rays have their full beneficial eileots. Rain passes through drained soil moro 
easily, anil with it air, carbonic a<id and ammonia ; the trees make a fuller and 
r healthier growth, and produce full crops of the \est fruit. 

Before wo aart about the subject <d' prunii g t I wish to say a few words about 
grafting and bud ling, aud the nut hods commonly adopted for raising trees of any 
certain vari-ty, after once the planter has decided which particular sort or sorts be 
wishes to raise ; and in this connection 1 must impress upon readers the necessity 
for planting only such fruits as have a marketable and commercial value. Often- 
times the nurseryman, out of -i great number of varieties, may find only one 
]) utieular 'roe which he will consider of sufficient vain • to propagate, and as this can 
scarcely, if ever, be done by plan ing the sjed, he needs must increase this variety 
by th" ptPOOatW of grafting or luidding. 

Thepe aro tho means most commonly used for propagating fruit trees, and 
everyone interested in eitlier Ihe garden (»r orchard should be able to perform 
these operations, as they are then capable of eliciting transformations and im- 
provements in their trees and bushes which at times may prove very valuable. 

(i RAFTING. 

The proper time for grafting tin trees is in the spring, wh< n the im begins to 
flov.. Tho scion, s aro selected while pruning in tho winter, aud foi this purpo-e 
buluvt ouly atraiught, healthy wood IrpJtt rifOTOOl Im that have bufuo yuod liuit, 
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anckuse only suen wood as hns fruit-buds on it. as these are found to produce the 
best bearing trees. The stork usually used for grafting upon is from one to two 
years old. and in preparing for this work the nurseryman cr gardener often dijfs up 
all of his trees in the winter and heels thorn in closely together, and when ready for 
work removes thern as he may re- 
quire to a room, cutting the tops olf 
us within 1 inches of the root before 
taking them inside. This is called 
bench grafting. When tho root or 
stock is out of tho ground it can be 
more eat-ily handled, and one man can 
easily work 400 trees in a day when 
he becomes accustomed to tho work. 
Atj soon as trees have been grafted 
in this way they must bo either 
planted out m the places where tin y 
are to grow in tho nursery r<iw or 
garden, or if this is not convenient, 
they must be heeled in for another 
we*k; but the latter course is nut 
desirable if it is possible to avoid it, 
as it means an extra handling and 
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If stock is grafted after *.recs have been planted in the nursery row, whore they 
will be grown until tit to plaut out in the orchard or garden, remove the earth from 
the base of the stock, M that the tree can be worked around more easily : then 
cut the stock off about 4 inches above the roots . then make a slanting cut, an 
shown in tiguro No. 1 ; then taken a scion with at least three good buds on it, make 
a corresponding cut in it. us shown in figure No. 2 ; join the two together, ho that 
the inner bark of the scion adjoins and touches the inner bark ~>f the stock, as 
shown in figure No. l\, and tie with either waxed cloth, twine, or calico (see figure 
No. 4) ; after which hill the earh well up, so that only the top of the scion can be 
seen, and allow the soil to remain thus until the SO on is well united with the stock, 
and until "growth is apparent, when it will be necessary t » remove the earth to 
enable the disbudding to be properly done. 

In grafting vines, where the nurseryman or orchardist wi>hes to graft different 
varieties to ph) 11 xera-resistant stock, the la. tor should be planted out in vineyard 
form for one or two years wherever it is to be grown, so that the stock may attain a 
strong and vigorous stem before grafting is commenced. THs will c table th" scion 
to bo inserted well above ground— a very necessary precaution — because, w ■tp the 
general vulo of grafting to bo followed, and the scion ins rted level with or u;:der 
the surface, the probability is that it would unite with the stock, but at ;\e same 
time would throw out a root growth from which the vim would be fed, and thus 
render ineffective the attempt to produce phylloxera-rosis' n>g vines. (Jrape vines 
should be grafted when the buds aro burs'ing in the sp.'ng. The scions can be 
kept back by burying them in a cool, airy place in the earth. 

The range in grafting for fruit-trees iti ordinary culture is - apple on blight- 
proof apple f^tock (Northern Spy or Winter Majetin) ; peats ou seed.ing pear stock 
for standard tree, or on quince stock if dwarfed ; peach on peach ; apricot on 
apricot; plum on myrobalan ; cectariue on peach; almond on almond (but never 
bud either apricot, peach, or nectarine on almond stock, as it will always result in 
A failure : choiry on cherry ; orange and lemon on orange i-tock— perferably sweet 
M bitter. 

BUDDING. ' 

This method of working buds or stock to different varieties of trees is not only 
retry simple and effective, but also very economical. Two men can easily bud and 
wrap a thousand trees in one day — the budder inseriing the t ud in its proper place 
in the stock, and the wrapper following after birr. Ktid lying the hurffi imcurely. 
To begin, be very careful in selecting the buds, taking them only from trots that 
have borne the best quality of fruit, and usirg onlv well -developed buds. 

Budding is performed for summer buds about Christmas lime, or as soon as 
matured buds can be found ou Bummer shoots. If stock is in good growing con- 
dition it can be done at any time, although it is best not, to choose da} 8 when thero 
is a hot, dry wind blowing. Medium sized shoots afford the best buds, the top and 
bMi] part- befaig res pecti vely too ;ioft and over- ripe. It is essential that the buds 
bo on wood that is half ripe, plump, and ha u'ng ne further growth to make beyond 
maturing. I prefer using wood buds that h ive clustered around them two or more 
fruit buds. They are easily distinguished^ &• being long, thin, and pointed, while 
fruit buds are thick, round, and blunt, except in apricots, which have Hat wood 
buds, the blossom buds • r-ing somewhat pointed. Where thero »>re two or thn o 
buds at a joint, one is usually a wood-bud. This applies to the apricot, peach, 
He t;trine, cherr}', and plum. The shoots of all kinds of fruit trees from which the 
buds are to l»e taken must bo healthy, and the more quickly they are inserted tho 
better, and this is the reason whj men accustomed to the work havo better success 
thai amateurs, as they never mutilate a bud when cutting it, and from tho time 
they cut it until it is inserted is only a matter of two or throe seconds. Shoots can 
be curried and packed in damp reoss or other material to prevent thein from drying. 
While it is desirable to keep them cool and wrapped in something damp, I could 
not advise putting them in water, as this tends to soften tho bark, and when d-iod 
it will bo found to be slightly wilted, which is to bo avoided. A competent 
operator whon budding always carries his buds wrapped in apiece of damp bagging, 
and iu cutting tho bud oft at tho shoot ho usca a very sharp budding kaifo, aud 
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covers it from the shoot in one clean cut and with a 
smill (dice of wood— this he never takes out. Before 
cutting hi» bud, he has made in the stu'k a tee-shaped 
slit, and the little wood remaining on the bu i gives it 
strength crjough to bo slipped into its proper p!aco in the 
stock without having raised the bark, as is necessary when 
the wood is taken out of the bud. This method h mn v >dy 
adopted inalllargc nurseries; andspeakiug from experience, 
out of 16,001 buds put in citrus stock list year, only 1 per 
cent, did not take. It is also a suitable way of wo*Hng 
deciduotM trees, and 1 have found the result quite as good. 
During the hist few years I have budded in this way ovci' 
200,000 trees of different varieties of peaches, apples, 
apricots, oranges aud ItMPHI 1 , 

BCD 
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The process of budding is very simple, and cannot be misunderstood on 
foliowiug the illustration. A is the shoot of the current year's growth, from which 

tho buds arc taken for transference to 
the stock. The buds shown in the 
V \Vj k n\\h of tho leaves are tho wood huds ; 

fruit bud- are shovvn to the ri^rht and 
left of the shoot, and double and triple 
_ - • buds at it- base. I prefer the latter. 

The leaves ►hould bo detached close to 
Hm buds. The bud taken is shown i.i 
B, reverse side D with wood on ; C 
chows the bud in same profile, ready 
foi iust>rtiou. Now we turn to the 
stock. Fig. 1 shows the cross- cut 
\ ertieal slit with bark slightly raised 
by the knit'o whn making the e fBW 
cut, enabling the point of the bud to 
enter easily, after which it forces its 
"\\ n way down, and in ocnseqjence is 
in quite firmly. Fig. II reprosc nts the 
bud inserted, and fig. Ill shows the 
lud made securely by tying. From '.i 
to d inches from the ground have been 
found the most suitable distances for 
working the majority of our trees. 

The best time for budding is in tho 
autumn. In the winter tho stock can 
bo cut ofT to witi.in 4 inciies of the oud 
— that is. for deciduous trees. If citrus 
trees, it is best not to cut until growth 
ittrtfin th«> spring. Only one shoot 
n.ust be allowed to grow from each bud. 
and when this has gro.vn about S or 10 
inches it must o tied tc the stocK 
hud. Keep all suckers off 
and laterals m»4 be kept off 
Is, and as soon as the bud is 
sufficiently strong to support itself, cut 
1 f^4^fiViS> - r^T-^^ the top part of stock back to the bud. 
Fig. IV, as shown on dotted line, Fig. No. IV. 

This for deciduous trees. If cihus 
they should be kept staked, it growing very rapidly, or they are liable to bo broken 
oS with winds. 

PRUNING. 

There is \-. great diversity of opinion abmt proving, and I certainly think 
practical expo nottOQ is necessary to enablo ■ man to btOOHip Ml expert at pruning, 
t have known many men who could go through tho whole theory of pruning, but if 
you put a knife in their hands and asked then to prune an awkwardly grown tree 
they would not k ow -when to commence. I do not say theory is no good at all, 
but it is of very little srood without prai tioe ; and I will endeavour to present to our 
readers tho methods in vogue in Califor^i;' and which have been adopted in many 
parts of Victoria with the very best results. 

To begin with, pruning must be done systematically and at tho proper times, 
ns, if neglected, not only will the tree itself deteriorato "but tho quality of the fruit 
also. 

It is x tntans to an end, and in performing the operation the system adopted 
must bo governed by tho character of the tree or plant and tho object t > be attained. 
This object ehyuldiu all caw* bi to produce u wdl-bu!uuud Ucu, with &uflkknt 
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strength to carry a full crop of good fruit, aud with sufficient head to protect both 
tree and fru't from the effects of sunburn. 

In priming young fruit trees, the object of the planter is to encourage a strong 
growth of wood, so that the ttee may increase in siz .. with a good substantial stem 
or trunk, and with branches so starting from the tree that they will be strong 
enough to hold a good crop of fruit. The stronger the growth the sooner will they 
make a thrifty and profitable tree. 

Before describing this most important operation, it will be clearer to everyone 
if we begin at the beginning. Assuming that a tree is about to be planted, the 
tree-holes are dug and the trees at band read}' for planting. My examining the 
roots they will be found to be mote <>r k>s ci.r v\ ; rh the spade and brui; i d in places. 
These rough cuts and bruises will he;d more readily if they are cut with a sharp 
knife, und in such a manner that when the tree is plauted the cut will face down- 
wards. By cutting this way new roofs, which will form or rattier grow from 1 he 
eut will have a tendency to grow in the required direction — downward. Care must 
be taken uot to 1 hint too deep. Trees should not be planted any deeper than they 
were when in the nursery. Tho mots should be carefully spread, and loose damp 
soil filled in around them to the required depth. 

Having planted the tree we have to consider that it has lost much of its roots, 
consequently the roots whieh are left are unable to sutliciently support or nourish 
tho growth ab>ve ground, for which tho whole root 
system was intended. We must, therefore, shorten the 
top in such a way as to establish the lost equilibrium, 
and the plarter must bear in min i that it is ftlwMtf 
better to cut a newly planted tree back rather severely 
than to leave it with too much top. as by so doing it will 
recover more quickly, aud in tho end make a much 
better tree. A tree not properly eut back mav live an.t 
grew, but it will probably bo years before it becomes 
the fine, vigorous tree which ore properly pruued at 
planting will be. 

We have now come to a much .disputed paint — 
namely, what shape will be the most suitable to our 
purpose P Some prefer the hiirh bead ; but I fear then- 
are only a very few districts where this kind of tree will 
do wel), and that would bo in deeply •haltered localities, 
where they were not exposed to winds durim; the bear- 
ing season. This being the case it woul i be very unde-

It is injurious to leave too much wood 
above the bud, us it would only dry and 
prevent the healing process; and, on tho 
other band, if the cut (a made too close the 
l»ud would «mly die, 

Tl.ning cut the tree to the desired 
height, allow tho top three or four buds to 
g«ftV, cure being taken that these ihOOtl 
start from diJVerent points along the stem, 
and at even distances. This tends <o make 
1 stronger tree, and oi 
split as would l>e the 
to start from the sam< 
seen trees which had 

in this stylo so badly broken that it was 
tomd necessary to remove the whole top, as 
i in- weight of the fru't had split the branches 
in all directions. We should, therefore, 
select three of the b<\st branches, situated 
evenly around the tree, and 3 or 4 inches from each other. The rest in some cases 
should be rubbed off with the thumb and forefinger, and in other cases, where the 
tree is very much exposed, they mav Lo simply pinched b«< k to about 2 or 3 inches, 
or just sufficient to .-.hade the trunk and protect it from sunburn until the top is 
sufficiently large to do so. This will tend to strengthen 
the trunk considerably. The growth from the three 
chosen buds has to bo carefully witched, and the growth 
of the most vigorous pinched off, thus causing a temporary 
check, and allowing the others to grow up to it. However, if 
th y all do well, it is best to let them grow undisturbed. 
The more leaf-growth a tree is allowed tu make the healthier 
and stronger it will be. The leaves act as respiratory and 
digestive organs of plant life, and the more we retard their 
formation, the more we i heck the growth. At the proper 
pru&iog time — duly or August— the tree should be cut back 
to within 6 or B inches of the original height at which it 
was cut, thus giving the young tree the thoroughly strong 
foundation upon whiob inch depend* 

In cultivating around trees, care should always be 
taken to see that no part of the harness is allowed to catch 
on these short limbs and break them. A careful hand 
should always be in chaise of hortea when working around 
trees of any age, as the OATnliM Wi I kman can easily do more 
damage in h day than would pay his wages for a week. 
Fruit-growing can only be made to pay wher. it is made a 
study, and economy aud attention to detail are very im- 
perative. The orohardist's aim should be to work tho soil 
well, making the horse and cultivator do everything that it 
is possible for them to do. 
We now come ti tho seco?>d sohsoii's growth. At the end of the three branches 
which we have left we select and lea v<- t wo buds on ea'-h branch, rubbing otl the 
others with the thumb and forefinger, or pinching them back +o within § inches of the 
branch, and thus he ping to shade them irom f lie sun. Th; ■ wo selected buds Bhould 
he watched dining ' he summer months, handicapping then just the same as wo 
have done the thrto the Brat E ttaon , On no account should we allow them to 
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gain the upper hand, nnd if growing luxuriantly they 
should be pinched back from two to thire times. 

The stcund pritni/.-rj.— The growth from the two buda 
on too three brunches will have given ua now six shoots 
which we have to shorten back hi -»Lout IS inches of the 
previous vear's cut. Six branches stowing at f nil ly equal 
distances apart have great noting power against winds, 
and are in such a shape *hat the ROfOfc with any ordinary 
cultivator can gi t quite close to ih" tree. 

From these mx shoots or limbs *wc allow two good 
buds to grow on cadi, as m prc\ ioiis years, pinching the 
remaining buds hack to f 01 I inches, and the twelve which 
w^ have allowed to glow tdeiuld 00 -nmmer pruned aecord- 
ing t » the growth they make. 1 !' growing rampautl) this 
may have to be done twice. 

We should now have at the end of the third year a 
strong upright tree, well balanced, ready to begin bearing, 
and on- 1 which will s'nnd up and bear a crop of good fruit. 
Never allow any fruit to set the first year : tho second year 
only an odd one or two, to tind out if the trees have proved 
true to name, as if they are not they can now be rebudded 
and will not involve much loss. boiidot budding more 
readily than the third season. The third year the trees 
may be allowed to carry a fair sprink- 
ling of fruit. If a large quantity has 
set it should l>e well trimmed out, so 
that what is left will be more fully 
developed, of good size, and best 
flavour. For the first three years the 
object of the grower must be. Dot to 
raise fruit, but to produce a well- 
shaped, sturdy, vigorous tree. 

The trees which give good re- 
turns under this system are the npii- 
eot, peach, nectarine, almond, plum, 
and apple.

The orchardist who bos an old 
on-hard of badly-shaped trees may 
say, and quite rightly, that tln^e bints 
an of no value to him. Our aim 
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should bo to start orchards properly, jitsd when tho trees ure old very little severe 
pruning will have to be done to keep the tree in shape. However, to the orehardist 
with the badly-shap d trees T might say that, he can, with careful pinning, bring 
them into something liko shape by cutting cut all cross limbs, thinning out and 
removing all dead or dying growth, and heading in a few hrauohes for a year or 
two; and if the trees are unhealthy-looking, give a dressing of stable or sheep 
manure— the latter, if obtainable, I much prefer, as it gives the trees a healthy 
colour and is more lasting. 

To prune properly the primer should have a long-handled pruning shear. They 
can be got in auy length fnun b 1' et to l i feet long, and are suitable for cutting 
small outside branches arouud the tops of tho tiees. For cutting Off the thicker 
branches of the tr<W a good hw, called "tho nest" is one which can be highly 
recommended, belay inexpensive aud composed of three saws of different size.*, all 
of whioh tit into the same bundle, and any of which can be replaced if broken. 

A good pnlr of 'j-ineh secateurs, a chisel, and a mftllet are also necessary, the 
( hisi l being u.M< d to smooth off &8V ent which it js found necessary to mske in 
removing a large brarn h. All cuts shor.id be puinb-d over with cither grafting 
wa\. rubber p unt, or a mixture of alcohol aud shellae. 

WtttNffltQ THE APRICOT. 

This tree, from its infancy until it attains th«* age of S years, is one of the 
varieties whioh naked the most growth, Lad requires more pruning than any othc 
tree during the smnm r, as if it does not receive eloso attontiou the limbs will spread 
out in every direction, and in consequence will be willowy and weak, and these 
limbs or branches will, when laden with fruit and exposed to high winds, be split 
and torn to such an extent that if the tree is not utterly spoilt, it vvill take at least 
t .vo years t > bring it into anything like shape again. 'I hercfore, I would recom- 
mend -nost careful attention in its pruning --see that it Las a strong woody growth 
in the particular direction in which it is needed, a well balanced, symmetrical, low 
le'ad-the branches free from forks, and each brunch haviug a sepaiate held of the 
stem. 

Ad good varieties of apricots will, with proper winter and summer pruning, 
throw out small fruit-spurs from the branches, where it in very desirable to have tho 
hulk ot the fruit. Tho tree which has fruit well N attered over the different parts 
cau easily carry half as much again as trees bearing fruit at the ends of the 
branches, this latter being the result of neglected pruning and forming. I have 
picked GOO lb. of fruit from a I "J -year old tree, and it was all of good quality. 

Mter the trees are S years old, they will require very little pruning, as they 
usually boar a crop every year, and in place of growing wood they produce fruit. 
If trees of any variety are bearing only every other year, a good plan is to prune 
them rather severely the winter before you expect them to yield the heavy crop, and 
but very little the winter before they produce the light crop. By following this 
method, you will soou bring the trees to bear more evenly one year with 
another. The apricot bears its fruit on 1-year old wood, and Rpom 9 or more years 
old. Occasionally I have seen an orchard with all tho inside spurs cut otf. No 
greater mistake could be made, ns thes« spurs usually bear some of the best fruil, 
and the grow er w bo divests bis trees of these is simply robbing himself. If it is 
found n eoetnery — as is sometimes the eases - to cut otf good-sized limbs, tho cuts 
should bp trimmed with e chisel and painted over with a mixti.ro of shellac and 
ah ohol made to the thickness of paint. This keeps the wood from drying and dying 
baek into the hti :n. and hence it heals more quickly. - 

This tree is veiy often budded on to poach, plum, or almond stock ; but my 
experience in Australia is that it bears very much better when bedded on its own 
utook, although ! have lees ■ 1 w trees bear fairly well when budded on the peach, 
and in California the apricot did belter in the warm climate, such as Riverside, when 
budded on the peach slock, end bore inoro regularly. 

yttUXUVKJ THE RAISIN VINK. 

The systems adopted for pruning the raisin vino vary very much, and no two 
districts appear to prune exactly the same. Some prefer to leave the spurs long, 
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while others prefer them short ; but I think the method generally adopted in 
California, and which is a modified form of tho old Spauish method, is much the 
best. 

The first year the vine is pruned back to a stem 9 or 10 inches high, leaving 
two spurs with one eye on each ; the second year prune back, leaving four spurs with 
ona or two eyes on each, these spurs to radiate aruund the top of the stem. Tbe 
third year prune back again, leaving from five to seven spur?., according to the 
strength of the vine—five being the most desirable number unless the vino is excep- 
tionally strong. Always keep the new spurs growing out close to the crown, and 
eveu'y distributed around it, so as to produce u compact and symmetrical crown, and 
never allow the latter to grow straggling, as when once the vine gets out of shape, 
it is hard to get it back, and it will not prjduce a? good a quality cf grupe. All 
loose bark and dead wood should be removed from the vine whilst pruning. 
Summer priming should never be resorted to as it tends to start out a second cr«p 
of grapes \vhi<h arc not desirable as they rob tbe vine of the strength which should 
belong to the first crop, and all of which strength is required in producing a first 
crop of best quality. 

Table grapes grown on trellised vines should be well cut back every winter, 
leaving three-eyed spurs on them every IS inches ; and to produce the best quality 
of fruit it will be necessary to keep the vine well iu hand, not allowing it to over- 
boar, which can only end in the fruit being inferior iu size and quality. 

TEUNINQ ZA.NTE CURRANTS. 

These should always be trellised with three wires. Tho first year only ono 
leader should be allowed to grow. This should bo trained to the middle wi r e of the 
trellis, and tied at intervals. Tho second year the laterals should all be pruned off. 
and the main branch or Itiider, which has been trained on the middle wire, should 
have one-third of its length cut off. The third year a lateral should be left every 
foot along the whole length of the matured wood of the leader, this lateral being 
long enough to bend over and tie to tho bottom or underneath wire ; and each 
succeeding year the Wnt should receive the same treaLment, leaving shoots every foot 
along the leader, and tying them down to tho lower wire. There is always an eye 
adjoining the leader ou each tiido of the laterals, which starts out and serves for the 
fruit-wood for the following year. 

In trellising vines which nu.ke a luxurious growth, such as zantes, sultanas, 
and others when planted in rich soil, it is advisable to train each alternate vine along 
the middle and top wires, thus giving each a greater distance to run. 

The Sultana may be pruned in a similar way with very good results. 

PRUNING THE ALMOND. 

This tree does not require much pruning whoa once it has been formed. Some 
varieties requiro considerable cleaning out, as the young shoots grow so thickly in 
the centre 1 causing a net- work of twigs, which is not desirable. Those for a few 
years should be removed, but more than this will bo unnecessary, excepting where 
there should be a broken or dead branch, which will have to be removed and cross 
limbs taken out. Most of the crop is grown on the laterals, and these are, as a 
general rule, quite strong enough to bear the hcuiest crop imposed upen them. 

FBUNIN'G THE Vh\. 

This tree requires very little pruning after once it has been sorted, moro than 
cutting otf all drooping branches. Where tho trees are healthy and growing well 
the tendency is to throw out laterals iu a downward direction from the main 
branches. These should be removed, as aiso any growing too straight out at the 
sides, as when the trees get old they are inclined to spread out wide and droop. In 
forming tho head, four main branches are usually found sufficient, giving plenty of 
shade, and at the same time admitting the sunlight to properly ripen the fruit. In 
very hot districts the fruit requires to be well shaded, and even then it is impossible 
to keep some of it from fermenting on hot days, 

K 
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PUUNTNO THE PLUM. 

The general rules for pruning deciduous treee apply to the plum and prune, 
with this exception , that they should not be pruned in the summer ; but the first 
three years should bo entirely devoted to forming and growing a well shaped and 
Rtroncr tree, which will be able to carry a good quantity of fruit without bending or 
breaking. To accomplish this the tree will have to be well cut back and pruned 
similarly to the peach, except that the top does not require to be left quite so 
opea. 

As most plums bear their fruit on 2-year old wood we want to enoourage the 
growth of fruit-spurs, and this is sometimes accomplished by letting the tree go for 
one season without pruning ; but this method I do not particularly favor, unless the 
tree will not bear well without it, as it neoessitates a heavy pruning the following 
year, which starts out too much new wood. Some varieties, however, bear so 
heavily that it will not be found necessary to prune every year. 

PRUNING TUB PEAB. 

My experience with this tree has been th.it it does bettei when pruned and 
allowed to grow in an upright pyramidal shape, shortening back any long growth, 
and keeping the tree within liounds by cutting t'io limbs shor*, so that they will be 
strong enough to carry the weight of the fruit ; rod as the fruit l« .'nclined to grow 
at, the end of the limbs, there is always a danger of breaking if allow ed to grow too 
long and Blender. However, there are some varieties of a dfjopitg nature, and 
these should be started «dth a fairly high head — sav 30 inches from the ground, and. 
the leading branoh or trunk staked for a year 01 *wo, or until strong enough to 
support its branches without bending over. 

The pear will require to be kept thinned out every winter, and cross brainhea 
taken out; and I would recommend, where it does not set well, to trypruniug while 
the tree is in bloom, as I have noticed in some of our warmer districts that although 
the trees may bloom well, but few pears set. Hoot-pruning for such oases woi Id 
hi advantageous. 

PRUNING THE PEACH AND NECTARINE. 

These trees give the best results when formed with low heads, and as they 
make very strong growth they require very hard pruning for the first four or five 
years. The first year they should be cut back to three short limbs without any 
laterals being left on, and for the second and third years they will have to be kept 
woll in hand, thus necessitating very heavy winter pruning, keeping the centre 
fairly open, and not allowing the tree to get too thick, as when too much wood is 
left they will not bear well, the buds never properly developing. T have found that 
the trees which have paid best in the end are those which have not been allowed to 
bear any fruit (except, may be, for the purpose of ascertaining whether trees are 
true to name) until after the third year, the first throe years to be devoted to forming 
and developing the tiees, which, if planted in suitable soil and of proper kinds, will 
yield a good return the fourth year. Over-cropping must be strictly avoided by 
a judicious thinning when the fruit is well set and swelling. Leave the most 
promising from four to six inches apart if small, and twice that distance if large. 

At the end of July or thereabouts wo commence pruning. This consists of 
shortening in or cutting otf half of the last year's growih all over the tree, and 
cutting out any sickly small wood that did not mature, and only leaving the 
strongest shoots. All strong growing limbs should be shortened to a uniform 
length, so as not to destroy the balance of the heul. By reducing the young wood 
one half we reduce the coming crop one half, as the peach and nectarine always 
boar their fruit on 1-year old wood : thus the remaiuing half will be of better size 
and of more sommorcial value. These trees require regular pruning every year 
during their lifetime. However, when once a tree is 5 years old and upwards it 
does not take long to prune it, and when the operator has become accustomed to the 
work it is surprising the number of trees a man can get over in a day. 

By removing enfeebled parts and encouraging fruitful wood a standard 
peach or nectarine will continue to bear large crops of excellent fruit for many 
years. 
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Just a word here to the intending planter as to kind. While the nurseryman 
has hundreds of different varieties of peach treos, J think one could easily count on 
his fingers tho best commercial kinds he has; and I strongly fid vise buying only 
auch kinds us are good for canning, drying and dessert. There aro not many 
varieties which combine all these qualities; but by all means don't buy rubbish, 
and that is what hall' (he varieties grown really are. 

PRUNING TIIE ORANGE. 

The orange-tree usually has its head started in tho nursery from '20 to 30 inches 
high ; but this is of little use, as when the trees are removed from the nursery, and 
taken to where they are to be planted out in orchard form, most of the top, if not 
the whole, is removed, so as to enable tho tree to moro quickly recover from tho 
shock it receive* in having its roots cut. After planting it is always advisable to 
shade the stem until the branches start growing at the top aui leaves on the stem, 
neither of which should be removed for a while. I have found it advisable in this 
country to allow everything to grow tho first \ear after planting. The second year 
take off tho bottom shoots as high up as from 1 foot to II inches from tho ground, 
and the third year form your tree by starting the head or crown about 24 in- In s 
from t he ground. Even now, very little pruning is required, as the larger the top 
the more vigorous the root-system will be, and bettor able to start the tree m\ t 
quickly when pruned. It is never advisable to prune a citrus tree during tho 
winter, as it exposes it to the cold winds and sometimes frost?, both of which are 
very injurious to its growth and tend to stunt it. Always try to prune just h tart 
a growth, and if any rough cuta are made, trim them off smoothly with the chisel, 
and paint them with rubber paint or shellic and uleohol mixed to form a paint, and 
apply with a brush. My experience has btoa thai tho orange-tree will not thrive 
in this country under the same treatment as in California. There, we went in for 
high-headed trees, and it answered very we'l, as in California wo get very few high 
winds in summer time, whilst in warmer districts in Australi i seldom a fortnight 
passes without one or two hot, dry wind.", which not only scorch the trunk of tho 
tree if exposed, but also, in sandy districts, l^ow the sand agaiust tho trunk, and 
thus damage it. 

When once we have got a well balanced tree with branches evenly distributed 
around it, and it has started to bear, it is advisable to clean out any rubbish or small 
branches in the centre of the tree so that the air may get in and have a free circula- 
tion. It is then more easy to keep it free from scale, and when necessary to spray, 
the work can be done more effectually by enabling the person to get at tho inside. 
If possible, prune just before the first growth in the spring. "When the tree has 
attained any size — say about, the fourth yoar— any laterals irojecting out on the 
sides or top may bo cut off so as to keep tho tree evenly balanced and fairly 
compact. 

The fruit-buds always come on the new growth, and by keeping the tree in a 
b 'ulthy grcwing condition by an occasional dressing of manure (stable or sheep 
well-rottnd are preferable), it will ensure a fairly gooi crop of fruit every year. 

PIIWI8U THK LESION. 

Pruning tho lemon is very similar to pruning tho orange, and they require the 
same treatment when planted, allowing the trunk to be well shaded without any 
pruning the first year, and forming the top after the second or third year ; but as it 
grows more rapidly than tho orange it will require more severe pruning. There- 
fore, all strangling growth will have to bo cut back every year, and the tree thinned 
out, arranging the branches ro that they will not be too close tog. -tin ft] . Cutting 
back the lir™b« in this way will so strengthen them that they will lie able to hold a 
good oroj" *uit. When tho trees are kept properly pruned, the;* will throw out 
numerous . . jrt laterals, and the fruit will be borne more in the centre of the tree, 
so that thero is little or no daugerof the limbs breaking with the weight of the fruit. 
The best lemons are found all round the centre and bottom of t'i.e tree, uhere the 
wind does not have a chance to blow them around and damage * hem 1^ »ubbing 
against branches and thorns, as is the case with trees which are allowed to go 
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unpruned. If it should be found necessary to remove a large limb, see that the wound 
is properly trimmed with the chisel, uud paintod with shelle^ and alcohol, and only 
prune when the tree is in a growing condition, us the wounds are quickly healed 
over without having time to dry out aud damage the tree or limb with decay. 

PRUNING THE APPLK. 

This fruit-tree while young should be formed in the manner set forth in my 
opening remarks on pruning, although many prefer starting it a little higher than 
the ptach or apricot— say, 8 feet. In this case it is well to see that the iimhs are 
started from the stem of the tree at different points, and at distances of not less than 
6 inches apart, and radiating around the stem. This will give each branch a firm 
hold of the trunk, thus laying a good foundation for the future large tree. As it 
throws out fruit-spurs which are scattered well ovet the tree, it is well, more 
especially while the tree is young and growing thriftily, to pinch back the young 
growth several times during the summer. This will tend to make those branches 
throw out spurs or fruit-wood, in place of forming too many useless branches, which 
only have to l>e out off during tho winter pruuiug. I would, however, impress on 
ull orehardists that the secret of fiuitfulness is not to be found in fancy systems of 
pruning, but by keeping the heads properly thinned out, and by at first getting a 
good foundation of roots of the proper kiud, which »ire not subject to all diseases, 
together with a well-shaped head. After once the tree has been properly formed, 
and vi hen it begins to bear regular crops, very little pruning is required, except 
t Ito usual winter cleaning out of dead aud worthless wood, and the removal of 
such us may iuterfero with others, or too greatly crowd up the head of the tree. 

An apple-tree is much the same us other trees, and if allowed to grow at iti 
own sweet will, will bear a heavy crop one year and very little the next. To prevent 
this the orhardist should thiu out very nearly half the fruit while young the heavy 
ye ir. and if any extra pi nuing is required, always do it the wiuter before the heavy 
yield is expected. This will tend to relieve the treo of some of its buds, and help 
develop a supply for the following year. As close pruning iu winter induces growth, 
judicious summer pruning causes the tree to throw out spurs and blossom wood ; 
root-pruning arrests growth and promotes fruitfulneas, and thinning crowded spurs 
and blossom buds, favours a good set of fruit. 

Care muft be taken not to prune app'e-trees too much in verj warm districts, 
as it has been found that, after they are once shaped, they bear better by not being 
severely pruned. I refer more particularly to districts iu the interior. 

If we wish our trees to grow and l»ear well, they should receive the best atten- 
tion, and ihifl includes not only good cultivatiou aud pruning, but when bearing 
oreoi ot appies they must have manure to enablo them to yield good crops of best 
quality of fruit. Manures rich in potash, soda, and phosphoric acid are what they 
require the most of. They must also be kept dear of all fungus or insect 
(UMMM, This will require sprayings with different solutions to meet the different 
requirements. 

rarooro thm ohbbpt. 

Head low in, as with other trees during the first few yeara. Tne best time for 
pruning is in the summer, as then there is less liability of the tree gumming. It 
bears from spurs chiefly, and care must bo taken not to rub any of these off. Shelter 
the trunk as much as possible by allowing the lower buds to gi nv along it, but 
pinch these back when they have made a few inches growth. The cherry is not. a 
very long-lm d tree, but in favourable soils it generally livea from thirty to forty 
years if kept in a healthy state and free from insects. 

I'Ul'NINO Til F. 1'KltSIMMON OK .lAl'ANLsK 1>ATK PLUM. 

The date plum is peculiar to China aud Japan, and is highly esteemed for its 
fruit in both these countries, wiiero it is grown extensively. 

Young trees should be started with low heads similar to the plum and pruned 
tl,e same as the latter, except that it may have a light summer pruning in cases 
where it is inclined to make a luxuriant growth. Older trees must have their 
growth regulated according to their requirements, and fts the fruit is chiefly pro- 
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dueed or. 1-year old wood, it in well to thin out and shorten back every winter 
Good cultivation with liberal manuring will, in warm districts, ensuro good crops. 
Thin tree is propagated in the sumo way as any deciduous tree by first raising seed- 
lings, and then budding or grafting at the proper times.

The raspberry requires one pruning in ever/ year, to be givew early in the 
spring. To perform this, examine tho stools, and leave the Strongest shoots or 
suckers— from three to live on ouch stool. Cut away all tho old wood and remain- 
ing suckers. The remaining shoots should have, a foot taken off tho ends of each, 
and if very long remove at least one- third. It is a good plan, as soon as the old 
hhoot has finished fruiting, to cut it awny, eo as to give the new can*> a better 
chance to ripen. Give (hem plenty of manure and tluy will repay you well in 
fruit. 

The gooseberry requires an annual pruning. If growing at ail well, fully one- 
half oi tho wood, both \oung and old, should be cut away, as it is impossible to 
produce goe>d berries without thoroughly thinning out tho branches. Fruit is 
always grown on young wood, so that it is advisable to leave this in preference 
to the eld. The head should be sufficiently thinned out to admit light and air 
freely. 

The currant should be grown in a treo shape, the first shoots leaving the main 
stem about 8 inches from the ground. The treatment is of the aimplest land, 
thinning out the superfluous wood evevy spring teiug all that is recjuired.

Management of Little Chickens. 

J ITTLE chickens should not be removed from the nest and {rent the brooding 
Jj£ influence of the motVr hen for from twenty-four to thirty-six hours after 
hatching About all that little ehioks lifted tho first forty-eight hours of their life 
is brooding, and if you have net been in the habit ot thus managing, just try it for 
an experiment There is a very great d'.ffVrenee in the hutching qualities of hens, 
and it matters not how perfect an arrangement wo have in this respect, we tako 
great chances ou Piddy performing her part of the work. Hens usually take proper 
care of their eggs during incubation i! they <ire rightly provided for, but when it 
comes to hatching out the chicks and curing for them properly a large per cent of 
thorn make a failure, and to see healthy and fully matur d lit le chirk? rmudnrod in 
the nest by numbers is more than a fellow can stand without pulting his wits to tho 
severest testit. 

There ure alsvay a number of mother h»ns in all flocks that attend to business 
properly, and bring out e\ery chirk that, the eggs are capable of producing, and 
savo them without the loss, scarcely, of a single chick. Wo can take advantage of 
this, and I have practiced it to quite un extent . In the usiiul lot of setting bens we 
have one or more of these good mothers, and when a ttoM ot 8f$l is just, beginning 
to hatch I change places, or "swap nests, nod place, the good mother that under- 
stands her business on the eggs just hatching. I allow lie; to hatch and brood the 
ehio)C6M for foity-e'^ht hours, after which I remove them to their former mother, 
or givo them to any other that I see proper. 1 have kept such hens repeatedly 
hatching out chicks thu-, until I have worn their patience entirely out ; and somo 
hens will endure it much longer than others, but the most of them will continue to 
hatch out brood after brood, and will do you, in this way, invaluable service. 

Heavy hens, such as Cochin* and Brahmas, are good setters, and the best at 
incubation, but when it comes to hatohiug them out the light hen is always tho best, 
and it is these I employ for the business. In arranging the ietting hens I do not 
feud it moHIJ to have eidi heu HfUttt/ pwtitivued or yarditi off to btmtf. 
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but I use small houses or room9— 8ay ten or twelve feet square— with a yard to each 
one, and I keep frou six to ten or twelve hens, as the easo may be, in each apart- 
ment, with feed, water, and all conveniences necessar; for them. 



Fighting the Fruit Pests. 

TIIE IMPORTANCE OV BEGINNING EARLY. 

HROFESSOR R. W. DOANE, of the Department of Botany ami Zoology, of tho 
X Washington State Agricultural College, recently issued a timely bulletin on 
! be inn ft s that pester the farmers and ruin their crops. After re^iewin^ tho various 
kinds of insects and their propagation and work, lie has the following to say 
regarding the methods of remedying the evil The be ai lld il insects do much to 
kaep many of the injurious species under control, but some of the worst pests 
require the 

CONSTANT ATTENTION 

of tho farmer or orchurdist, or he soofl PC*i Mi crops badly injimd, or lot illy de- 
stroyed, flomc of tho pests we cur never hope to get entirely rid of, but by <arcful 
management they may be kept- in check so that they may not n ap the II m*( share 
of tho harvest . The must import" nt thing in dealing with infcects is to begin early. 
Too often when a pest makes its appearance the orchardisv \s aits for a more con- 
venient season to commence iightiny them. Meantime, the insect has had a chance 
to lav its eggs or perhaps to produce another generation, thus inert using greatly tho 
Dumber that must now bo fought. Until ono understands l ow very rapidly many 
insects multiply, they can hardly realise the importance of trying to get rid of the 
jm M just as HOOD as it is found in the orchard or held. It is always much easier and 
cheaper to prevent an insect from getting a start in the orchard than it is to fight it 
after it has gained a firm foothold. 

HIGH CULTIVATION. 

not only makes tho tree or other plant yield its best returns, but it is a well-known 
fuel (hat a strong healthy plant is not nearly as apt to bo attacked by the in m cts 
petts as one that is already weukened, or if it is attacked, it is able to stand much more 
injury without the effect being shown in the crop it yields. The first and best way 
01 fighting insect, ju sts would seem to be, then, to keep the plant in the very best 
condition possible by high cultivation, judicious pruning, fertilisation. 

i.ri.IilSn MUST NOT ACCUMULATE. 

Manv of our most injurious insects pass the winter months un ler rubbish of 
various kind,- that lies scattered over the farm. If this rubbish is not allowed to 
accumulate Buob insects would be more likely to perish daring the winter. It will 
hImi i educe tli 1 opportunities for feeding aud breeding and aDow a more thorough 
application of insecticide*. In orchards this reeommendation for ehan culture is of 
especial important'. Many insects breed and complete their development iu dead 
wood or fallen fruit, others pass the winter mouths or lay their viuter eggs upon 
the sniullci brunches d the tree. If tho orchardist would take the ptfni to trim out 
and burn all the dead and infected branches and to see that iU fallen fruit was 
destroyed, there would be little complaint t*om some of tho intects that are now 
serious peste. 

Many insects live only on otio kind of plnnt, and when not aide to find this 
plant they perish, or are .^cattosed so as to do little damage. This fa :t may often 
be taken advantage of by a system of 

CHOP ROTATION. 

Many J%*N plant-, especially in th- garden, may bo protected by screens or 
other devices for keeping the posts away from tho plants. 

Many insocts may ' e killed or exposed to their enemies by ploughing the field 
ate iu the autumn. Many of the wireworms, tho eggs of the graishopper, and othef 
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pests are thus destroyed. Late ploughing of fallow lauds is especially important, 
as there are usually many insects in such field*. 

Hand picking is the simplest way of getting rid of many of the largest insect 
pests. Large caterpillars, like tho tomato worm, and the larva* cf other moths, are 
also best fought by gathering them off after they have collected in their " tents." 
and crushing or burniug them. In the fall of winter tho eggs of such moths as the 
tussock moth are easily gathered and destroyed. 

Often insects may be found collected in considerable numbers under loose boards 
or boxes scattered over the rield. If such placea be examined occasionally many 
injurious insects may be aestroyed. The larva- of certain moths, as the codliu 
moth, pupate in any sheltered place they find in the trunk of the tree. Advantage 
may often be taken of this habit, by placing a band of burlap o- other substance 
around the tree under which the larvre collect and where they may easily be de- 
stroyed. The use of lights in the field to attract moths does noteeem to be success- 
ful, at least in this State, althuugh a large number of the cut- worm moths may 
thus be destroyed. The codlin moths are not attracted to these lights. The most 
widely used and perhaps the

after they have ohtaiued a foothold in the orchard is the use of insecticides or insect 
poisons. These may be considered under two heads : Firat, the internal poisons, or 
those which take effect by being eaten along with the ordinary food of the insect,; 
second, the external irritants which take effect by closing the breathing pores or by 
causing extreme irritatior The kind c4 insecticide t > be used depends in a large 
degree upon the structure of the mouth- parts of the insect ; for beetles, the larva? of 
moths and butterflies and others with biting mouth parts, the internal poisens are 
used, while for the various insects with sucking mouth parts, as the plant lice, scale 
bugs, <&c, the external irritants are used. The reason for this is very plain. We 
cai easily see that it would be useless to spray a plant v> \th an internal insoctlcide 
wlen i + was infected with an insect with sucking mouth parts, for such insects 
obain their food from the juices of the plant, which are not reached at all by 
ths poison. 

Internal poisons are used for fighting the insects with biting mouth parts, such 
asbeetles, caterpillars, and others. The most important ir+ernal poisons are tho 
various combination* of arsenic. Paris green and London purple have supplanted 
marly all others of this class. Of these two Paris green is much more to be recom- 
mended. It may be applied either wet or dry. 

Improved Method of Growing Celery. 

r^PON this subject, a practical contributor to American Gardemwj says : — I now 
(j have very fine celery grown in rows at an average distance of 1 foot apart, i.c. t 
wo rows, G or 7 inches apart, with an 18 in. space between them, fioarus aro net 
on both sides of the double rows when the plants are about half grown. The 
boards should be kept well apart until tho celery had Dottiv reached its growth, so as to 
keep the leaves green and exposed to the air. Tin- DMUtb may be held in place by a 
short piece of board with notches sawed in both ends anH placed on the others, so as 
to hold them the right distance apart, The space between the rows was mulched 
With manure or other material that would hold moisture. Then I turned water on 
the rows and kept them thoroughly wet. The water was takeu from a brook near 
by and elevated G or 8 feet in a water tank, and distributed over the piece with iron 
pipe and hose. One could almost see the plants grow. When the celery had about 
got its full growth the boarc 1 were crowded closer together, and the blanching was 
completed in a very few tirys. The result was a large growth of well blanched 
celery. The advantages of this method are that about three times as much celery 
can be grown on the land as by the old plan of setting it in wide rows ; two rows 
being boarded wogtther, it save* one-half the boards ; no earth is put around it. 
which iavei washing the celery. If the towi are mulched, it keepe down the weed* 
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and retains moisture. No one will succeed with this plan except on very fifth soil, 
and when the rowe are so close together irrigation is indispensable. This method 
is oidy adapted to early celery and the self-balancing varieties. "White Flume 
celerv plants are grown in hot beds for the earliest celery ; followed by the Golden 
8elf-blanching for late fall use. For winter celery I set tha Giant Pascal, Half 
Dwarf, and Golden Heart in rows I foot apart, leaving some wide rows to stand in 
when working it. This is irrigated the same as the early celery, but is not banked 
or bandied, as it blanches well after being stored in the cellar or trenches lor winter, 
yplocted specimens of celery fetch a fancy price, so tbat for such specimens I have 
been getting over 30 dol. per i-quare rood, or at the rate of 5000 dol. per acre. 
Ordinary celery paid me at the rate of 300 dol. to 400 dol. per acre, or less than one- 
tenth of that which was grown by special culture and marketed without the help of 
the commission dealer. By comparing the profits of these two shipments it is easy 
to see where the money is in gardening. In the labour required to grow them 
there was but little difference. The greater profit in the first instance was made by 
usiag large quantities of fertilisers and irrigation. 



Hints on Rearing Calves. 
WHAT TO DO AND WHAT TO AVOID. 

| THEN the calving season is at hand, a few brief bints as to the proper 
I method of rearing pet calves will, no doubt, prove acceptable. 
There is a lot in rearing a calf. Stunt a calf during the first few months 
of its growth and a recovery will never be made. Nothing like giving the calf irood 
comfortable quarters, and feeding it well, thus keeping up the growing eonditioi 
right from the jump. 

REMOVINO THE CALF FROM ITS MOTHER. 

Opiuions differ greatly in the matter of removing the young calf from its 
mother. Somo advocate such removal at the earliest possible moment after ita 
birth. Others consider it best to leave the calf with its mother for a day or ( u i 
especially if there should bo any indication of fever in the udder, that the frequcn, 
sucking on the part of the young calf tends to reduce inflammation by graduall) 
relieving the pressure cf milk, aud preventing tho udder from becoming over full 
However this may be, the experionce of the w rifer is, that the former has much 
more to recommend it. The calf, for one reason, learns to drink sooner, because of 
never having sucked its food, while the cow mourns mora over the loss of her 
calf than it it had been permitted to remain with her for several days. Regarding 
the inflammation r>f the udder, if it receives proper atteution there is very littlo 
risk of danger. Should the udder, however, get a little bit inflamed, rub well with 
camphorated oil. It acts like magic. 

J KKJH.Vi THE CALVES. 

Jersey calves, it must be remembered, have not tho stomach capacity of Short- 
horn calves : so, therefore, the quantity of milk fed each time should be less. Lots 
of peoplt; who keep Jersey cows and rear Jersey calves, get into trouble from this 
very cause. They overfeed thr young Jerseys. For a young Jersey calf two quarts 
of milk is as much as it she aid have ;it a time. TMl quantity will do very nicely. 
Instead of twice a day. Jersey calves should be fed thiee times, and the quantity of 
milk gradually increased, as th<> youngsters itur-. »•<• in strength and can assimilate 
their food. BeoofltOt that Jersey milk is very rich, so that a large amount is not 
necessary at first. 

Care will have to be exercised in gradually superseding the now milk with skim 
milk. The change must not be a (sudden oue, otherwise damage will be done. 
>i>ars of experience taught us that a calf should be supplied with milk until it is 
able to support itself on other food. Keep tho calf well fed as long as you can. If 
you want a good cow, you must have a good foundation. 



Notes for Form and Garden. 
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HEALTH OF THE CALVES. 

Comfortable quarters and regular feeding will generally keep the calves in good 
health. A fruitiul source of sickness amongst calves 's feeding with sour milk and 
also milk ;it tea low a temperature. When milk has once commenced to ferment it 
in highly injurious as food. Imagine what condition separated must be in when 
kept for twelve hours in summer time. Unsuitable milk very often lays the founda- 
tion of indigestion, from which the animal never recovers. Indigestion mny seem 
a trifling complaint, but it is ono that every owner of milking cow? should endeavour 
to avoid. The milking cow is simply a machine for converting fodder into milk, 
and if by ill-health, such as indigestion, &C., that rnr.chiuo docs not do its woik 
prcpeJy, then the owner of the cow gf the loser. Great care, therefore, should be 
exercisod in the quality of the milk fed to the calves. If it is found that the separator 
milk is not giving satisfaction, a little liuseed meal jelly should bo udd.nl. This 
enriches the milk, and also helps tc prevent indigestion and scours, 

TUB BULL CALVES. 

Unless the bull calves arc worthy of being kept for s'.ud purpose, kill every ono 
of them at their birtn. Only bull calves from the choicest cows should be reared. 
It is a losing game to rear steers, the progeny of good dairy OOW8, in the expecta- 
tion of selling at profit for beef when three years old. This kind does not 
pay in this colony. If you are going in for dairying, keep to it. Let the breeder of 
the beef cattle supply the beef market. If bull calves are reared for stud purposes, 
the youngsters must be separated from the heifers before they ure six months old. 

CiLE SHEDS. 

It is a light down shame to keep any living creature in such vile quarters as 
some calves are roared in. The merciful man is merciful to his beast, and if any 
young animal deserves kindness and attention, it is the calf. Surely sich cleanly 
animals as calves should be supplied with a good bed of straw and a comfortable 
shed to be kept in. It is not much to the credit of any man to allow his calves or 
his pigs to remaiu in filthy pens, without a bedding, and ve*;- often without a cover. 
A man who condems his stocks to such treatment ought to be locked up by the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animels. It b well T o think of the quarters 
your young stock are provided with before retiring to you own comfortable quarters 
for the night. Victorian dairy farmers are not famed for the attention they give to 
their young stock. If an animal is worth rearing at all, it should be reared well. 
It will amply repay you for all the attention and trouble. Make it your first duty 
then to have comfortable calf Hheds. where the young animals will he veil bedded 
and protected from the influences of the weather. Good food, regular feeding, and 
•warm, comfortable sheds ure noeossary to promote growth in any animal, and none 
fire more easily " dwarfed ' ' by ill- treatment than calves.— M Radiator " in Melbourne 
Wieklg Tunes. 

The Art of Milking. 

AOOD milking bears so important a relation to the best results, which constitute 
VX profit, as compared with results not quite so good, that it 1s necessary for 
everyone who has to handle cows to endeavour to beconn good milkers. 

Almost anyone can milk after a fashion, but really good milkers are not as 
plentiful as they should be. 

To become a good milker you must be patient and gentle, and not only be in- 
capable of lifting a milking stood to hit a cow, but also show no har.shuessof manner 
that might excite a nervous animal. 

Milking should bo done as rapidly as possible without worry, It»»h:mldbo 
done thoroughly to the last drop, otherwise a little milk left carelessly in the udder 
will begin the work of " drying oft " the cow. 

The hands and clothing should be clean, ulso the cow's uddor, Clean milk 
oaunot be obtained under other oondi lions. 

Tho milking (should be dune regularly, beginning at the same Lour, and eauh 
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cow taken in her turn, thus making it easier for the cow, that, from habit, knows 
when to expect her turn. 

Ttisbanl to milk with the rapidity a good mi)ker requiies, and it is more 
difficult to keen the milk clean until yju attain the proper speed 

Tough cows are liable to d:y oft early. They become nervous, too, as a rule, 
an.l d jvelcp into kicKers. This is caused by the irritation in being milked, and they 
naturally resent it. Ihey also tak" up so much moro timr, lhat it is betto** to fatten 
as soon as possible and sell t' em. 

A cheer: ul, kind milker is much more likely to liarmonise with the disposition 
of good milk cows and get better results, than the impatient, worrying individual, 
who takes but little interest or pride in his work. 

Raising Oli Posts. 

HERE is a right and a wrong way of loing things. We have seen men tug 
and pull by the half hour at an old post or .Hump, wasting valuable time and 
muscle, when a little ingenuity would have accomplished the work with far lesa 
effort, and in one- tenth tho time. We give herewith a very commendable idea. 




The engraving is self explanatory. It Is so simple that wc wonder the idea did net 
occur to many before. Ono man drives the pick firmly into the post, and braces 
back against tho crowbar, which is worked over a fulcrum by a companion. It is a 
wul-sct post that won't M come " under this treatment.
